In Cambridge: 
Fighters for 
Largey Admit 
Four Mistakes 


Larry Largey of East Cambridge, 
17, white, Catholic, lower working 
class, got drunk on a few beers one 
Saturday night last October. On his 
way home from the teen center 
where he hung out with 19-year-old 
Tommy Doyle. and other 
neighborhood friends, he, unac- 
countably — maybe getting off on a 
little racism — broke the window of 
the Portuguese bookshop on Cam~ 
bridge Street. He had gone on to the 


«end of the block and turned the cor- 


ner toward heme when a prowl car 
showed up, spotted the broken 
glass, and was pointed Largey’s 
way by a bystander. 

The prowl car was manned by 
Peter DeLuca and Rudolph Car- 
bone. DeLuca already had a mean- 
‘cgp reputation in the neighborhood. 
Persistent rumor told of his being 
busted all the way from detective 
back to uniformed patrolman for 
some mysteriously unmentionable 
offense. Others said the drinking 
long-haired, working-class boys of 
the neighborhood frightened him 
for his teenage daughter, who like 
other young people has to deal with 
a strong male tradition of Irish 
machismo and defeatism which 
treats sozzlement as proof of 
manliness and the violent Saturday 
night rituals of self-destruction as 
savoir vivre, as knowing how to be a 
man. 

DeLuca and Carbone had just 
arrested Largey when Doyle and 
two younger friends came charging

could do. At once Doyle and 
DeLuca were fighting. Largey was 
passive while Doyle was subdued 
but more cops were called and soon 


it was a big scene with three prowl 


cars shining and flashing and a 
paddy wagon and a total of five 
cops. 

Doyle was thrown into the wagon 
head first after Largey got in 
peacefully. Doyle was drunk 
himself and his Irish fury was run- 
ning high. DeLuca was an old 
enemy. Doyle screamed that he 


wanted his ass. Doyle is slight, a 
boy; DeLuca is big. So far, basic 
street farce. The cop could still be 
Pat O’Brian, heart tough as gold, 
and ain’t it only part of growing up 
in Boston, what Largey and Doyle 
are up to? 

By then about a dozen 
bystanders had collected in small 
groups on the street. They say they 
saw DeLuca reach into his back 
pocket for his blackjack, open the 
door of the wagon, get in, beat 
Largey out of the way, and make for 
Doyle. It was possibly in this pass, 
DeLuca aiming through Largey at 
Doyle, that Largey took the hit 
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which East Cambridge believes 
killed him. Booked for drunkenness 
by midnight at the Central Square 
station, he was dead on arrival at 
emergency some two hours later. 

The county medical examiner’s 
speedy conclusion was that he died 
of an overdose of barbiturates and 
alcohol. There the matter would 
have ended if at the last minute 
other voices in the community, 
among them that of an organizing 
project called Hard Times, had not 
persuaded Largey’s mother to get 
another autopsy.

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Counting (on) the Number 


I don't recall seeing an explanation of the meaning of the box 
which is titled “the number,” and gives two number for six days 
of the week. Could you tell me¢ —Steve Caffrey, Worcester. 
The tour digit number refers to the total amount of money bet 
each day at the race track (now Suffolk Downs). It is used for il- 
legal gambling — which still exists for people who don’t trust the 
state’s games. To play the number, pick a random figure (you 
can base your figure on any superstition you favor) and place a 
bet with your bookie. If you guess the number right, you collect. 
There are two numbers per day to allow for different betting 
styles. The top number is compiled from totals of the first, se- 
cond, sixth, seventh races; the first second, third, fifth, seventh 
races; all seven races. The bottom is compiled from the total 
amount bet on the first three races; the first five races; all seven 
races. The formula of the numbers is simple — take the dollar 
unit of each amount plus the tenth column of the last calcula- 
tion. If, for example the totals on the bottom come out to 
$171.50, $288.75, and $349.07, the bottotn number of that day is 
1890. For more information, consult your local bookie.

METHADONE METHODS 


To the Editor: 

I am glad to see that Steve 
Wangh (Jan. 30) made a great 
effort to research the different 
medical views about the use of 
methadone in the Boston treat- 
ment programs. However, as 
‘usual, I’m sorry that people keep 
going to Vernon Patch as the 
man who represents the view 
that methadone is a good thing. 
Patch, as the head of Boston’s 
biggest program is the natural 
man to go to when preparing an 
article, but there are other doc- 
tors in the city who dispense 
methadone, either for detoxifica- 
tion or maintenance, and their 
sense of the value and morality 
of methadone is quite different 
than Dr. Patch’s. I’m referring to 
people like Dr’s David Lewis at 
the Washingtonian, John Renner 
at the Mass General, Herb 
Wasserman at Tufts, and quite a 
few more. Many of these doctors 
are agreed that methadone is no 
more than an aid in the long 
term rehabilitation of the addict. 
Other more important aspects of 
treatment are group therapy, 
counceling, and different ways of 
becoming actively involved in 
improving the quality of the 
addict-patient’s lives. I have 
-worked for the Boston Coor- 
dinating Council on Drug Abuse 
in the past, and am now with the 
Mass General where I have been 
a Street Youth Worker, involved 
in the therapy groups for ad- 
dicts. I mention this because I 
haye had unique opportunity to 
see the interplay between a 
sincere therapeutic effort and 
the purely political motivations 
directed towards the rehabilita- 
tion of the addict. I don’t care 
much for Dr. Patch and his tac- 
tics. He spends little time at the 
city hospital, preferring to pass 
the day at his office-suite in the 
Prudential tower. In 1971 he 
organized the Drug Abuse Foun- 
dation, which he claimed would 
“do for drug abuse what the Jim- 
my Fund does for cancer.” After 
a fiasco of a benefit art auction 
featuring Peter Max works, in 
which the key painting — a 
horrible portrait.of J.F.K. — was 
finally bought by the bartender 
at Betty’s behind City Hall, I 
lost track of the Drug Abuse 
Foundation. But I do know that 
Patch was not able to raise much 
support among the city’s doc- 
tors, a rather curious situation 
for a reasonable charity founda- 
tion. 

Steve Wangh mentions that 
Dr. Patch receives $1.1 million 
from the federal government. 
Perhaps it should also be men- 
tioned that he damn near went 
unfunded because the communi-

ty fought the program in its pre- 
sent form. One of the results of a 
serious federal investigation 
determining whether or not to 
continue funding, was that 
Gerald Davidson quietly left the 
program. His own methadone 
program in Brookline was shut 
down by the feds shortly 
thereafter. 

“I mention all this dirty 
business (and there’s more) 
because programs who are quiet- 
ly doing their job suffer from the 


publicized failures of Dr. Patch’s 


program. Every time one of his 
patients is arrested for selling 
dope in front of the hospital, or 
when the hospital workers walk 
out because of their complaints 
about the program, the result is 
that all of the programs suffer in 
their relations with the com- 
munity, which is always strained 
at best. 

I believe Dr. Patch is a poor 
‘representative of the members of 
the medical profession in Boston 
who do use methadone in their 
programs. Others are conscien- 
tious of methadone’s limitations 
and strive to seek a balance 
between it and other methods of 
treatment. Dr. Dumont, for all 
his smiling radicalness, should 
realize that the basic reality is 
that the federal government will 
not fund programs which do not 
contain a methadone component 
in them, and he is well aware 
that no program can survive on 
the money he has to give them.

The 
Velvets were one great band. I 
remember The Byrds, The Yard- 
birds, The Who (back when and 
now) and Bob Dylan as a young 
man. On the same level of ex- 
cellence were The Velvet 
Underground of 1966. 

Lou Reed as in Lu-Rid, as a 
cover version of that “genius”’ of 
lurid showbiz, David Bowie, isn’t 
doing too well. I was also at that 
post-rock-and-roll concert and I 
would have to agree that Lou 
was really a flop. But the dilem- 
ma of his degenerated talent is in 
no way unique to rock and roll. 
To me it is a real disappoint- 
ment, though I don’t see it aS a 
great opportunity to put either 
him or Warhol so completely 
down. People should be made 
aware of temporality and 
anomie. Warhol isn’t a great ar- 
tist but his art has its own 
reasons to exist. The Velvet 
Underground then were way 
ahead of Andy Warhol, or Lou 
Reed now, in that they portrayed 
an entire aspect of reality — the 
violence, the anomic passion, 
which is the soul of the Modern 
World. Theirs was no half-baked 
fantasy or rawly conceived dis-

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Hearst Reporters Discover Marblehead

Call the Herald American anything you 

like — but pronounce it “Hearst.” 

The recently-merged sheet flashed its 
ancestry last week in the first of what’s 
reported to be a series of forays into sub- 
urbia in search of some elusive readers. 

If that’s true, suburbia had better hold 
its breath. 

The headline over a front-page 
“copyrighted” story last ‘Tuesday read 
“Suicide Pact Tied to Deaths of 5” Mar- 
blehead youths. 

“Shock and dismay swept through this 
famous yachting resort town,” went the 
lead, ‘“‘as reports came to light of a mass 
suicide pact among young; drug users.” 

The reports turned out, by the time you 
turned to page four, to one, report — from 
an undentified relative of one of the vic- 
tims. 

But no matter. By thatiafternoon, the 
Herald American was able to snare 
Marblehead officials in the classic when- 
did-you-stop-beating-your-wife trap with 
a front-page story claiming they were 
“reluctant to discuss rumors about young 
drug abusers joining in a suicide pact.” 

The paper itself had spread the rumor, 
and the latest suicide’s last run-in with. 
the law — only days before — had been 
for booze, not drugs, but that wouldn’t 
have fit the “drug abusers” pattern. 

That afternoon story quoted 
Marblehead’s town clerk, Betty Brown, as 
fearing another suicide soon — 
presumably as a result of that “pact.” She 
says she never said any such thing, during 
Herald American reporters’ first visit to 
check Marblehead death certificates after 
their first story about ‘at least five” 
suicides was on the streets. She has two 
witnesses to back her up. 

By the next day — Wednesday — the 
paper had backed off its original story — 
content to offer Marbleheaders walking to 
an 18-an-year-old youth’s funeral the 
words (“I’ve had enough of Hell....”’) the 
boy supposedly uttered to a friend shortly 
before he died. 

By Thursday, the paper was claiming 
that “Death Victims had ‘Fraternity’” — 
not a pact. Its source: ‘‘a local housewife”’ 
who said at least six boys who met “tragic 
deaths in the town” were close friends as 
13 and 14-year-olds. A Herald American 
reporter had scribbled notes that previous 
night while local Selectmen blasted his 
paper for inaccuracy and insensitivity; 
none of the criticism found its way into 
Thursday’s story.

Ages Don’t Match 


What of the “fraternity?” 

Five youngsters have killed themselves 
in Marblehead since 1967. 

The 1967 Death was that of a 16-year- 
old. A year later came a 21-year-old. In 
1971 came a 21-year-old. A month ago 
came a 20-year-old and two weeks ago an 
18-year-old. 


Date the youths’ “pact” from the time 
of the first suicide, as the Herald 
American would have us do. That gives us 
these ages in 1967 for Marblehead’s five 
listed suicides: 16;20;17; 14 and 12. Some 
fraternity of 13 or 14-year-olds! 

Herald American editors and reporters 
are making much of the fact that Essex 
County District Attorney John P.S. Burke 
will be sending state police to talk with 
their Marblehead counterparts about the 
youths’ deaths. 

A big deal? Not really. When a politi- 
cian reads about a “pact” on the front 
page of a Boston newspaper, he has an un- 
controllable itch to get some ink of his 
own — and to cover himself in case the 
paper might be on to something. 

Meanwhile, back at the Herald 
American, city editor John Riley claims 
“we didn’t start the rumors” of a suicide 
pact but instead received more than one 
report of its existence. Marblehead police, 
who have talked with the newspaper’s of- 
ficials, say only one person called the 
Herald American. 

Riley concedes ‘“‘we’ve got a lot of work 
to do” on the story as he claims “the fact 
still persist that there’s certainly 
something of that nature”’ (a suicide pact) 
in Marblehead.” 

If that comment represents some 
retreat from last Tuesday’s front-page 
headline, Riley doesn’t seem worried. — 

How about the Herald American's 
source — also unidentified — quoted ex- 
tensively in last Tuesday afternoon’s 
editions, who said the local Drug Center’s 
hot line was manned by oldsters who 
babbled youths’ secrets to the community

Lewis Crampton, a 33-year-old former 
campaign worker for Tom Atkins, will. 


replace Miles Mahoney as commissioner 


of the state’s Department of Community 
Affairs (D.C.A.). In keeping with the 
stated desires of Gov. Francis W. 
Sargent, Crampton is expected to approve 
the next resubmittal of the mammoth 
Park Plaza project. 

From all appearance Crampton fits the 
bill as the rubber-stamp Sargent wants. 
His experience consists of a year-and-a- 
half stint with the Boston Model Cities 
program and about a year as assistant to 
Atkins, who is currently the governor’s 
Secretary for Committees and Develop- 
ment. .Under the governor’s reorganiza- 
tion plan, Atkins oversees the activities of 
the D.C.A. for Sargent. . 

Technically, Crampton could be billed 
as a “former aide to Commr. Mahoney,” 
but the description would be misleading. 
When D.C.A. was being run by a tem- 
porary head in early 1972, Atkins assigned 


Crampton to check things out. Crampton 
then stayed on under Mahoney as a depu- 
ty commissioner. 

“T worked for Miles for six, seven, eight 
months,”’ Crampton told us in an inter- 
view. 

He was dumped by Mahoney a few 
weeks ago. 

D.C.A. staffers who worked with 
Crampton regarded him as un- 
trustworthy. During a period in which 
there was considerable tension between 
Mahoney and Atkins, a source in D.C.A. 
told us, Crampton “played both sides 
against the middle.” 

‘“‘He’d tell Atkins what a bastard 
Mahoney was, and vice versa,” the source 
said. 

Crampton, who got his bachelor’s 
degree from Princeton and his master’s 
from Harvard is now a doctoral candidate 
in urban and regional planning at MIT. 
He acted as a financier and chairman of 
the board of the old defunct Mel Lyman 


paper, the Avatar in the mid-sixties. His 
political ambitions led him to run for 
state rep in Wards 11 and 19 (Jamaica 
Plain and Roslindale) in 1968. He lost to 
James Craven. 


Sandwiched around his own un- 
successful electoral bid was coordinating 
work for Tom Atkins’ City Council runs in 
’67 and ’69 and his unsuccessful campaign 
for the mayoralty in ’71. After that, 
Atkins got his job from Sargent and 
Crampton signed on. 


In an interview last week Crampton 
refused to discuss his attitude toward the 
expected resubmittal of the Park Plaza 
plan, saying it was premature. 


Outgoing Commissioner Mahoney an- 
nounced last Monday that he had rejected 
Park Plaza on six of seven legal re- 
quirements, confirming charges that the 
Plaza plan had not been seriously chang- 
ed since its first rejection by D.C.A. last 
June.

Ban the (Dumb) Bomb 


Stupid bombs are a thing of 
the past, according to the U. S. 
Air Force. The so-called “smart 
bombs”” — laser-guided and 
television-guided bombs used to 
destroy Southeast Asia are now 
to be called “precision-guided 
munitions.” “The objection to 
‘smart’ is not based on doubts 
about the new weapons’ in- 
telligence, but rather from fear 
that the public will infer that 
USAF’s other weapons are 
‘dumb.”” (Aviation Week and 
Space Technology, February 19,

GI Benefits For CO’s 


The Committee for Legal 
Research on the Draft at Har- 
vard Law School has some in- 
teresting advice for Conscien- 
tious Objectors (CO’s). These 
folks out at Langdell Hall recom- 
mend “that all interested and 
eligible conscientious objectors 
apply for Veteran’s Educational 
Benefits. Based on a class action 


case called Robison vs. Johnson, 
it has been declared un- 
constitutional for the Veteran’s 
Administration (VA) to refuse 
eligibility to those who com- 
pleted alternative service. 

“This includes those who serv- 
ed over 180 days and were releas- 
ed for hardship or illness or 
reasons other than unstasifac- 
tory performance. 

“The proper form to obtain 
from the nearest VA office is 
Form 21E-1990. The questions 
should be answered with the 
proper information. The Com- 
mittee suggests that those who 
did alternative service answer 
the following questions accor- 
dingly: 12A. put in Selective 
Service number 12B. write 
‘Alternative Service’; 12C and D. 
put dates started and finished 
alternative service; 12E. put 
‘released from alternative ser- 
vice’; 12F. put ‘N/A’ (not 
applicable); 12G. put ‘N/A’; 121. 
put ‘N/A’; 13. none; 26. put ‘Cer- 
tificate of Release from Alter- 
native Service’ and then attach 
your certificate of release to the 
application.”

together — a Washington office,, 
a rs car, a warm blooded 
g lady for cold winter 
nights. But late one. evening 
Gault dropped by Blues Alley, 
not far from Capitol Hill to hear 
Andree-Lescaut, a black 
chanteuse... Gault quite sudden- 
ly got introduced to murder.” 
Ayn Rand fans who read “‘The 
Coven” might be left wondering 
whether E. Howard Hunt isn’t 
guilty »f literary as well as 
political burglary: “Jonathan 
Gault” bears an astonishing 
resemblance both in personality 
and name to the superhero of 
‘Atlas Shrugged,” “John Galt.” 


Costello 


Just as 1973 has already been 
a sad year for all Americans, who 
grieved at the loss of two former 
Presidents barely days apart, it 
has been especially so for certain 
people. Scarcely two weeks after 
the passing of J. Caroll Naish, 
the beloved title character in ra- 
dion and television’s “Life With 
Luigi,” tragedy struck again 
with the death of Frank Costello 
last week in New York. 

Despite repeated attempts to 
smear his character, and at least 
a few attempts to eliminate it 
entirely, Costello survived to live 
out his days in tranquility and 
luxury. Until his death at 82 last 
week he was a fixture in the 
men’s bar at the Waldorf- 
Astoria, and his last known 
brush with the law had come in 
1964, when a couple of 


overzealous vice squad cops tried | 


to pop him for vagrancy, despite 
the fact that he was attired in a 
$300 suit at the time and was 
widely reputed to be a mul- 
timillionaire. 

After his lawyer Edward 
Bennet Williams, owner of the 
Washington Redskins and 
counsel to the Democratic 
National Committee as well as 


Costello and Maxine Cheshire, 


had effected his quick release, an 
unruffled Costello had 
murmered “I don’t know what’s 
the matter with these guys. 
Everybody knows I’m retired.” 

It was the truth. Costello had 
relinquished the reins after the 
assassination of Albert 
Anastasia and an attempt on his 
own life. He even sought the 
assistance of a psychiatrist at the 
time because he was deeply dis- 
turbed that he was considered 
socially acceptable only by 
crooks and crooked politicians, 
among them Huey Long (who 
had invited Costello to move his 
slot machine empire to New 
Orleans with the promise of tax 
shelters) and William O’Dwyer, 
who Costello made mayor of 
New York City in 1945. While 
Costello had served prison 
sentences for assault, robbery, 
income tax evasion, and con- 
tempt of the Senate, he was 
never convicted of a major crime, 
and managed to successfully 
fight off deportation 
proceedings. He was, in fact, a 
television matinee idol in the 
early fifties, and his many 
appearances before the Kefauver 
Committee made him almost as 
big as Roy Cohn with housewives 
of the period. 

But last year Costello came 
out of retirement — not to take 
an active hand, but as a kind of 
elder statesman — and the 
waiters in the men’s bar (“You 
got no idea what respect I had for 
that there man,”’ said one 
genuinely grieved waiter, waving 
his arms about the bar.) claim it 
killed him. 

“Look, after this Gallo stuff, 
after this Columbo shooting the 
whole New York underworld was 
in a confusion,” said the waiter, 
“the mob needed to get the facts 
straight. They needed to know 
who was doing what. So Mr. 
Costello was called in, and he 
was, like, well he was like the 
Warren Commission for the

Guru?

This is the week Balyogeshwar Param 
Hans Satgurudev Shri Sant Ji Maharaj, 
the pudgy, teen-age messiah with the 
beaming grin, is scheduled to return to 
the United States. For the past three 
months, the guru’s body, having been 
grounded by the authorities, had to 
remain at home in Premnegar, India. But 
his spirit has been traveling all over the 
world, from Tokyo to Pretoria, from 
London to Denver, whereever his 
followers gather to receive his darshan, or 
holy vibrations. 

Guru Maharaj-ji’s Divine Light 
Mission may be the fastest growing 
religion in the west. After only two years 
of active recruitment, there are already 
over 30,000 initiates, or premies, in the 
U.S., enough to convince the guru that 
“India may be the light of the world, but 
America is going to be the torch-bearer.” 

Here in Boston, there are more than 400 
premies, with local headquarters in a sky- 


blue mansion off Route Two in Concord.. 


The headquarters is actually an ashram, a 
sort of co-ed monastery. A second ashram 
just opened in Dorchester, and a third is 
scheduled to open soon in Brookline. 
There is also the “‘Divine Sales” second 
hand store on Dudley Street, Dorchester, 
and the World Peace Corps service center 
in Jamaica Plain. Satsang, a religious 
service resembling an Indian Quaker 
meeting, is offered nightly at the ashrams 
and at several local universities. 

A couple on months ago, I decided to 
look into this new religious revival that 
has swallowed up more than a few of my 
old friends and aquaintances. The 
occasion was December 10, Guru 
Maharaj-ji’s fifteenth birthday. All over 
the world, devotees were marking the holy 
event with dancing, feasting, and chants. 
Locally, the celebration was at MIT. 

The mezzanine lounge at the MIT 
student center was decorated with 
streamers of tinsel, Christmas tree 
ornaments, and banners proclaiming the 
guru “Born King of the Yogis.’’ At one 
end of the room sat his portrait atop a six- 
foot altar, covered with white satin and 
twinkling Christmas lights, and piled 
high with flowers and fruit. There was a 
multi-tiered cake, and a vast spread of 
pastries, cider, and popcorn, but no-one 
was allowed near the food until after the 
guru’s representative, the Mahatma 
Rajeswar, had arrived. 

I stumbled over a huge pile of shoes at 
the door, and into the crowd of 300 in the 
dimly-lit room. It was hard to tell the 
believers from the voyeurs like myself. 
Sometimes I could pick out the faithful by 
their gold, plastic guru buttons or their 
dreamy, transfixed smiles, and there was 
no mistaking the spaced-out devotees who 
were sobbing and swooning in front of the 
altar. But on the whole, the crowd look 
surprisingly like a cross section of the 
MIT campus. 

After half an hour of sedate dancing 
with a folk-rock band, the mahatma

arrived, a young Indian fellow in a white 
dress. 

‘“‘He’s really been blissing us out up at 
the ashram,” the MC told us. 

The partygoers sat patiently. through 
the mahatma’s two-hour sermon. I came 
back into the room as he was finishing up. 

“The very best and very worst age of 
human history is beginning,” the mahat- 
ma explained, “There is much maya in 
the world today...but before long the 
entire planet will be filled with cries of ‘Ki 
Jai! Jai! Jai!, and we will all sit at the 
lotus feet of Guru Maharaj-ji” in a state of 
indescribable bliss. 

All that will be required of us, when the 


great day dawns, will be faith. In the 


meantime, though, the mahatma urged 
us to ‘Give all your love, your lives, and 


. your possessions to Guru Maharaj-ji,” 


and to purchase and sell at least 10 copies 
of each issue of His official magazine. 
After the mahatma had finished, things 
livened up a bit with fifteen minutes of 
joyous singing, bowing, and candle- 
waving in front of the alter. As I left, the 
assembly was beginning a half hour of 
mass meditation, after which, I hope, 
everyone was finally permitted to eat. 
On the way out, I ran into someone I 
had seen during the anti-Nixon 
demonstrations at Miami Beach. He told 
me he was preparing to “take the 
knowledge”’ (i.e., be initiated), the next 
day. I asked him what he expected from 


the guru.

“T don’t know exactly,” he said, “But 
my closest friend is really into Guru 
Mahargj-ji, and it’s changed him com- 
pletely. He goes around smiling all the 
time. I guess I want to find our where it’s 
all coming from.” 

This, in essence, was the response I got 
from everyone I asked. Sometimes it was, 
“I’m searching for the Cause of why we’re 
here,” or “I’ve been into a lot of weird 
scenes, and now I want to be at peace with 
myself,” but most often it was something 


. like, “I’ve met other people who are into 


it, and they really seem happy.” 

Guru Maharaj-ji’s premies have found 
Perfect Bliss, and they want you to know 
it. Not a single initiate I spoke with, 
except one outright defector, admitted 
ever feeling the slightest doubt, depres- 
sion or conflict. 

What about Guru Maharaj-ji 
(prénounced “Grooma Rajee” by his 
followers) Himself, the source of all this 
bliss? He’s a really happy kid. Who 
wouldn’t be, whizzing around your world 
in dress-up clothes, to be met at every 
stop by thousands of rapt devotees, who 
present you with wonderful toys (a 
$60,000 villa, a Rolls Royce) and their 
willing faces to be squirted with shaving 
cream or smushed with cream pie 
whenever your holy whim demands it? 

Maybe not everyone, under these 
circumstances would display the same 


grace, composure, and boundless good 
nature, but Guru Maharaj-ji does. For a 
15-year-old Perfect Master, he really is 
perfect. 

Of course, Guru Maharaj-ji is only one 
of a dozen or so Lords of Creation current- 
ly operating in Europe and North 
America, each claiming to be It, not to 
mention the hundreds of less pretentious 
gurus, swamis, psychics, and teachers of 
mysteries who are leading the current 
spiritual revolution.” 

Most of these spiritual movements are 
new incarnations of the ancient religions 
of China, Tibet, Korea, Japan, Persia, 
India. While Western businessmen are 
busy detroying the last vestiges of 
traditional civilization in ‘‘free’”’ Asia, 
their own children are looking to Eastern 
traditions to fill the emptiness of their 
lives. There’s nothing new about this; 
English intellectuals have long been 
importing swamis from their Indian 
colony to attend their troubled souls. 

What’s worth trying to understand are 
the particular factors in the current 
revival of ritual and religion, especially 
Asian religion, among the well-fed-up 
children of today’s imperialism. As one

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A Housi ng Inspéctor 
In Need of Inspection

If you're a tenant, says the radio voice, 
and if you have a complaint against your 
landlord, call me, Ed Welch, chief hous- 
ing inspector of the Model Cities’ district, 
for fast action. 

To the people of Granite Avenue in 
mid-Dorchester, Ed Welch’s radio an- 
nouncement was pure irony. They know 
Welch as the owner of a rundown building 
at 53 Granite Ave. And they know that 
when it comes to correcting building code 
violations in Welch’s property, the city of 
Boston has reacted not with ‘‘fast action,” 
but with inaction. 

Aware of Welch’s high city position, an 
inspector for the Boston Building Depart- 
ment apparently delayed processing 
violations found on Welch’s property 
through the courts. 

“I know,” a building department 
employee recalled last week, ‘because I’d 
get these constant calls on the thing. I’d 
have to go down to Inspector Carmen Sar- 
no and he’d say, just, you know...’’ The 
employee imitated Sarno, spreading her 
hands apart, palms down, like a baseball 
umpire nonchalantly calling a runner 
safe. 

The employee also indicated that Sarno 
knew Welch held a key post in the Hous- 


‘ing Inspection Department. Sarno had 


denied any such knowledge in an earlier 
interview. 

The condition of the house Welch owns 
has infuriated residents of Granite Ave. 
for years. 

“His job is inspecting houses and I 
often think, my God, what if they in- 
spected his!”” says one neighbor. 

“It burns you up,” says another resi- 
dent, “when you try to keep up your 
property and he doesn’t.” 

And it is true, 53 Granite Ave does glare 
out at the passerby in squalid contrast to 
the homes around it. The glass on the 
screen door is broken, replaced by a 
plastic bag from the dry-cleaners. The 
front and rear steps are falling apart. In- 
side there are holes in the walls, leaks in 
ceilings and walls, bad plumbing, peeling 
wall paper, doors with whole panels miss- 
ing, and bathroom tile falling off. 

But the fact that the house is a blight 
on the neighborhood isn’t the neighbors’ 
only concern. Because, you see, although 
Ed Welch moved out of the house on Feb. 
2, 1968, his wife Louise-and their four 
children had to live there until just last 
month, when they were kicked out by a 
court order. They have been living on a 
$60 weekly support payment from Welch, 
who earns about $500 a week with his two 
full time jobs at City Hall and the Post 
Office. 

While in the house, the family slept on 
cots in the living room. Last spring, the 
stove broke, and the family had been 
eating most of its meals at the 
McDonald’s (‘‘you deserve a break 
today”) down the street. 

The neighbors thought they could do 
something to help. After notifying Mrs. 
Welch, they complained to City Hall last

summer about the condition of the house. 

The Building Department (which is 
different from Welch’s Housing Inspec- 
tion department in that it worries about 
structural conditions while Housing 
Inspection is concerned about health con- 
ditions) came and looked at the place. 
Mr. and Mrs. Welch who were then co- 
owners were notified on July 20 that 53 
Granite Ave. was in violation of Section 
108 of the Building Code. 

‘Maintenance unsatisfactory,” read 
the violation. “Beam across front porch 
rotted, steps rotted and collapsed. Front 
and back doors open, cannot lock them 
nights. Glass on screen door broken.” (A 
copy of the violation notice which the 
Phoenix obtained contained an attached 
list of 25 other violations. That list is not, 
however, in the Building Dept. files and 
its origin is uncertain.) 

The Welches were notified to apply 
“forthwith” for a permit and then make 
the necessary repairs. That was last 
summer. 

“I can’t understand why it hasn’t been 
taken care of.’’ Chief Building Inspector 
Dan Kent said two weeks ago when first 
asked about the violations on 53 Granite 
Ave. 

Kent indicated that a violation like the 
one issued on 53 Granite Ave. usually 
takes a month to go to the Housing Court. 

“I’m just going to take this down there 
and put it into court myself,” Kent said, 
then asking: “You won’t hit us too hard, 
will ya?” 

Kent apparently did take action, sen- 
ding another inspector to check out the 
building in place of the then ailing 
Carmen Sarno, as well as putting the 
violations on the Housing Court docket. 

“There’s plenty of action on it now.” 
Sarno said last Wednesday. ‘““That’s hot. I 
put violations on it, you understand? And 
it’s hot now. I think it’s being rushed into 
court.” 

And in fact last Friday, March 2, more 
than seven months after the notice of a 
violation, the matter “‘rushed”’ into court. 

know what the story Sarno 
asked. “They’re having family trouble. 
That’s the whole story.” 

That may be, but there is no doubt that 
few ordinary citizens could delay housing 
violations because of family trouble. 

Ed Welch is an important man at City 

Hall and is able to do very much what he 
wants. 
. He is head of the Housing Inspection 
Department’s 12-man Model Cities’ 
District covering parts of Roxbury and 
Dorchester. He is listed on the payroll at a 
‘permanent principal inspector’ at 
$305.70 a week. 

But he does more than just work for the 
city government nine-to-five. He also 
holds down a full time night job at the 
South Postal Annex, earning about $200 a 
week there. 

“It just makes me mad,” a neighbor 
said, “can we get up a petition about

In last week’s Phoenix I wrote about the 
controversy now raging about the truth 
fulness of charges made by Lt. Colonel 
Anthony Herbert in his book, “Soldier.” 
The CBS-TV show ’”’60 Minutes,” recent- 
ly carried a segment which seemed to 
punch some holes in Herbert’s charges. 
Other reporters, like Peter Braestrup of 
the Washington Post, have been question- 
ing the Herbert accounts of war crimes 
since the former Army officer first leveled 
them in 1972. At the time of the first 
story, the publicity department of 
Herbert’s publisher, Holt, Rinehart and 
Winston, declined to give me a number 
where Herbert could be reached for a 
phone interview. 

They did, however, set up an interview 
with Herbert for last week, during a 
promotional swing through Boston. 

That interview lasted for over 90 
minutes. Colonel Herbert is not only a 
persuasive talker but a man who marshals 
his facts and deploys them well. He 
speaks eloquently of the Army’s troubles 
and the dangers which America now 
faces. The interview had to be cut, 
however, and has been limited to the 
charges raised by CBS and Herbert’s 
reaction to the CBS documentary on him. 

Key segments of the interview follow: 

McCollum: What was your personal 
reaction to the CBS show? 

Herbert: | think that they can say what 
they want. All I can say is that unedited 
tapes are vastly different from the ddited 
version of those tapes. The conclusion is 
... okay. I don’t care what they showed 
because I think the people saw through it 
for what is was because I can tell by the 
reaction of the people on the street talk- 
ing. I think it was a poorly edited show 
from a technical stand-point but I think 
the thing is that people saw it for what it 
was. Here you have men in uniform whom 
1 accused (except for Grimshaw) saying, 
“No, it ain’t so, Joe.”” What the hell do 
you expect them to say. 

The other thing is that you have 
Grimshaw — who is in uniform and who is 
under the same pressure today in uniform

that he would have been out in Vietnam. 
One thing is that you have Grimshaw say- 
ing he didn’t pull the child out of a cave 
on this day.

Well, I didn’t but, if I had thought of it, I 
would have. It sounds like a good techni- 
que. I wish I had thought of it. I kick 
myself in the ass while the show was going 
on that I didn’t think of that over in Viet- 
nam. Potter should have told me about it. 
I would have used the technique. But I 
didn’t. If that’s the best they can come up 
with I’m in good stead because there are 
some 300 accusations in the book and 
neither of those are in the book. Nor are 


they denials. They aren’t even in the 
book. The only one was about Grimshaw 
pulling the child out of the cave. It is in- 
teresting that Grimshaw called my house 
on the 12th before that show went on and 
told me the pressures he was under to 
comply that he had to pull the rug out 
from under me. He said he had to pull the 
rug out from under me in order to preserve 
his career. I said, ““You do whatever you 
feel you must.”

Anti-War Movement ‘Revives’ in BU Protest

Five years ago, ‘when the Viet Nam 
negotiations began, people asked, what 
will happen to the student anti-war move- 
ment when the war is over? And a month 
ago, when the ceasefire was announced, 
people said, the movement is dead. And 
last Thursday, the United States Marines 
came to recruit at Boston University, and 
they were met by 500 demonstrators who 
would let no one in to be recruited for 
future Viet Nams. 

If anything, the post-war movement 
was more united, disciplined, and 
politically serious — in a word, more ex- 
perienced — than it had been before it 
“died.” 

Certainly it was more united than usual 
at BU, where the traditional pre-action 
Hayden Hall mass meeting used to be a 
circus of ego-trips, parliamentary 
madness and the fulminations of radical 
sects. Last Wednesday 500 students heard 
three tactical proposals on stopping the 
recruiters. An army vet proposed entering 
and confronting recruiters. A YSA 
member advocated a peaceful picket and 
no obstruction. The winning proposal, 
drafted by BU Liberation Front 
(pronounced bulf), SDS, and concerned 
faculty members, combined the peaceful 
picket with an obstructive, but non- 
violent blockade of the recruiting office. 

The calm spirit of unity at the meeting 
was astonishing, and contagious. The 
next morning, about 15 faculty members, 
largely organized by Howard Zinn, joined 
the Blockaders, while several others were 
on the picket line. 

Although non-violence was not strictly 
adhered to there were two attempts, led 
by women, to push past police lines — 
there were no disruptions of the 
demonstration plan. A weird selection of 
individuals trying to get through the lines 
were politely but firmly resisted. Patience 
was maintained from 8:30 AM until 5 
PM. 

Even the slogans and chants, hardly a 
field for creative genius, shoed a certain 
flash. The day’s big chant was, “John 


Attempt to BU Wall 
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Silber’s a son-of-bitch/ The Marines have 
come to make their pitch.” Signs 
protested the Marines role as invasion 
spearheads in the Dominican Republic 
and Vietnam, and their use as riot police 
in the aircraft carrier protests of black 
sailors. 

With the high visibility of the move- 
ment came the low visibility of BU Presi- 
dent John Silber.. Since coming to BU 


from Texas liberal politics, Silber has 
dealt with crises in the take-charge style 
of a Hayakawa. He brought back marine 
recruiters after a two and one-half year 
absence, causing a similar demonstration 
last March 27. On that occasion; Silber. 
spoke to the students himself, then called 
in 50 TPF and two dogs. The result was 33 
arrests, many injuries, and an infuriated 
campus. After another 73 arrests covering 


two building takeovers, several confronta- 
tion and some courtroom battles 


(literally), peace was restored by summer 


‘vacation and a six-month recruiting 
moratorium by faculty vote. 

Last October 6, Silber ended the six- 
month moratorium and restored open 
recruiting. To emphasize his commitment 
to civil liberities, Silber made his an-

Betting on the Knicks ? Save Your Money!

Although they went into the month of 
March like the proverbial lion, boasting 
the best record in all of professional 
basketball this side of UCLA, and 
although they capped off an 11-4 
February with a convincing 118-111 win 
over the ever-tough Golden State’ 
Warriors, and although the magic number 
to clinch the Atlantic Division title was 11 
and although their lead over the Knicks in 
the All-Important Loss Column had 
swelled to six with 16 games to play, many 
people still harbored skepticism. 

The rationale behind all the doubt is 
that — or so the argument goes — what 
the Celtics accomplish during the month 
of March may ultimately prove to be of no 
more importance than, say, the All- 
Important Loss Column. The non- 
believers are pointing out that while the 
Bostons are rolling along at an .842 clip 
against everybody else in the league it is 
nonetheless a matter of incontravertible 
fact that their percentage against New 
York is a woeful .333. Furthermore, they 
point out, that there is no compelling 
reason to suppose that the Celtics will fare 
any better in their two remaining games 
against the Knicks — particularly in light 
of that humiliating 123-91 loss in Madison 
Square Garden last Tuesday night — the 
case is overwhelming: Boston could finish 
ten games up in the All-Important Loss 
Column but it will al be to no avail, 
because when they get to the second 
round of the playoffs there is no way 
they’re going to beat the Knicks. Ergo, 
the doubter instructs you, cash in on some 
quick money by laying out a future bet on 
the Knicks to make the finals. 

Save your dough. An even more per- 
suasive case can be built against the 
Knicks ever getting to the second round. 

The Baltimore Bullets have been tough 
all year, and since the return of Archie 
Clark they’ve been very close to the 
toughest. Both in terms of man-to-man 
matchups and the opposition of the two

clubs, it would be difficult to construct an 
NBA team better suited to play New York 
in a seven-game series. And so what if the 
"76ers beat them on Wednesday? — a 
week before the Sixers beat the Knicks, 
too. 

Despite persisting memories of Elvin 
Hayes’ lackadaisical tendencies in San 
Diego and Houston he has for the most 
part since joining the Bullets performed 
as if he believed himself to be back in the 
Astrodome in 1967 against the then-Lew 
Alcindor. (Witness the fact that Hayes, 
despite a chronic disinclination to run, ac- 


tually won the 100-yard dash last month 
at the “Superstars” competition down in 
Florida.) In any case, Hayes and Westley 
Unseld provide an exemplary counter- 
point to the Jerry Lucas-Dave 
DeBusschere tandem, and Mike Riordan 
is similarly a swingman contrived by a 
diety to go one-on-one with Bill Bradley. 
And if an Archie Clark-Phil Chenier 
backcourt is not Walt Frazier and Earl 
Monroe, it is close enough, and the in- 


dividual skills of the Baltimore guards are 
probably, in fact, sufficient to outweigh 


the weaknesses of New Yorks’ — or more 


_ college, 


specifically, Monroe’s. 

The Bullets also have what is almost 
certainly the better bench. Among others, 
they have Stan Love, whose brother Mike 
is a Beach Boy. (“They have a third 
brother,” recalls Paul Westphal, who 
played against Love in high school and 
“who manages them both. He 
probably makes more than either of 
them.”’) Love was last year’s number one 
draft pick after graduating from Oregon. 
Although he played at Morningside High 
School in Los Angeles, he was spurned by 
John Wooten at UCLA because he con- 
sidered him too weird to play basketball. 

Then there’s The Rug. Flynn Robinson, 
who can come off the bench and, Afro wig 
and all, score ten quick points for you, a 
feat Dick Barnett can no longer perform, 
as well as Dave Stallworth, who along 
with Riordan was an integral part of the 
Knicks’ 1970 championship team. New 
York and Baltimore have yet to meet 
since Clark rejoined the Bullets, but this 
weekend’s back-to-back series will 
probably do a lot to clarify speculation 
about how the matchups will go. The 
guess is here that Riordan will still see a 
lot of action at guard, a move designed in 
the main purely to torment Frazier. 

If all signs don’t point to a Baltimore 
win in the first round, the wind is, at the 
very least, blowing in that direction. Not 
only have several Celtics expressed the 
opinion that the Bullets may well knock 
off the Knicks (Satch Sanders thinks it’s 
“probable,” while Westphal feels that it 
would be more likely if it weren’t for the 
Knicks’ good fortune when they play in 
Madison Square Garden.), but with the 
playoffs still a month away the Knicks 
themselves are voiding apprehension 
when they talk about Baltimore. 

A Bullets’ win would not be an earth- 
shaking upset, to be sure, and many con- 
sider it money in the bank. Bob Ryan of 
the Globe believes the Knicks’ scare-talk

Barney Frank: ‘I Don't Want to be Bella Abzug’

Barney Frank looks and talks like 
everyman’s image of & pol. He has the 
right, rotund shape > aan the loss of 
some 100 pounds in recent. months. His 
words come pouring out: ‘“Wellyeahbut- 
letmetellyou-whatswrongwith-that.”” His 
voice is more East Boston bartender than 
Harvard graduate. Topping it all off is 
The Cigar and the cloud of smoke which 
surrounds him everywhere he goes. 

Barney Frank is a walking, breathing 
stereotype — the kind of guy you expect 
to mouth lines like, ““Whattya’ want in 
public works?” 

All of which made Barney Frank look 
very out place testifying before a 
legislative committee on a gay rights bill 
he himself had filed. (It was, someone 
said later, like Joe Ward testifying in 
favor of abortion.) His testimony was 
good, however, and more than once he 
had the legislators in the room nodding in 


agreement with points he was making.. 


The bill may or may not pass (it is damn 
hard to conceive of a majority of 
Massachusetts legislators voting for what 
many call “the Frank fag bill”) but 
Barney Frank gave it his best shot and, 
should the bill go down to defeat this ses- 
sion, he will resubmit it in the next. Gays 
are a large part of Frank’s Back Bay con- 
stituency and, to Frank’s mind, deserve 


the same constituent service heterosex- 
uals receive. 

Frank knows the dangers of advocating 
such measures. He has lived constantly 
with the facts of Massachusetts political 
life since 1967 when he became The Confi- 
dant of Boston Mayor Kevin White. “‘You 
have to talk to pols on their terms. On this 
bill, I tell them that this is a constituent 
service and the homosexuals deserve the 
same kind of service from me that they 
give their people,” he says. ““They accept 
those terms. They don’t accept moral 
superiority. I don’t want to be a Bella Ab- 
zug. I want to get things done.” 

When Frank was a Kevin White aide, 
he got things done. “One big difference 
between being up here and being at the 
Hall is that the guys up here don’t have to 
do anything for me,” he suggests. “At the 
Hall, when I asked for something to get 
done, it got done.” 


Not Really so Powerful 


Frank stood out in the early White ad- 
ministration. At times it looked — blunt- 
ly — like he was running the show, not 
White. That, says Frank, is “unfair to me 
and unfair to Kevin.” The White team at 
that time was very unstructured, suggests 
Frank, and he became the focus point of 
press commentary because of his image. 


“I was not nearly as powerful as some 
have said,” states the rep. “I had power in 
some areas, none in others ... It’s much 
more structured now. And I was never the 
bad: guy the Left made me. Some people 
at the Hall like Councilor Bill Foley con- 
sidered me a bomb-throwing Bolshevik.” 

Frank was a major influence during the 
early days of the White administration. 
He is credited with formulating White’s 
transportation policy (anti-highway) and 
with pushing White’s early, liberal racial 
policies. It is also certain that Frank chaf- 
ed at times in his staff position. He once 
said he agreed with White ‘80 percent of 
the time” and has aligned himself more 
than once with groups, like the Mass Law 
Reform Institute, who are less than 
friendly towards the mayor. Tony Wind- 
sor, an Institute staffer, once told another 
reporter that ‘‘the liberal image and 
liberal heart of the White administration 
in the first three years was Barney Frank 
and when Barney left (in early 1971) 
White descended to his own level.” 


Now Frank says he speaks rarely with. 


the mayor. “I’ve given Kevin damn little 
advice in the last few years and he’s taken 
even less,” says Frank. “People think I 
still have influence with him ... I don’t.” 

From City Hall, Frank went to 
Congress where he was chief of staff to 


liberal North Shore congressman, Mike 
Harrington. He was more at home 
ideologically with Harrington but working 
for a freshman congressman can be an ex- 
asperating experience and there was 
serious difference between Harrington 
and Frank over highway policy. Frank 
dislikes the concrete mentality; 
Harrington is in favor of many roads. 

Last year, Frank returned to Boston 
and was elected state rep from Back Bay, 
replacing retiring incumbent Maurice 
Frye. It was no contest, really. Frank easi- 
ly ran over three challengers in the 
Democratic primary and destroyed 
Republican Virgil Aiello and two in- 
dependents in the finals. 

Barney Frank came to Beacon Hill 
with, in the words of one rep, “the clout 
and know-how of a ten-year veteran.” 
Still, he ran into the problems faced by 
every freshman rep: no staff, too little 
time to get things done, only one month to 
file bills. “Time management is the 
biggest problem,” says the freshman rep. 
“T have all my constituent work, the work 
on my two committees (Transportation 
and Public Welfare) and three teaching 
jobs. It’s further complicated by people 
asking you to do things, speak places ... 
I’m going to have to start saying no.” 

He says his pre-installment assessment

The 
liberal block in the House, of which he 
considers himself a part, would (and still 
does) take its time getting together 
because its leadership — Dave Lieder- 
man, Bob Creedon, Chet Atkins — either 
resigned, moved up to the Senate or lost 
reelection bids. The House leadership is 
not as bad as many liberals 
believe, especially Speaker David Bartley 
whom Frank sees as “better than his con- 
stituency ... a good influence generally.” 


Strong Committees 


What did surprise Frank was the power 
of the legislative committees. “If a com- 
mittee doesn’t want a bill, the bill doesn’t 
get passed,” sayd Frank. “It was amazing 
to me how the legislative leadership left 


the committees alone.” The Back Bay rep ~ 


has now adjusted his time schedule so 
that his committee work gets top priority. 

Frank looks for this year’s session to be 
“generally negative, holding off conser- 
vative challenges on issues.’’ He sees no 
great leaps forward but hopes that a de- 
cent transportation package will evolve 
out of the debate over roads. Unlike many 
reps, Frank sees reorganization as a vastly 
“overrated issue”, one which does little to 
deal with what is wrong with state govern- 
ment, and considers redistricting crucial 
only to the legislators themselves. 

Barney Frank has come to be a 
“character” in Massachusetts politics. He 
is more than a character out of “The Last 
Hurrah”, however. Frank belongs in a 
select grouping with former reps like 
Liederman and Creedon and current 
legislators like Atkins and Jack Buckley: 
men who cannot only play the game to get 
things done but who do more for their con- 
stituents than just warm a seat in the 
House chambers. That is a rare thing in 
the Massachusetts legislature. 


Park Plaza Revisited 


One final thought or two on Park Plaza: 
when December rolls around, someone 
ought to nominate Miles Mahoney for

man of the year. Rarely has a bureaucrat 
put so much on the line for the people he 
is supposed to serve. The Park Plaza pro- 
ject, as demonstrated by the Mahoney in- 
vestigation of it, is a boondoggle of gigan- 
tic proportions. Mahoney did his duty 
and rejected it. For his integrity, his boss 
— Frank Sargent — fired him and belittl- 
ed him in public. The public whould not 
be suckered into believing that Sargent 
came under undue influence from a group 
of evil advisors and — without that in- 
fluence — would have accepted 
Mahoney’s decision. That image was 
created by the Sargent staff who went out 
of their way — via leaks to the press — to 
make this the most public behind-the- 
scenes decision in Massachusetts history. 
That allowed Sargent the best of both 
worlds. The construction workers, real es- 
tate folks and business community are 
happy with him for backing the project. 
The anti-project people seem all too will- 
ing to believe the “evil advisors” theory. 
Sargent, though, is a pol and a good one 


and he made a political decision. If 
Sargent had tried to exert such undue in- 
fluence over, say, a Department of Public 
Utilities rate hearing, the public outcry 
would be tremendous. Whether Sargent 
gets his just electoral deserts in this 
matter or not, the people ought to realize 
that they owe a lot more to Miles 
Mahoney than to the governor. 


Run for the Money 


Speaking of elections, here’s the latest 
field for the 1974 state-wide elections: The 
Repubs will probably go with Sargent and 
Don Dwight again although rumors per- 
sist that Sargent may move over for 
Dwight. A better bet: if reelected, Sargent 
will resign to run for Ted Kennedy’s 
Senate seat in 1976. Bob Quinn, our at- 
torney general, and former rep Mike 
Dukakis are still the top contenders for 
the Democratic gubernatorial nomination 
but Kevin White is waiting to pick up the 


pieces in case of a deadlock. No one really 
runs for the office of Lt. governor and 
don’t believe for one minute that David 
Bartley actually wants that job. The race 
for the attorney general nomination 
should be more than interesting. 
Congressman Mike Harrington is the 
leading contender (he also wants 
Kennedy’s spot in 1976) but former 
Boston City Councilor Tom Atkins and 
Norfolk County District Attorney George 
Burke are making noises about challeng- 
ing him.

It’s not one of those spots which 
serve - a lot of local color with your 
eggs, but a newer place with a turnpike- 
stop antisepticism abcut it,which I don’t 
mind from time to time when the outside 
world gets too unruly and multifarious 
and one needs some clarification, a clean 
edge or two, which linoleum and formica 
and bowls of jello covered tightly with 
Saran wrap can give you. It’s like what 
one needs after reading too much 
Nabokov or Lawrence when one suddenly 
wants a clean line of prose, even if it’s a 
cheap clean line of prose. Or like when one 
has had enough of Monet and runs 
straight for Stella and a hard edge. It’s 
not so much truth that one is after at 
these moments, but merely the clean line, 
the illusion of a world composed of right 
angles, or the right ankles, for that 
matter, just a smooth surface, a kind of 
immaculate, inaccessible beauty. 

Now, if this taste for simplicity is 
carried too far, one can easily be seduced 
into spending altogether too much time 
in coffee shoppes, airport bars, and motel 
lobbies. But if one needs only a little of 
‘the clean line, just enough teget him go- 
ing, then there’s no harm in eating 
breakfast every once in a while at a place 
like Longley’s Coffee Shop where even the 
fried eggs have definitive edges.

The place in question is a little 
restaurant called La Cantina which I read 
about in a small guide to restaurants. In a 
residential Cambridge neighborhood, it is 
reported to be a “rare find. The at- 
mosphere is homey and relaxed, the food 
delicious, inexpensive and filling.” It goes 
on to say, and this is the key, that “the 
clientele is mainly elderly, but young peo- 
ple dine here also, and once you discover 
the place you may want to return again 
and again.” 


As it turns out, some of these things are 
true and some not so true, but I didn’t 
find out which were which, until a few 
months ago, as I said, when I decided to 
take some very special out-of-town friends 
to La Cantina, which at that point I had 
misconceived as a cozy Italian bistro. 


When we walked in, we were surprised to 
find ourselves in a small, brightly lit room 
with varnished wooden tables and chairs, 
somewhat like the inside of a high school 
library. We secretly applauded this lack 
of pretension and sat down to order from a 
menu which had no Italian dishes on it.

It was that kind of thing and it went on 
for a while but we were the only table that 
paid any attention to it because everyone 
else was pretty old themselves and was 
probably accustomed to it.

As you probably know, Mondo’s which 
used to be near Faneuil Hall is now at 80 
Essex Street in Boston, flanked by 
Chinatown and the Combat Zone. When I 
apotheosized this round-the-clock eatery 
in an essay three years ago, entitled “One 
Entrecote to Go, Easy on the Bearnaise: 
Food as People’s Art,” I did so mostly on 
the basis of Mondo’s endearing squalor.

Drug Culture: All Drugs and Culture?

WASHINGTON, D.C.—The trouble 
with the drug culture, according to the 
wise and weird Dr. Humphrey Osmond, is 
that it is all drugs and no culture. Fan- 
tasies of permanently High Society with 
turned-on politics and cosmic con- 
sciousness have lately been dispelled. The 
stoned segment of the populace — youth 
and adult sides — seems no more able to 
cope with its violence, alienation and 
bordeom than can the straights in charge 
(although the straights are more 


' dangerous because they are in charge). 


Acid rock, psychedelic art, light shows 
and doper movies are consigned to narrow 
moments of nostalgia. The seething cr- 
eativity of the drug era produced as its 
masterpiece nothing greater than the 
musical “Hair,” which now must stand 
with the Mona Lisa and “Don Giovanni” 
as the representative work of art of an age 
of Western civilization. It’s true that the 
national “drug experience” of the late 
Sixties did invade mass culture: but in 
ways that few of the old heads of that era 
would have predicted, or appreciated. 
The passing of the drug culture — into 
something new — has been on my mind 
since the recent publication of the Con- 
sumers Union Report called “Licit and 
Illicit Drugs,” an exhaustive (in the 
literary sense) study of the social history 
and contemporary context of most drugs I 
could think of, from alcohol to acid to 
caffeine. I’ll get to the book later; but the 
issue that its publication raises is the 
acceptability of drug use as a point of 


political discussion. A few years back, the 
politics of drugs consisted of a single 
issue: for or against. There could be no 
question where one stood in that debate 
— which indeed was hardly a debate at 
all, since the two sides talked to each 
other only in screams and shouts. Things 
are much calmer — and more complex — 
aow. There are still some who demand the 
abolition of drug use as a point of princi- 
ple (Vice President Agnew leaps to mind 
as an example), but the general texture of 
sensions over drugs have more to do with 
sther conditions of society — class, race, 
intellect — than with the use of the drugs 
in themselves. 

Some of those tensions — but not all — 
were played out several days ago at, of all 
places, the Smithsonian Institution in 
Washington, where a dozen or so “ex- 
perts”’ and a large audience gathered to 
talk about Altered States of 


Consciousness, in a self-styled “‘scientific . 


conference” called by the Smithsonian 
and the Drug Abuse Council. 

Despite the dark suspicions of 
physicians and chemists, the 
characteristics of ““mind”’ have become a 


~ valid subject for investigation and 


research among scientists concerned with 
drugs, sleep, “biofeedback,’’ and psy- 
chopathology. A few years ago, no scien- 
tist in his right mind would have con- 
sidered the possibility that he had a mind 
other than his right one. But the evidence 
of personal drug experiences (and non- 
drug highs) of scientists, their children, 


their patients or clients, and their friends 
has made it pretty hard to deny that the 
changes that occur in humans under the 
influence of drugs have a meaning that is 
beyond chemistry and physiology to 
describe. One worthy contribution of drug 
users has been a vocabulary that at least 
begins to offer new descriptions: even the 
cliché “blow my mind” makes more sense 
than the Latinate polysyllables used by 
prominent drug experts to talk about get- 
ting high. 

The literature of consciousness- 
alteration has been filling up the 
bookstores lately, with Castenada’s final 
account of his travels with Don Juan, 
John Lilly’s story of acid and eclectic 
Sufic mysticism, and Andrew Weil's 
evocation of “stoned thinking.”” Now 
Castenada was an anthropologist (the 
first Don Juan book was his doctoral 
thesis), Doctor Lilly the scientist did the 
pioneering work in “inter-species com- 
munication” with dolphins, and Weil is a 
physician, psychiatrist and drug 
researcher (his marijuana studies with 
Harvard’s Norman Zinberg were the first 
coolly “‘scientific”’ accounts of the effects 
of grass-smoking on humans). It’s clear 
that respectable scientists are getting into 
the mind-blowing game, and it is not sur- 
prising that the scientific establishment 
would want to take notice — and take 
over: tension is growing between scientists 
and non-scientists — the observers and 
the observed — over who is to set the 
terms for the new discussions about con- 


sciousness. At any rate, that appeared to 
be part of the impetus for the Altered 
States of Consciousness (““ASC” in the 
current jargon) conference. 

Selection of participants was the se- 
cond most important political act of the 
conference — after the decision to hold it 
in the first place. The “scientific advisor,” 
who apparently did much of the selecting, 
was a Washington psychiatrist named 
Norman Tamarkin. 

“I called all over trying to find 
Castenada,” Tamarkin explained to me 
when I asked why the peyote superstar 
wasn’t on the panel, “but I couldn’t find 
him.”’ Ditto for Andy Weil, who is in Oax- 
aca. Stanislav Graf, the Baltimore psy- 
chiatrist who (among other things) gives 
terminal cancer patients LSD to help 
them makes peace with their Cosmos, was 
in the audience, not on the speaker’s plat- 
form; I heard he was on an “original list” 
of far-out speakers which was abandoned 
because of the potential political con- 
troversy over their views. Reason keeps a 
vigilant army.

You see, the Army has no ex- 
cuse whether I waited five days or five 
years. There’s no time limit on reporting 
them. There’s a time limit on General 
Barnes, two years on once-accused. There 
is no excuse even if I hadn’t reported 
them. They should have reported them if 
they were common knowledge. The thing 
that the Army has pushed is that I was 
passed over for promotion and then 
reported war crimes. That’s not true. I 
reported war crimes officially — where I 
had a receipt —- on September 4, 1970. I 
was not passed over for promotion until 
May, 1971. That’s backwards from what 


the Army says. And that’s a key point. By - 


the Army’s own admission — on a sheet 
that’s supposedly in the Congressional 
Record today — I reported those war 
crimes and was then passed over for 
promotion. 

M: Why weren’t some of the statements 
you mentioned included in ‘Soldier’? 

H: Why weren’t they? Merely becau: + 
of size. We started out at 1200 pages in 
that book. The price would have been ex- 
orbitant. It never would have gotten down 
to the people it was intended for. A $20, 
$16 book just doesn’t get down to the man 
on the street. And we trimmed that book 
down to the point where people buy it and 
where we could still tell the whole story... 

M: Okay, but at that time that there 
was a directive‘that had gone out .. 

H: MACV Directive - 4 ... I was the one 
who pointed that out. I pointed that out 
to show that they had to report them. It 
didn’t mean you could report them. 
Whoever read it that way had his head up 
his ass. The thing is that it doesn’t say 
that at all. There’s no way a man in the 


_field can get to General That’ 880 
ridiculous ... No one saw Abrams. He-was 
a name on a piece of paper unless you 
belonged to the Generals’ Club in Saigon 


M: So it really established the principle 
that commanders should forward war 
crimes? 

H: You’re right, commanders. And | 
did forward them. The commander who 
quit forwarding them was General Barnes 
and Colonel Franklin. That was my com- 
plaint...

H: General Barnes said on that 
program that the reason he relieved me 
was because I was a vicious fighter and he 
was going into pacification and 
everything. General Barnes, under oath, 
testified in 1969 that — when asked why 


,he relieved me — he said, “I don’t know. 


Ask Colonel Franklin, he did it...” 
Suddenly, four years later, his memory 
comes back. Now he knows why — I was a 


‘vicious fighter. If I was a vicious fighter 


why did he write on my efficiency report 
that I was a liar and an exaggerator? We 
know the body counts weren’t ex- 
aggerated by the statement of every com- 
pany commander in that book. What did I 
lie and exaggerate about? ... There’s only 
one thing left — war crimes ... 

M: What you seem to be saying is that 
CBS played into the hands of Pentagon. 

H: Not CBS. Mike Wallace is not Mr. 
C. B. or S. Mike Wallace has a show call- 
ed “60 Minutes” the veracity of which is 
attested to by the fact that this was the 
show that proved Clifford Irving was tell- 
ing the truth... Mike Wallace really blew 
it. Here was a book CBS said was true 
(Holt, Rinehart and Winston is a sub- 
sidiary of CBS — ed. note.) Same 
lawyers, right? The lawyers checked my 
book out and were satisfied with the 
documentation. The same lawyers are 
supposed to check Mike Wallace out, 
right? How do they answer for that? ... 

M: On the Goldwater thing on the 
Cavett show, the Goldwater office says it 
took them a month to get the documents 
proving harassment of you from you.

The only 
reason why that action wasn’t taken — 
according to that document — is that I 
would have access to a board and a board 
might side with me and they were worried 
about the reaction of the public and the 
press. If this was a legitimate document 
concerning usual actions, why would 
there be concern about the public

nouncement the same day BU was 
granted a restraining order against the 
sale of termpapers. The stated reason, 
however, was the potential loss of BU’s 
defense contracts, a whopping one-half of 
one per cent of the university budget. 

Silber subsequently ignored anti- 
military recruiting votes in both an un- 
dergraduate referendum and a College of 
Liberal Arts (CLA) faculty poll. He con- 
tinued to talk tough about permitting no 
interference in the operations of the 
University. 

Silber is a strange man. After last 
Spring’s bust he said, “I didn’t know this 
would happen, because I didn’t know 
students were this stupid.” , 

It sets the tone for an administration 
which has leaked the student mailing list 
to the Marines two years running, and for 
two years running has declared that the 
lists were stolen. A speaker Thursday 
added to the Marines war crimes, ““Traf- 
ficking in stolen goods.” This is a univer- 
sity administration which charged a stu- 
dent with putting his hand in a police 
dog’s mouth, last year. 


This year, in the face of a united move- 
ment, the BU administration has been 
forced to act with restraint. Thursday’s 
demonstration was met with a leaf from 
the Kingman Brewster-Derek Bok 
playbook of bureaucratic restraint. Silber 
was conveniently out-of-town, and the 
matter was handled by Vice President of 
Financial Affairs Daniel Finn (an ex-BRA 
bigwig), and Placement Director Victor 
Lindquist. . 

No city police were called, and in the 
absence of Mayor White’s Peace Corps, 
the BU police had made no arrests as of 
last Friday morning. Student activists 
regarded this as a victory over Silber’s 
arrogant attitude, but expressed concern 
that charges, either within the university, 
or through civil arrests or suits, might be 
forthcoming. Various actions and 
statements of officials on the scene in- 
dicated that they were assembling a list of 
people who were denied entrance to the 


building for possible legal action. 

The main BU official on the scene was 
Victor Lindquist. In his blue trenchcoat, 
he looked like Charles Laughton playing 
Michael Caine, as he paced about the cas- 
tle courtyard asking people to break the 
blockade. Alas,: it fell to Lindquist to 
direct motley and inept group of 
provocateurs. 

Lindquist’s first client was Dr. George 
Fulton, whose close-cropped white hair 
and gentle manner would have made him 
an ideal public martyr to the student bar- 
barians. Fulton had an appointment with 
Daniel Finn. “Would you like to come 
into the building,” asked Finn “No, I 
don’t want to cause an incident, let’s meet 
somewhere else.” 

Lindquist then went to the side wall to 
talk with Marc Wartofsky, a philosophy 
professor who has often tried to mediate 
conflicts in the past. ““They wouldn’t let 
Dr. Fulton in,’’ Lindquist complained. 
“They were supposed to link arms but let 
people in. That was the agreement.” 

Wartofsky said it wasn’t a question of 
principle. “Avoid it, Finesse it,” he said, 
and returned to the picket line. 

Bob Cumings had business in the Cas- 
tle. As Director of Alumni Affairs, he 
wanted in to his office. He tried to get in, 
gave up, and asked Lindquist what to do. 
Lindquist ran inside, and returned to say 
“Try again.” “Should I come in,” asked 
Cumings again. 

“He [presumably Finn, inside] wants 
you to try to come in, but cool it,” replied 
Lindqusit. So Cumings, a tall powerfully 
built man with a fund-raiser smile, gave it 
the old college try, and failed again. 
“Don’t leave Bob,” cautioned Lindquist. 
Cumings went to ask some reporters what 
the differences between various radical 
sects were. 

Next was a short-haired lad named 
Bruce Whiting. He had shiny black shoes 
and the newest briefcase at Boston 
University. Did he want to see the 
recruiter. “No,” he said, “I’m an in- 


dividualist. I object to the door being: 


blocked up, and I want to go through.” 

Lindquist was patient. He leaned out 
from the stone fence above the boy and 
said encouragingly, “If you don’t want to 
talk to the recruiter, you could talk to 
some of the alumni officials.” 

“Will the police stop me from coming 
in,” asked Whiting. “‘No,” said Lindquist. 
Whiting could not get through the 
doorway either. After much dialogue with 
demonstrators, he came before Lindquist 
again, this time on the wall left of the 
gate. The conversation took a Zen-like 
quality. 

“IT can’t get in the opening. Can 1 come 
up this way [over the fence|?” 

“The opening is closed.” 

“There is an entrance Bruce, 
Guru walked away. 

Bruce contemplated until his master 
returned. 

The next blockade runners were two 
liberal faculty members who opposed the 
sit-in, although they agreed on the issues. 
“Why didn’t you come to our meetings 
and tell us this,” asked a student. “We 
had our own meetings,” they replied, but 
this was not the password either. 

Lindquist made a final attempt with 
Bruce Whiting. “‘You have to have 
business inside,” he explained, “Did you 
want to talk to the recruiter. ‘No, well, I 
could go in and see the Castle, because its 
pretty inside.” “Would you like to see the 
alumni officers,” suggested Lindquist. 
But Whiting could not be made to un- 
derstand his role in the universe. If only 
he had wanted to see someone inside on 
business, suits, injunctions, arrests, and 
charges would come forth, but Whiting 
remained in ignorance. He asked a cop if 
he could come up. “Little Fella,” said the 
cop, “If you try to come up through my 
territory, I'll: break your neck.”

- out-of-it. His name was David Berrige, 


and he had a white husky on a leash. He 
shoved his way through to the wall. 
Lindquist asked his name, then what 
school was he from. A lawyer perhaps, 
with short hair. Or maybe a businessman, 


in his suede jacket. No such luck for 
Lindquist. ‘‘Northeastern,”’ replied 
Berrige, and kept shoving, smiling, and 
explaining that ‘My brother died for his 
country, and my father wanted to.” He 
had no appointment, no connection to 
BU, apparently interested in spen- 
ding about two hours in a pushing match 
with various demonstrators, Nobody hit 
him, and everybody took turns talking to 
him and shoving him.« 


Then a tall, middle-aged man came up 
to the side door. He wanted to get into the 
BU Club for a beer. Denied, he became 
enraged and socked somebody. Another 
protester came toward him, and fell into a 
perfectly executed judo hip-throw. “Keep 
your hands off me,” he warned, and walk- 
ed off to the CLA faculty lounge. 

He was asked, “Who are you.” “Just 
say I’m an ex-high school wrestler,” came 
the reply, “An anonymous American 
who’s fed up with some punk telling him 
where he can and can’t go.” The man was 
reputed to be a fine arts professor, but 
this reporter was not about to investigate. 

Good Old Bruce Whiting tried a run- 
ning assault at the wall, and failed. 
“*You’ll never make a marine,” jeered the 
crowd. Good old Bruce Cumings tried to 
get in again. No dice. It was left to a 
lawyer to make the day’sfinal shot at star- 
ting an incident. Harold Hestness of Hale 
and Dorr and his monogramed briefcase 
were denied entrance twice at each of the 
two blockaded doors to 225 Bay State 
Road. 

In the end, at 5:00 no one had gotten 
through the demonstrators to get in, and 
Finn and the recruiter had to come out. 
They were forced to exit through a fifty- 
foot gauntlet of chanting demonstrators, 
many forming an arch with Hitler salutes. 
By the time they reached the car, both 
men were covered with spit. 

It was the most personal humiliation 
visited on a representative of the US 
government in Boston since Robert 
MacNamara_ was held prisoner on top of 
his limousine at Harvard in 1966.

affect of marijuana ingestion on human 
behavior. One non-human cannabis test : 
which the researcher (Solomon Snyder) 
presented purported to prove that totally 
wrecked pigeons lose their ability/desire 
to peck after the first few tokes, but then 
resume normal pecking after a day or two. 
Solomon Snyder’s thesis: subjects who 
know what it’s like to getstonedsoon learn 
how to cope with the world while high. 
But another panelist offered another idea: 
the pigeons got hungrier than they were 
stoned after a few days, and started peck- 
ing for their food. General consternation 
gripped the panel. (These alternative 
theories were never resolved). 

Actually, Zinberg set the basic boun- 
daries of the weekend conference by 
declaring that “the most important” new 
element in the scientific consideration of 
drug use had been the acceptance of “‘set 
and setting” as integral aspects of any 
drug experience: that is, the “set” (or per- 
sonal expectations, fears, emotions) of the 
drug taker and the “‘setting’’ of the ex- 
perience including locale and people) 
logically are implicated in the effect of a 
drug and determine*its meaning to a sub- 
ject. Now that seems pretty standard for 
anyone who has ever taken a drug 
(Zinberg, I think, is rather proud of the 
“set and setting’ bit because he pop- 
ularized.it, with Weil), but for medicine 
men who believe that only objective 
chemical and physiological data are im- 
portant in drug-taking, it’s a somewhat 
novel idea. What has happened, however, 
is that the scientists are trying to quantify 
“set and setting,” so that such subjective 
inputs as anxiety, a gloomy day, and ten- 
sion between trippers can be charted on a 
graph against the quantified quality if a 
drug experience. Fortunately, there 


appears no chance of success in those ex- 
ercises in the foreseeable future. 

The difficulty of speaking of subjective 
drug experiences in scientific jargon was 
most apparent in the lecture given at the 
conference by an impish, white-bearded 
head-researcher named Roland Fischer, 
who in a Mitteleuropaische accent 
described a totally opaque “‘cartography” 
of the alteration process of consciousness 
from ‘normal’ through “creative,” 
‘‘hyperphrenic,’’ ‘‘catatonic’’ and 
“ecstatic” and back down again through 
“samadhi” and “zazen.” Doctor Fischer 
apparently suspected he was making no 
cognitive sense; his. colleagues on-stage 
began falling out, each according to his 
own professional bent. Dr. Allan 
Rectstaffen, a sleep expert from the 
University of Chicago, drifted off into a 
deep Rapid-Eye-Movement slumber; Dr. 
Joe Kamiya, the biobackfeeder from San 
Francisco, folded his hands in a Zen 
posture, gently closed his eyes and 
appeared to be floating into some alpha- 
wave reverie. Doctor Fischer, however, 
was unmoved in his determination to 
“digitalize the analogs,” as he said: to 
verbalize the nonverbal. 

The final number in that set was 
produced by Dr. Jean Houston 
(everybody on stage was a Dr.; Jean 
Houston was the only Ms.), an author of 
the highly regarded book, “The Varieties 
of Psychedelic Experience,’’ who 
delivered a two-hour sermon, in stagger- 
ing but unconscious (?) parody of the 
revivalist Marjoe Goertner, on the “crisis 
of consciousness’’ brewing in America, the 
gathering “ontological breakdown,” the 
millenial revolution of minds equivalent 
to that seen in the Second and Third Cen- 
turies, A.D.: all resolvable (in a construc- 


tive way) only through an all-out “p- 
sychonaut” program, “to put the first 
man on Earth.” Saint Teresa, Saint 
Catherine, Jung, Blake, Goethe: they 
roamed through Doctor Houston’s ex- 
egesis when the scientific reportage (she 
and her husband, Robert Masters, have 
been observing drugged and non-drugged 
subjects in high-consciousness states for 
years) wore thin. 


Digitalize? 


At about that point, I began to wonder 
at my own reactions to the material of the 
conference. Although by inclination and 
experience I was aligned with Doctors 
Houston and Fischer and their “non- 
verbal” intuitions, I found their way of 
“digitalizing the analogs” — giving scien- 
tific unit values to the metaphors of ec- 
stasy — to be somehow absurd, perhaps 
dishonest, and definitely oppressive. But 
they were trapped, too, in their Dr.- 
careers with its Dr.-peers, as well as in the 
Smithsonian Auditorium which looked 
like a small hall at the U.N. where 
delegates to the World Health Organiza- 
tion discuss the prevalence of 
schistosomiasis in the Sudan. During a 
break in the lectures, I remarked to Doc- 
tor Tamarkin that no one — panelist or 
audience questioner — had yet talked 
about his or her subjective experiences in 
an altered state of consciousness. 
Everything seemed distant and observed: 
“studies show this,”’ or ‘‘a patient of mine 
once reported that.” 


“Well,” Tamarkin replied earnestly, 
dropping his head close to mine so that 
his fresh Acapulco suntan almost rubbed 
off on my turtleneck, “I could talk about 


my first psilocybin trip, which was quite 
important to me; but it would be boring.” 


*“* * 


The nature of consciousness is not the 
only issue in the new politics of drugs. 
Others revolve around the “political 
economy” of drug use and abuse (even 
the recognition that there is some drug 
use which is not drug abuse is an example 
of changing attitudes). There are several 
new research productions due in this field, 
among them a study by a Harvard 
sociology graduate student, John Helmer, 
which relates the widespread “epidemic” 
of heroin use to factors in the labor 
market, exacerbated by racism. Helmer 
says that despite the sensationalist stories 
of junkies in suburbia, opiate addiction is 
overwhelmingly a _ lower-class 
phenomenon, usually tied to oppression of 
racial minorities, and has always been so, 
from the days Chinese immigrants were 
persecuted as “opium addicts.” Further- 
more, Helmer argues, drugs may be a fair- 
ly “rational” way for a lumpen white or 
black youth to deal with the world — as 
an addict or a pusher — all things con- 
sidered. (Someone in the audience at the 
Altered Consciousness conference told 
about interviews he had made for a 
Senate Subcommittee study of heroin use 
among Gls in Vietnam; soldiers the 
researcher talked with recounted tales of 
the pain and horror they felt dealing with 
death in ‘Nam: heroin was the only 
available antidote. Significantly, heroin 
use among Gls in Thailand — where the 
drug is readily available — is extremely 
low.) 

The Consumers Union Report on drugs, 
written by Edward Brecher, is a complete 
rundown of the social history of

everything-Amertcars ingest to alter their 
consciousness. While Brecher does not 
specifically make clear the long-term 
political implications of a social analysis 
of drug use, it’s fairly clear that sooner or 
later some of the powers-that-be will 
begin to change their approach on drugs 
from an attempt to control use to an 
attempt to alter the conditions within 
which drugs are used. That is, the impor- 
tant questions about heroin are not 
whether methadone is a good treatment 
for addicts, or whether opiates can be 
prevented from coming on the market: 
but whether the society can alter the con- 
ditions which promote the self- 
destructive aspects of heroin use (and not 
all aspects are harmful). 

Brecher’s report prompted the Con- 
sumers Union to come out strongly for the 
decriminalization of marijuana and for 
various other drug reforms (among them, 
the intensification of nicotine content in 
cigarettes, so that smokers need take 
fewer puffs of carcinogenic smoke to get 
high on nicotine). Probably, some of that 
reformist thinking will begin to seep into 
the myriad “drug education programs” 
which follow current fashions in the 
ideology of drug research. (Less than 
three years ago, the hip, young authors of 
a popular drug education reference called 
“Drug Awareness’ wrote that ‘the 
‘inevitable legalization of marijuana’ is 
little more than a fantasy.) 

The Drug Abuse Council, a foundation- 
funded (Ford, Carnegie, Commonwealth 
and Kaiser) outfit that began with a 
rather unexceptional Ford Foundation 
study on the drug problem (“‘Dealing with 
Drug Abuse’’) seems to be moving rapidly 
to the radical-reformist approach. Besides 


co-sponsoring the ASC conference with 
the Smithsonian, the Drug Abuse Council 
is also quietly working with groups spon- 
soring marijuana legalization and post- 
legalization arrangements on manufac- 
ture and distribution. 


4 The new politics of drugs — of studying 


and thinking about drugs — is not ex- 
plicitly radical; it does not yet (nor is it 
likely to) involve serious discussions 
about the ways conditions of society can 
be altered — rather than the ways con- 
sciousness is altered — to change the “‘set- 
ting” and the “set” coordinates in drug 
experiences. For example, the “problem 
of endemic downer/sopor barbituates, 
tranquilizers) use among white working 
class youths is now attacked as one of 
education, of individual counseling and 
guidance, of cleanup and fixup in the 
white slums where downers are prevalent 
(East Cambridge is local downer country, 
among other neighborhoods). The forces 
which a few years ago would consider only 
control and abolition of drugs have aban- 
doned that tack. 

Brecher showed in the Consumer 
Report that barbiturates are virtually in- 
distinguishable from alcohol in their 
physiological and addictive effect; in fact, 
there is ‘‘cross addiction’’ between 
downers and booze, and if you need a 
drink bad for D.T.s, a barb will do as well 
(and vice-versa). With that kind of infor- 
mation, it’s hard to take an ideological 
position against one drug and not the 
other; in fact, it’s hard to take an 
ideological position against one drug and 
not all drugs; and it is usually the case 
that there are very few selective 
ideologues these days.

I am a woman with a child on welfare. I 
want to share with you a painful, two 
‘month ordeal I endured trying to get 
medical treatment for a urinary tract in- 
fection I’ve had most of my life which 
recently got worse. 

When I was a kid I usually had bad bur- 
ning pains when I pissed. I never told my 
mother since we didn’t talk about per- 
sonal matters—and this wasn’t just per- 
sonal it was intimate. I suffered this pain 
until I was seventeen. One day at school 
the pain was so bad I almost passed out. It 
was hard to see or walk straight. The doc- 
tor at the school clinic told me I had acute 
cycstytis (an inflamed bladder from a 
urinary tract infection). The strong 
medicine he gave me would keep it from 
coming back, he said. 

It came back, and back I went to doctor 
after doctor. None seemed to think I had 
any real problem—nothing a strong dose 
of antibiotics wouldn’t cure. But the pain 
would return as soon as I finished the 
prescription, however long I took the 
medicine. 

I grew to distrust doctors. I started to 
read about antibiotics and found out a 
scarey fact—antibiotics kill off bacteria 
causing the pain but they also kill 
bacteria in the intestines the body needs 
to fight off sickness. 

I stopped seeking help. I preferred my 
manageable daily pain to the pain of deal- 


ing with more doctors. 

Just recently, after I moved to Boston, 
my sides and back started to hurt along 
with the burning. My abdomen swelled 
up. When I rode my bike each tiny bump 
made me feel as if my sides were being 
kicked in. Every step I walked as painful. 
A good friend insisted I go to the hospital. 
He said somewhere I must be able to get 
medical help and it was time I started to 
fight to get it. 

I finally went to the emergency room at 
Cambridge City hospital about two 
months ago. After a very long wait I was 
led by a nurse to one of the exam cubicles 
and told to put on a johnny. The nurse 
said they were very busy but the doctor 
would come after awhile. Right outside 
the curtain four or five doctors gathered 
around a desk and for the next twenty 
minutes they talked about what city in 
Greece one of the doctors should book his 
wife to. All I could see under the curtain 
was their expensive soft suede shoes and 
their ivy league pressed pants, fueling my 
resentment since I am on welfare. 

Eventually a doctor came in and asked 
what the problem was. I explained while 
she poked me here and there and checked 
me out with the stethescope. By this time 
my pain was subsiding. It comes in waves. 
Some days I feel fine, on other days I feel 
horrible. I was scared. I thought she would 
know it hurt less and not believe my story. 


I knew something was wrong but I was 
beginning to fear that the doctors didn’t 
believe me. I was afraid of appearing 
whiney and overly sensitive to pain. The 
medical knowledge was in their hands, 
they had to care enough to help me. 
The Fears 

I decided I had better get over these 
fears so I approached Dr. Lois 
Schwartzburg as a sister rather than as 
a doctor. She responded 
with growing warmth and concern. She 
spent a lot of time going over a urine test 
and discussing here ideas with two other 
doctors, both male. That made me un- 
comfortable as I felt they were trying to 
cool her out with their “It’s not as serious 


‘as you think.”’ She nevertheless scheduled 


me for xrays of my bladder and kidneys, 
signed me up for the urology clinic and 
asked the clinic to let her know when I 
came in so she could get the xray results. 

At the clinic, I told the next doctor I 
saw, Doctor Hershman, what Dr. 
Schwartzburg had said and he replied 
snottily, “Oh, she does, huh?” My fear of 
being an invisible patient washed over me 
again. I asked if he was being sarcastic 
but he ignored me. He silently read and 
wrote in my growing file—that mysterious 
file I never saw. He gave me an internal 
exam quickly, mechanically and without 
a word. When I asked him what it was for, 
what he found and what he expected, he 


mumbled-some doctor jargon purposely to 
exclude me. However, he did say that 
something showed up on the xray of my 
bladder—“‘It could be a cyst or a tumor or 
nothing at all.” 

After Dr. Hyman Hershman had xrayed 
me, he walked out, tossed a few un- 
intelligible grunts in my direction and 
told the nurse to bring him the xrays when 
they were developed. He would know the 
results in the next few hours, but although 
I desperately wanted to find out what was 
happening to me, I wouldn’t know until 
the following week at clinic. 

I came to clinic the next week and was 
seen by Dr. Ozobia who knew nothing of 
my case. He glanced through my file and, 
ignoring my attempt to explain my cond- 
tion, he went out and asked the other doc- 
tor on duty, a Dr. Hensel, for advice. Dr. 
Hensel looked at my charts and xrays and 
after a minute of careful study, said there 
was no serious problem, but that he had 
to schedule me for a systoscopy to make 
sure. (A systoscopy is a minor surgical 
operation to insert a systyscope, a looking 
device, into the bladder through the 
urethra). 

When I came in for the operation, the 
woman at the admitting desk had no idea 
who I was and had no record of any plann- 
ed systoscopy. So I went back to the 
clinic. No one there knew what was 
happening either but I was told by 
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another doctor to come to the next clinic 
and they would figure out the problem 
then. 

‘*Not Too Serious”’ 

The next time I was seen by Dr. Hensel. 
His opinion was that my problem was 
“typical to women”’ and “not too serious”. 
He suggested I admit myself for a day or 
two for a systoscypy. I didn’t trust his 
diagnosis and I was still very confused 
about what was wrong with me. I pictured 
myself in the hospital, bedridden, my 
health in the hands of incompetents. 

I refused to have the operation. His 
reaction to my refusal confirmed my 
suspicions.Without any resistance or argu- 
ment in favor of it, he accepted my 
refusal—it didn’t matter to him if I had 
the systoscopy or not. He gave me a three 
month prescription of Furidantin which 
he said was a mild drug to keep my 
bladder clear. 


I left, relieved to get out of that clinic 


and away from those cold doctors and 
went home to take my drug. The “mild” 
drug made me sleep twenty hours a day 
and throw-up the remaining four. I 
stopped taking it. 

Two weeks later the pain in my sides 
and back intensified and my stomach dis- 
tended even further. My frustration and 
draining energy led me to a good friend 
who said he knew an important doctor 
whom he would call right away for advice. 
The doctor was sympathetic to my story 
and said it was a clear cut case of the bar- 
barism of American medicine and if he 
didn’t seem upset it’s only because it 
happens every day. He said he knew 
nothing in the field of urology, but he 
recommended Dr. Bernard R. Sears at 


1180 Beacon Street. He said he would call 
ahead and tell the doctor about me. I was 
ecstatic. 

I made an appointment for the next 
day. When I arrived, the nurse was very 
kind and took down all the necessary in- 
formation until I old her I was on Aid for 
Dependent Children (AFDC). She started 
fidgeting and grew distant and went in to 
check with the doctor before I saw him. 
When I finally got in to see him, the first 
thing he said was. ‘‘Now there seems to be 


face in. But, I left, realizing the futility of 
retaliation. The situation was beyond 
moral argument. To him I was just 
another psycopathic female. 

I returned to the Cambridge City 
emergency clinic to admit myself for the 
systoscopy. By this time I had given up 
any hope of finding a private doctor and 
decided to try even harder to get the doc- 
tors at Cambridge City to help me rather 
than starting over again at another 
hospital. I asked for immediate admit-

some misunderstanding. I can’t take you 
on as a new patient. You see, I’m going on 
vacation and I’ve been working so hard 
without any break and I’m really looking 
forward to this, you understand, I’m sure. 
But,” he continued, “I had you come here 
today to clear up a few misunderstandings 
about urologists at the Cambridge clinic.” 
He then rapped on about the merits of the 
doctors at the clinic. He said it was ob- 
viously because of my lack of cooperation 
that I was having trouble getting what I 
needed. He added, “lots of women have 
infections like yours and you’re making a 
big thing out of it.” Then, he closed the 
discussion. 

I was furious—I wanted to smash his 


tance and was signed to be admitted four 
days later. I accepted, deciding I could 
use the time to prepare for the final bat- 
tle. The day came, but before signing in, I 
asked to speak to a urologist. Dr. Hensel 
appeared and when I asked him to explain 
the procedure, he answered, ‘“There are 
sicker people around here than you and 
we’re all very busy here... .” But I manag- 
ed to get to the basics. I was to be 
operated on by a Dr. Hirschman, the top 
urologist who should be in “sometime this 
week.” 

“Oh, so I’m supposed to wait around 
until he comes?”’ I said. 

“Yes,” said the doctor. “What do you 
expect?” 


“I think you’re crazy. I thought I was 
coming in this morning to have the thing 
done tomorrow.” 

““Yes,”’ he said, “if the doctor is going to 
be here...” 

“And if he isn’t?” I asked. He was un- 
able to explain why I was to come in and 
wait around all week. He said to call later 
and he’d tell me“‘for sure”” when to come. 


He’s An Ass 


Two days later I again tromped back to 
admit myself and this time I got in. I told 
the lady at the desk that Hensel had said 
to come in that day. She said OK, then 
muttered under her breath that Hensel 
was an ass. An aide on the floor I was on, a 
woman my age, said she had had six 
systoscopies and had gone through the 
same painful process I had, for three years 
to the tune. Doctors kept telling her 
“There doesn’t seem to be much of a 
problem.” She finally went to another 
hospital and after a checkup they dis- 
covered the problem. She had a faulty 
tube somewhere around the kidneys 
which had to be replaced by a plastic tube 
in a major operation. The operation kept 
her in the hospital for seventeen days. 
She’s OK now, but the story scared me 
and she advised me not to be too hopeful 
about Cambridge City. The first day Ihad 
a chest x-ray and blood and urine tests 
done. It took about an hour in the mor- 
ning. Then, in the late afternoon the 
anesthesia doctor came-around and ex- 
plained the spinal anesthesia I’d be get- 
ting the next morning. Nothing else 
happed that day. I never did find out why

I had to stay overnight, since doctors told 
me the operation would take five minutes. 
All I got out of them was, “That’s just how 
we do it here.” They answered any further 
“whys” by walking away and not talking 
any more. 

Early the next morning they came to 
get me. They pumped me full of 
anesthetics—including a spinal from 
which I took eight hours to recover. (I 
later had the same operation at Peter 
Bent Brigham which took 20 minutes 
from the moment I arrived at the hospital 
and for which I was perfectly conscious.) 
Just before the operation Hensel’s beam- 
ing blonde face leaned over me. “See, it’s 
a lot more complicated than you thought. 
We’re not so bad around here after all, 
huh?” In my drugged state his words 
almost made sense. 

The operation seemed to last not more 
than a few minutes. Hershman turned to 
the other doctors, “OK, it’s finished.” 
And to me “‘You’re not very sick, miss,” 
as he walked out the door. Groggy and 
numb I mumbled “‘What’s going on?” 
The doctor who gave me the anesthesia 


said cheerily, “Dr. Hershman is so good at 
this that it only took a half a minute. Now 
we go to the recovery room” I asked to 
have the tube taken out of my arm but the 
nurse said she had no orders to do so. I 
asked why I had it in my arm. She didn’t 
know, nor did four other nurses and two 
other doctors I asked during the day. It 
wasn’t clear why I had to stay overnight 
again. No doctors were available to tell 
me what they had found out in my 
systoscopy. 

The next morning, another doctor came 
by and I told him to take the thing out of 
my arm. He ripped it out and said I was 


OK. I would be discharged as soon as | 
was given medication. He didn’t say what 
was wrong, only “There doesn’t seem to 
be much of a problem.” 

I spent the rest of the day asking nurses 
to get a doctor to discharge me. 

Around five o’clock it was clear no doc- 
tor gave a shit so I got dressed and went to 
the nurse’s station. I said I would search 
the hospital for a doctor. She got a doctor 
within five minutes. This time it was Dr. 
Ozobia. ! started to yell “What am I lay- 
ing around here for? And where is the 
medication I was supposed to get.” He 
just mumbled “I don’t know,” wrote out a 
prescription and scooted away while I was 
still talking. I left the floor and went to 
the emergency room, stormed up to a 
group of wide-eyed doctors and demanded 
to see a urologist. A nurse hurried over 
and said, “I'll help you.” I explained I 
wanted to see a doctor and get a straight 
answer about my health. She called the 
floor I had just left and then said to go 
back and a doctor would be there. This 
doctor said, “What seems to be the 
problem here.” barely concealing his an- 
noyance. I told him how he and all the 
other doctors I had seen were insensitive, 
macho, egotistical pigs. He sputtered, No 
one would speak to him that way and he 
wouldn’t treat anyone who said such 
things to him and he didn’t owe me 
anything and to go somewhere else if I 
didn’t like it there. Then he said I should 
apologize. I yelled at him that he was rip- 
ping off the people and that he was going 
to get his some day. 


Defiance Melts 


On my long walk home, my defiance 
and fighting energy flew away and left me 


exhausted, depressed and sobbing. 

After telling my story to well-meaning 
but equally uninformed friends, and get- 
ting lots of contradictory advice I went to 
the urology clinic at Peter Bent Brigham 
Hospital. I was treated by a doctor who 
took a real interest in my case and was 
both compassionate and convinced that I 
was ill. 

He gave me a systoscopy that took a few 
minutes, used a local anesthetic jelly. I 
was awake during the operation. He ex- 
plained every step and the reasoning 
behind it to me. He prescribed a large dai- 
ly cose of gantricin which he said should 
clear up the condition in 3 months. 

I was so elated at his humane treatment 
that it took several days of being sick to 
my stomach on the gantricin for me to 
face the frightening fact that despite his 
genuine concern for my welfare, he knew 
nothing more about how to help me than 
his more contemptuous colleagues. The 
problem goes much deeper than the 
general callousness of most doctors. In a 
male dominated society and even more 
male dominated medical profession, 
women’s urinary tract infections are a 
very low priority for medical research. 


After my long journey through Boston’s 
finest hospitals, I am still alone and on 
my own. The systoscopy helped con- 
siderably by enlarging the opening to my 
urethra reducing the infection and allow- 


.ing better drainage of my bladder. I am 


presently treating myself. I have given up 
drinking coffee which seems to irritate my 
bladder the most. I am watching my diet 
carefully, supplementing it with yeast, 
vitamins, exercise and proper sleep. I’m 
preparing myself for the inevitable next 
attack. At least, I’ll be in the best condi- 


tion to fight it on my own. 

Since I wrote this I have seen two other 
women with similar stories. Both were 
told by doctors they had minor urinary 
tract infections. Carol went to Cam- 
bridge City, passing clots of blood from 
her urethra the size of her fist. They 
admitted her for several days but only 
changed’ her medication and told her 
nothing could be done until she got 
another attack of pain. Her urine didn’t 
show positive in the tests. When she got 
worse theycould find out more. Carol, also 
on welfare with three children, lost 30 
pounds and is slowly dying. The continual 
pain is now a permanent part of who she 


is. 

Simone who is on welfare with a small 
daughter went to Mount Auburn 
Hospital. After 3 visits she was told she 
had a mild infection and to take aspirin. 
She decided to switch hospitals when the 
pain in her body was frightening her. By 
that time she was passing blood and was 
in such excruciating pain even Cambridge 
City couldn’t shrug it off. They found she 
had a tubal pregnancy (the fetus'starts to 
grow inside the Fallopian tube which in 
turn bursts and causes death of the 
mother unless the fetus is cut out of her). 
She is still laid up, has had an ovary 
removed and the other is seriously damag- 


ed. 
These two friends and thousands of 
other women will not stand for this 
anymore. We are being forced to fight life 
for life to save ourselves from the torture . 
called medical care. You are harming the 
people, especially women people. We, 
the people you have violated and abused, 
are still weak and disorganized. But when 
we do get organized, we will administer

This brought in a young lawyer named 
Mike Haroz of the Central Square Law 
Commune. As counsel for the family, his 
first job was to keep the city from burying 
the body anyway, despite the family’s 
wish for a new examination. The run- 
around he got was what you would expect 
in a town like ours, but the autopsy did 
take place. It was not conclusive as to the 
cause of death, but it did say that no bar- 
biturate traces were found in his liver and 
that the fresh bruises found on Largey’s 
scalp “would not be inconsistent” with 
the theory that death came via DeLuca’s 
blunt instrument. 


Radical Roles 


Hard Times and the Law Commune 
played decisive roles in what followed. 
Hard Times’ main force is a thirtyish 
new-left style street radical named 
Charlie Allen who moonlights as a janitor 
to support his political habit. A few days 
ago, looking back, Allen said, “If the com- 
munity was able to put together a real 


political response to Largey’s death, a lot. 


of that was because it was organized here 
at Hard Times.” 

But besides roles, which may be played, 
there are also forces, which must be real. 
The only real force behind the then still- 
living death of Largey was the wide circle 
of his young friends of the neighborhood 
who took to the streets at the first chance, 
Sunday night, and stayed there each 
night following for a week of often intense 
confrontation with the gas grenades and 
dogs of the tactical police. 

Thursday night Mayor Ackermann con- 
vened a special meeting of City Council in 
Rindge Tech auditorium packed to 
overflowing mainly with the angry- 
turned-on kids, a lot of mothers and 
grandmothers, a very few fathers, and still 
fewer blacks, mostly young teenagers, no 
more than 25 scattered in threes and fours 
around the hall;they seemed to be making 
themselves inconspicuous, as though too 
tactful and too politic to pose more sharp- 
ly the question their presence by itself 
made sharp enough. 

With fanfare of her own low-key kind — 
her characteristic breathiness at the 
mike, her calculated bewilderment — the 
Mayor announced that City Council was 
directing City Manager Corcoran to bring 
in an outside investigator, intimated that 
the cops would be suspended if possible, 
and begged the people to cool it since 


what could be done was being done. There 
was significant street action after, but 
most of us were home in time to watch 


- Kissinger tell us that peace was at hand. 


Next followed the month of the in- 
vestigation by Paul Liacos of the BU Law 
School. His report was accepted 
somewhat by the community because, 
even faintly, it did seem to damn the cops 
for sloppy procedures and to imply 
between the lines a minimum case of 
manslaughter if not murder against 
DeLuca. 

The formal inquest of Judge Morris 
Gould followed somewhat later. It dis- 
covered basically the same evidence, and, 
as it turned out, came to the same conclu- 
sion. The judge wrote: “I further report 
that since a felonious assault and battery 
may have been committed on Lawrence 
Largey at this time and because of the in- 
conclusive nature of the pathological fin- 
dings, that there is a possibility that the 
assault and battery which was committed 
on Lawrence Largey may have either 
hastened or aggravated [!] his death, and 
I further report that Officer DeLuca and 
Officer Carbone be charged with 
manslaughter, as well as with the com- 
plaints of assault and battery by means of 
a dangerous weapon.” 

Then Doyle came to trial for assault 
and battery against DeLuca. Said Allen 
later, ‘“The trial of Tommy Doyle was the 
first and only time that the two sides in 
this thing ever faced each other straight 
ahead in full public view and got down to 
what happened, and the judge believed 
the people, not the cop, and the people 
won.”’ Doyle was indeed acquitted of the 
crucial assault and battery charge. 

And the thing then passed into the 
hands of the grand jury. Three days before 
it announced its decision to hand down no 
indictments, I had a few coffees at a back 
table of a Central Square greasy spoon 
with lawyer Haroz to discuss the politics 
of it all. 


* * * 


Haroz has gentle, disturbed, and very 
liquid brown eyes. He is melancholy and 
shy but warm. His straight dark hair 
could either be too long for short or too 
short for long and looks perfect on him in 
either case. There is a touch of 
prairieness. One senses he is a technically 
strong lawyer. 

Like Allen at that moment, Haroz still 


expected indictments from the grand 
jury. With tactics seemingly going well, 
he was in a mood to reflect on the political 
basics of the Law Commune’s work. 
“The Law Commune was never sup- 
posed to be an improved legal aid 
society,”’ he said. “That’s a bottomless 
pit, a lawyer’s Miss Lonelyhearts. The 
commune was formed to produce a 
political result, basically within a white 
working-class constituency.” Relating to 
constituent community rather than the 
usual clientele, the communards would 
employ selected legal confrontations as a 
means of detailed political education on 
the realities of power in the city, and the 
result hopefully would be that heightened 
awareness of the collective predicament 
which middle-class radicals always wish 
the working class were quicker to unders- 
tand. The assumption was that this im- 
proved understanding of the actualities of 
social injustice would ultimately lead 
white working-class people to overcome 
their Bunkerite racism and join with the 
blacks in a mass movement for change. 


A 10 Year Old Idea 


This is the leading political idea of the 
new left. The old left of the Thirties held 
that workers were to be organized around 
factory issues. For a variety of reasons, 
the new left of the Sixties held that the 
working-class poor were to be organized 
within the community around issues 
precisely the like of Largey’s death. 

This idea was set out ten years ago in a 
short paper by SDS founders Tom 
Hayden and Carl Whitman called ‘‘An 
Interracial Movement of the Poor?” — 
complete with question mark, which 
made the title unpronounceable in plain 
speech except as an affirmation, and yet 
brought the power of their doubts to 
everyone’s attention. Could there be such 
a thing, or was racism too deep? 

The argument of this paper was that 
since (in the eyes of middle-class radicals) 
poor whites have more in common with 
militant blacks than with the ‘power 
structure” (in this period the new left 
never spoke of ‘‘the ruling class’’), it ought 
to be true that this Mississippi class of 
racism, this racism of the white poor, the 
most naked, could be the first of the 
various classes of white racism to undergo 
transformation. Recognize the persisting 
cogency of the central observation: poor 
Southern whites being shunted by the 


tens of thousands into the sqalid white 
ghettos of the big northern cities, and on 
the other side of the avenue, the bulging 
and furious jungles of the blacks. If these 
forces continued in their epoch-making 
alienation, the fight would be too searing 
and too inconclusive and therefore, as 
with the saddening Irish, too permanent 
to endure. Everything depended upon 
their being able to come together. If they 
could not, fascism seemed practically 
irresistable. 

‘‘An Interracial Movement’s’’ 
argument was understood by those whole 
lives it was changing in terms . of the 
more famous Port Huron Statement of 
1963, of which Hayden again was chief 
author, and which came down to a bill of 
particulars fired at the misgoverning 
power elite and the announcement of a 
new social-revolutionary force and 
program for America. 

Later on, heavy with the exultations 
and defeats of 1968, ex-students as 
Weathermen would formulate the max- 
imum expression of “youth power” in that 
campaign of general disruption of which 
even the Town House deaths were an in- 
tegral part. But in ’63 and ’64, student 
radicals did not make so much of their 
might, which was still all hypothetical 
anyway. But they could see themselves as 
“small motors to start big motors,” as 
with Regis Debray’s once popular exposi- 
tion, or more simply and humbly (this is 
Rennie Davis) as Mastroianni-style 
organizer-hobos working to make history 
come and thrust them aside. 

So even though it was overwhelmingly a 
student and campus antiwar movement, 
SDS was trying from the beginning to give 
itself roots in the somehow intenser reali- 
ty of the working poor, and the whole 
point of the dozens of community organiz- 
ing projects the early SDSers tried to get 
going in a long belt of Northern cities was 
the belief — the faith in the plausibility of 
the idea—that whites could turn around, 
even those whose poverty made them fear 
and hate black anger worst by setting 
them closest to it, and that the way to 
make this turn-around happen was by ad- 
dressing working poor not at the 
workplace around the challenge of explicit 
revolutionary socialism, but rather in 
their communities around the process of 
radical self-discovery through direct 
engagement.

The organizers of the early newleft saw 
themselves in terms of that collective pur- 
pose: to change consciousness by chang- 
ing awareness and to change awareness by 
changing experience and to change ex- 
perience by interfering with its normal 
flows, by injecting themselves like so 
many Martians, birthrights in hand. But 
the lesson was finally simple: Any police 
crime on the street against the people was 
a miniature political replica of the 
massive crime against Vietnam. A rent 
_ strike could not only beat back a 
predatory landlord, it could also show the 
people the inner face and the striking 
vulnerability of the system. 


These larger comprehensions could only 
be brought about in the “context” 
(strange term for actual events in their 
uncontrollable, unknowable flow) of 
struggle around tangible local objectives. 
Once the larger comprehensions started 
closing, insights of all kinds would start 
coming in a rising gush and the radical 
conversion of proletarian consciousness 
would have begun, perhaps with powers of 
logarithmic growth. The test would be 
whether poor whites and blacks could 
trust each other enough to get together 
behind specific, short-range but general 
common objectives, precisely as in the ex- 
ample of community-police relations. 

“Why hasn’t this happened?” said. 
Haroz.

Charlie Allen foundered in the same 
question a few days later after the press 
conference at Hard Times at which Haroz 
announced the Largey family’s disgust 
with the grand jury’s decision and its 
plans to pursue DeLuca and others into a 
million dollar civil rights suit in federal 
court. 

Haroz laid out these plans with his 
usual sad-faced confidence, but I couldn’t 
help rerrembering how uncertain he’d 
been the other day about the political 
worth of this means of engagement. “If 
the purpose is to expose the limits of the 
system, on the contrary, the legal work is 
teaching us to see that the system runs on 
forever in all directions. You can always 
manage to get a new autopsy. Then you 
get an independent investigation by an 
outside authority. Then there is the in- 
quest. After the grand jury, the federal 
court. And by this time who knows what it

all means? What is the political meaning 
if DeLuca goes to jail? What would this 
tell East Cambrige about the system?” 
Allen’s disappointment came out 
another way. It was that moment in the 
press conference when the lights have just 
gone on, the first utterence is coming, 
everyone is paying attention. Allen took 
his printed statement in hand and read it 
to the cameras. Trade his flak vest for a 3- 
piece suit and he could have been talking 
for the State Department. The usual left 
rhetoric was in: ‘““To no one’s surprise at 
Hard Times,” Allen began reading, “‘the 
Middlesex County grand jury refused to 
indict Patrolmen ... etc.” But not an hour 
later Allen would say that he in fact had 
been surprised, that he had imagined his 
task would be explaining the inadequacy 
of a manslaughter charge. The pose of 
cynic freshly confirmed comes too easily 
in moments of uncertainty and doubt. So 
does that of the dauntless fighter. Allen 
couldn’t seem to get into his own fiery 
words, even though he was reading for 
the cameras, not just the pencils and note 
pads. “This only rekindles our determina- 
tion to rekindle the struggle,’”’ he mur- 


mured at the end, turning away from the 
cameras. It recalled the last days of Zam- 
pano. 

He came back to life outside the press- 
conference situtation, which is clearly an 
unnaturally bad situation in all human 
respects, serving only the interests lf the 
communications packagers, the media, 
and the superstate; but still his bitterness 
was round and open. 


The Death of Largey’s Death 


“We made four mistakes,” he said. 

“First, we should have dealt with 
racism. It was too easy to let racist 
remarks pass, like ‘why couldn’t it have 
been a black?’ So naturally the blacks 
were suspicious and they wouldn’t come 
down. Maybe they just wanted to see if 
the whites could really get it on. 

“Second, we didn’t calculate how 
calculated the liberal inaction was. We 
should never have let Liacos alone. We 
should have picketed him every day he 
was in the Sonesta hotel and made a big 
deal out of it when he and Corcoran 
presented the report — on the day after 


Thanksgiving yet.” 

“Third, we lost the initiative to the 
city.” 

“And fourth, we let too many things 
happen behind closed doors.” 

During the press conference when 
someone asked if Hard Times had any im- 
mediate plans he answered a bit un- 
willingly that they ‘might stage an ac- 
tion.” I brought it up again afterwards. It 
turned out that no action was actually 
contemplated. In fact, Allen was 
altogether gloomy. 

“Suppose we called another march and 
got 500 people and say 300 of them would 
be real, meaning people from the 
neighborhood and not radical sectarians 
from Harvard. Where would we go to? 
What would be our demands? What 
would it prove except that we were three 
times smaller than before?” 

Then what about an open community 
meeting to see how many would come to 
see and to tell what they think. ‘It would 
be ruined by the nuts and the freaks,” he 
said. “It’s better to work quietly through 
contacts in the neighborhood.” 

Did that mean that from a political 
standpoint there was nowhere to go with 
the Largey killing? 

He faced the question. You could see 
him set himself and look at it. Then he 
said he wondered if that wasn’t where it 
was at.

Both Haroz and Allen know that 
everything is really up to the community, 
which seems to mean the grandmothers, 
who appear to meet and work out group 
stances, and the teenage kids who work 
like a semi-autonomous strike force. So 
how do they feel? 

Of the half dozen neighborhood 
mothers at the press conference, two 
would speak, both hurriedly if not furtive- 
ly. They were impatient to get out once 
the press part of it was over. 

The first one’s eyes were blurred and in- 
tense, showing suppressed rage. “It’s all 
over. They ain’t gonna do nothing. We 
knew they’d whitewash it. Nothing is ever 
gonna change.” 

The second one’s face was something 
fierce and sad. “I got a nine year old girl, 
she says if even she sees them two cops, 
she says she'll kill ’em. Nine. Write it 
down.” 

I wrote it down. I still wouldn’t say I 
know what it means.

to be just that: “‘New York propaganda.” 
And there are others who remain uncon- 
vinced that any team with Archie Clark 
and/or Elvin Hayes will ever be a winner. 
Nonetheless, regardless of the outcome, 
another salient point is that either New 
York or Baltimore will be a very tired 
bunch of basketball players by the time 
they get through with each other. (And 
not even The Skeptics are questioning 
whether Kuberski & Co. can beat Atlan- 
ta; after averaging 18-plus against them 
last year Steve is once again assured of at 
least 20 minutes a game in the first round 
with the Hawks.) 

Be that as it may, we'll make a Larry 
Claflin Prediction, meaning that if I’m 
right this newspaper will run a headline 
saying ‘‘He Called It!”’ and if I’m wrong I 
shall, with fierce determination, ignore 
the fact that I said it at all. 

Baltimore will win the first round in 
seven games. 

In a season -of Celtic-and-Knick- 
watching it has also gone all but un- 
detected that the Chicago Bulls have 
crept up within striking distance _of 
Milwaukee. The Bulls are, in fact, but one 
game down in the loss column.

When Happy Hairston 
underwent knee surgery last fall Los 
Angeles picked up Bill Bridges, who has 
filled in admirably.

While they'll be back for the 
playoffs, how effective they’ll be is open to 
question, and the Warriors could be in 
line for an upset as well. 

The upshot of the situation is that it is 
not at all inconceivable that the first 
round of the playoffs could end with the 
Knicks, Lakers, and Bucks all eliminated.

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Mineworkers Move to Democratize Union

Arnold Miller, the 49-year-old miner 
from Cabin Creek, West Virginia, em- 
bodies the character of the rank and file 
movement which brought him to the 
presidency of the United Mine Workers. 
Speaking on February 27, in one of his 
first public appearances since the UMS 
election in early December, in the 
graciously furnished Cabot Living Room 
of Harvard’s South House, Miller was 
neither awed by his surrounding nor con- 
descending to his audience of students 
and Cambridge luminaries. 

His talk was delivered with modesty 
and infused with a fundamentalist sense 
of justice. “We believe in getting out of 
the Cadillac class,” he said, describing 
the mineworkers efforts to democratize 
their union. 

Miller is a victim of mining’s oc- 
cupational hazard, black lung, but he 
chain-smoked as he spoke of his progress 
from ordinary miner to the top post of the 
UMW, the reformation of the union, and 
the possibility of alliances within labor, 
including a new federation. 

Miller’s personal odyssey is best told in 
his own sparse language: 

“T grew up in a small mining town in 
West Virginia. I went to work at an early 
age. My education was cut short by the 
need to earn money. I didn’t finish high 
school. This was in the late thirties. 

“When World War Two came around | 
enlisted. I figured that if I went into the 
Army someone who headed a family with 
small children might not have to go. It 
didn’t take me long to figure out that the 
Army was a way of life I didn’t want to 
make a career out of. After the Normandy 
invasion I thought I would be killed or suf- 
fer a bad injury and a short time later I 
did suffer a severe injury. I had to be 
hospitalized for a year after the war was 
over. I’ve seen all of hospitals I want to 
see. 

“I had a lot of trouble finding work 


when I got out of the hospital. I know 
what the Vietnam veterans are going 
through now. I went through the same 
thing. They tell you, ‘We don’t have work 
for you.’ Finally I was hired back. After 
many years of working in the mines I got 
black lung and arthritis. 

“In the meantime I was concerned 
about what had happened in the union. I 
went down to the district office, which 
was only 25 miles from where I lived and 
asked some questions. I was treated like 
dirt. I thought someone would come along 
to do something for the working class peo- 
ple. After a while I realized that if 
something was going to get done we would 
have to do it ourselves. 

‘Too many miners were suffering from 
what the doctors were calling ‘miner’s 
asthma’. Some of the miners suffer at a 
very early age. I'll never forget when I 
went for assistance. The doctor had the 
moral decency to call a spade a spade and 
say that something was wrong. Then in 
1969 three doctors were a lot of help in 
getting the miners back together. They 
said to us, ‘Get off your backsides and do 
something for yourselves. Don’t let the 
district leaders and the international un- 
ion push you around.’ So we formed the 
Black Lung Association. 

‘‘When the union elections came 
around we formed a committee of six to 
decide what we were going to do about our 
leadership positions. We needed someone 
who knew about the inner workings of the 
union. One of the names that came up 
was Yablonski. When we sent a com- 
mittee to him to ask him to be a candidate 
we expected a flat ‘no’ because although 
he was dissatisfied with the international 
hierachy he was drawing a comfortable 
salary and had only six more years to go to 
retire on a nice pension. He said that he 
would consider running. We got everyone 
we knew who knew him to talk to him 
about it. I feel bad about what happened 


because if we hadn’t talked him into run- 
ning maybe what happened to him 
wouldn’t have occurred. But I think it-was 
something he wanted to do. When we sat 
in the international offices after we won 
the election that was one thing that was 
missing. He helped bring it about but he 
wasn’t there to see it. 

“If 1 made the struggle sound like too 
little there is much more to be told.” 
Recession Produced Young Miners 

Among the little-known aspects of the 
Miners for Democracy campaign that 
Miller revealed is that although the move- 
ment was sparked and led by older 
miners, many of them afflicted with the 
scarring disease of the job, the solid base 
of support rested in the young miners. 
Five or ten years ago Miller thought that 
the coal companies would have great dif- 
ficulty recruiting a workforce to replace 
the retiring miners. The younger men in 
the coal country did not seem to want to 
follow their fathers’ daily descent into the 
mines. However, the economic recession 
of the late sixties and early seventies forc- 
ed the continuity of the tradition. By the 
time of the UMW election over 60 percent 
of the 115,000 working union members 
were under the age of thirty, according to 
Miller. 

“We quickly found out that those 
miners under thirty were our strongest 
supporters, he said. Thus one way to look 
at the Miners for Democracy is as a young 
workers’ rebellion. Although not as ap- 
parent and electrifying asthe Lordstown 
strike of young autoworkers, the young 
miners’ revolt against arbitrary authority 
has had a more significant effect. In a 
sense Miller’s program is giving articulate 
voice to the militancy of the younger 
generation. 

But Miller’s actions so far have produc- 
ed wide-spread support among all kinds of 
miners, including ‘Tony Boyle’s former 
followers. When Boyle’s~ Chicken Little 


preachings about a MFD victory proved 
false many of his rank and file supporters, 
who in voting for him thought they were 
protecting the union, became equally 
steadfast in their loyalty to Miller. 

Miller described an incident to il- 
lustrate the point: “I went down to a local 
back home. About a hundred miners 
showed up at the meeting. I said, ‘I got a 
tremendous job to do and I need your 
help.’ They all jumped up and said, 
‘What do you want us to do?’ They didn’t 
all vote for me but they would now. We’ve 
had a real good response in districts that 
voted for Boyle.” 


Those on the Boyle gravy-train have 
been less happy with Miller’s perfor- 
mance. He has decisively.removed them 
from union posts or isolated them by 
holding, in the near future, the first dis- 
trict level elections in the UMW in half a 
century. Among those removed were True 
Davis, head of the union’s National Bank 
of Washington, many members of the ex- 
ecutive board, the editor of the UMW 
Journal, which under the new editorship 
of Don Stillman, has become a model of 
labor journalism, and Edward Carey, the 
union’s general counsel. Carey has been 
replaced with Chip Yablonski, who was 
reluctant to take the job and plans to hold 
it for only two years, according to Miller. 
Also headed for the unemployment office 
is Tony Boyle’s daughter, a $50,000 a year 
payroller, about which Miller says, ‘“Too 
bad about that.” 


Miller realizes that the union faces 
organizational problems that reach 
beyond internal reform. The structure of 
the coal industry has dramaticaly chang- 
ed over the past decade. In the early six- 
ties, rapid monopilization took\place.Four 
or five coal companies suddenly con- 
trolled 75 percent of the market, dwarfing 


_or swallowing the smaller firms. In the 


mid-sixties, the petroleum corporations 
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heavily invested in coal, securing control 
of the coal companies. Coal, therefore, is 
just one part of the increasingly concen- 
trated corporate domain. Miller sees an 
initial solution in an alliance of labor un- 
ions located in separate industries but 
linked by a common employer group. ““We 
face the fuel energy conglomerate,” he 
said, ‘‘We represent the workers in coal 
and the Oil, Chemical, and Atomic 
Workers represent workers in oil, gas, and 
atomic energy. Maybe we should get 
together and form some sort of con- 
glomerate to deal with the fuel energy 
conglomerate. I’m not saying that it 
would necessarily be a merger but maybe 
some kind of agreement so that we can 
effectively deal with these giant com- 
panies.” Miller has not talked to the 
OCAW leadership yet about his proposal. 
“We're in a period of transition. I haven’t 
had any time. But I want to talk to them, 
if they want to.” If a real fuel energy 
workers’ alliance results from UMW- 
OCAW discussions the energy industry 
will bear important and lasting conse- 
quences. 

The new UMW president also sees the 
need for even more widespread coopera- 
tion between the coalworkers’ union and 
other segments of labor. He mentioned 
the distant possibility of affiliation with 
the AFL-CIO but seemed unenthusiastic 
about this and about George Meany’s 
leadership. (Miller was also not 
enchanted with I. W. Abel, the president 
of the steelworkers’ union, often cited as a 
possible successor to Meany’s throne. 
Abel, Miller noted, had badmouthed the 
Miners for Democracy in the union elec- 
tion campaign and lent tacit support to 
Tony Boyle.) Miller was particularly 
critical of Meany’s neutrality in the ’72 
election. “To remain neutral in that 
presidential election is totally unaccep- 
table as I see it.”” He was almost musing 
as he spoke, “There is another alter- 
native. We may form some kind of federa- 
tion with labor unions who are not 
members of the AFL-CIO. These labor 
unions I am referring to are responsible 
labor unions and have good leadership. 
There’s OCAW, and the UAW, and the 
State, County, and Municipal 
Employees, some of them are members of 
the AFL-CIO. There are about eight or 
ten of them.” 

There is a magnificent irony in Miller’s

idea. Almost 40 years ago John L. Lewis, 
the powerful autocrat who set the 
patterns of corruption in the 
mineworkers’ union and stole an election 
from a group of rank nd 
file reformers calling themselves the Save 


the Union movement, proclaimed the 
creation of a new federation, the Congress 
of Industrial Organizations. The CIO was 
principally funded from the UMW 
treasury and many fledgling industrial 
unions relied on UMW organizers and ex- 


pertise. The steelworkers’ union, for ex- 
ample, was directly structured along the 
same lines as the UMW and headed by a 
mineworkers’ vice-president, Philip 
Murray. Much of the present unrespon- 
siveness and rigidity of some industrial 
unions can be traced to John L’s magic 
touch. Now, a soft-spoken miner, fresh 
from overthrowing the authoritarian 
Lewis legacy, is forwarding the notion of a 
new federation, this time based on 
democratic principle. 


Miller believes that the Miners for 
Democracy victory is creating a 
renaissance in the UMW. “The miners 
are more unified now than ever before. 
This kind of togetherness is something we 
had forty or fifty years ago and lost.” He 
proposes to extend the new labor fraterni- 
ty that the mineworkers have 
rediscovered to all those in he working 
class who wish to share it. He means, if he 
can, to give more than a handshake. ‘“The 
reform movement is already there in other 
unions and I’m sure that what we did was 
give them encouragement. We certainly 
won’t back off from supporting them. If 
the workers demand their democratic 
right then we will support that. If any 
labor leader can’t live with that why 
that’s too bad. If we can get our house in 
order then I’m sure our membership could 
give these rank and file movements a lot 
of support. We’d support them in any way 
we could.” 


The United Mineworkers once proudly 
saw itself as the flagship of American 
labor, hailing insurgencies and helping to 
organize them into industrial unions. If 
the metaphor is apt, the UMW is present- 
ly in dry-dock undergoing extensive 
repairs but it plans to set sail soon under 
the banner of rank and file democracy. 
Arnold Miler, while he is an able politi- 
cian, does not have that streak of total 
pragmatism that marks so many 
American labor leaders. You won’t catch 
George Meany or Peter Brennan sounding 
remotely like Arnold Miller. “I have 
moral standards that I think are just. I’m 
going to live up to them...I’ve come this 
far with them. There’s no reason to 
change now.” Miller’s steadfastness may 
cause some real changes inside the labor 
movement. He may help make it a move- 
ment again. O

I am pleased with my future and the 
many promises of good luck I’ve received. 
If you would like the same fortunes and 
the best luck money can buy, here’s how 
to get it. 

The first thing is to decide what it is 
you want to find out. Fortunes run on a 
scale from Astrology, which is impersonal 
and highly complicated technically, to 
Palmistry, which is as simple and per- 
sonal as prostitution. This is, I think, a 
class question. College educated people 
want a mysticism that respects their 
privacy, something intellectual and con- 
versational, like the I-Ching or the Tarot 
Deck. (There are even books telling you 
how to read these things in your own 
home, and explaining their philosophical 
relations.) 

Poor people want a fortune that tells 
them what to do, and they want sym- 
pathy, and they want practical, working 


advice. ‘Their palmists and tea readers do 
not waste time explaining the system. 
They know people have problems and 
need to do something about it. 

There are astrologers and such who 
advertise in the classified section of this 
newspaper, and their are tea rooms and 
palmists in the Yellow Pages, but the 
hard-core Gypsy reader-advisors are 
found only by spotting their signs in the 
window, or by being pimped by their 
children. 

One such establishment near our office 
came to my attention when I refused a 
handout to a kid in a torn military over- 
coat eight sizes too big. I’m stubborn, as 
the tea leaf lady says, and if I won’t sup- 
port hippies, I won’t support Dondi 
either. But this time, Dondi was only 
practicing. He ran back to his older (like 
maybe the kid was ten) brother, and the 
master explained something, and the kid 
touched me again. There’s a nice slice of 
urban life; the lad is teaching his little 
brother how to panhandle. 

I decided to check out his mother’s 
readings. 

Her first reading was that I was good for 
about $10! she said. 

“You want full reading, is ten dollars.” 
The ritual then runs about as standard. 
“You put ten dollars on palms like this.” 
She picks up the sawbuck and taps you all 
over with it chanting ‘Good life, good 
health, good wealth, good luck, good life.” 
Then, ‘You make two wishes, one you tell 
me, one you keep secret.” 

I know what I want. I want a good 
woman to marry and the other thing I’m 
keeping secret. So I tell Dondi’s mom 
about the woman, and the other thing 
You'll know if it happens, cause once I get 
the million dollars you won’t be seeing my 
byline in this paper anymore. 


Ritual Talk 


The next ritual is a sort of dialectical 
chant: 


“You are a good man, but you luck is 
not so good. 

“You like the woman but you cannot 
tell if they like you or not. 

“You have had bad luck with two 
women lately(more like four, actually). 

“You do not know if they like you, but 
they like you, but you do not talk to 
them.” 

That’s a fairly broad hint. The problem 
is: that I’m supposed to be reacting to all 
this fishing around so we can get down to 
serious advice. Instead I’m playing it cool 
to see what she can read in palm. But 
there’s nothing in my palm, of course. 

This is the second law of Fortune 
Telling: You Get Out of It What You Put 
Into. It. The fortune teller, like the 
prostitute, will give you what you want, if 
you ask for it. React heavily to part of the 
chant and she will talk about it like a 
good, anonymous friend. 

Now actually, Dondi’s mom had a good 
point here. It’s just like me to sit back and 
not say anything in social situations. It 
certainly has lost me a lot of chances; and 
I suppose I ought to see a shrink or 
something. There ladies are sharp, you 
know. 

I gave her a good take on the shyness 
one, so we worked on this one girl I was 
wanting. “You see her everyday.” Mull 
that one over on my face. “She is tall 
(negative), not too tall, heavyset, but not 
fat, nice and rounded in right places.” 
And all this time my mind is racing 
around on who might it be. That’s what’s 
great about fortune telling, it increases 
one’s awareness of life. 

She asks me what I do. This sets off 
some business and success predictions, 
but mostly it sets the stage for our next 
ritual. For if it always starts with Chan- 
ting, and it always middles with Advice 
and Sympathy, the universal ending of 
the hard-core palm job is Negotiations. 

“‘Mindreading is $25, you like?” 

“Gee, I really don’t have that.” 

“Maybe, $15, yes?” 


- “No, I have a lot to think about with 
this.” 

“Anything you want to ask me?” 

“Yeah, can you tell anything more 
about those two guys who are betraying 
me?” 

“‘No, that’s what I see now. You come 
back with $5, I tell you what they look 
like. ‘I'll light candles, read that in the 
smoke.” 

And for that $5 she offered to toss in a 
good luck charm, and to pray for me. “We 
are very religious people.” She wasn’t kid- 
ding. There was enough religious 
paraphenelia around to equip two small 
denominations and a stand at Lourdes. 

There were implied threats (“I want 
very much to make this charm for you 
against these two men.”) There were new 
offers. Fortunately we were interrupted by 
the begging brigade. The little boy hit his 
sister over something. 

“Don’t hit your sister. You grow up and 
be a bachelor. You never have any women 
if you hit your sister.’’ Now there’s one for 
Dr. Spock - don’t hit, curse for life. 

This ritual varies from person to person 
on the palm circuit, but not much. If you 
set a budget and try to stick to it, you 
should be alright. You might as well get 
the economy reading (most palmists will 
quote you two rates, a higher one for a 
“full reading.” The reading seems to be 
about the same.) 

However, in the unfortunate event that 
you hit Bobby the Bandit’s mother, it is 
important not to have any money in your 
pocket. 

Bobby the Bandit is a barrel-shaped 
youth who was personally and literally 
kicked out of Jack’s bar by our own 
George Kimball. George subsequently 
compounded the damage by writing an 
entire story about Bobby the Bandit, ex- 
posing the Bandits dealing in peanuts (he 
stole free peanuts from bars and sold 
them in the street), gratuities (he also 
stole tips), and charitable enterprises (the 
Bandit collected for starving children of 
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at least five nationalities in as many 
weeks). 

Although Mrs. Bandit does not adver- 
tise, it was easy enough to be found by 
Bobby. He looks like a perfect three-foot 
model of Barney Frank made before 
Barney's diet. Did he know about a 
woman in this building who used to give 
readings. “‘Oh her, I know right where she 
lives.” 

The place was poorly cleaned and full of 
kids, which is a good omen. I went to a 
Harvard Square palmist recommended by 
Dede here at the Phoenix, but it was a 
clean Harvard Square apartment like any 
other. I didn’t even stay for the reading; 
what could she know? 

Mrs. Bandit rushes through the 
reading, although her chant has good 
rhythm and she is very sympathetic. She 
gives me some more dirt on the two men 
knifing me (Either those two guys are a 
universal Gypsy archtype, or my office 
mates better watch themselves.) What 
Mrs. Bandit is big on is blessing. She likes 
to have you take the contents out of your 
pockets. She'll bless keys and small 
change and laundry lists, but her big 
number is large bills. 


Blessed Pay 


I had taken my week’s pay in fives and 
she blessed them individually, It didn’t 
take as long as it might have, but it was 
impressive. 

“Now you want good luck; right?” 

“(pause)” 

“(severely) You want good luck; right or 
wrong?” 

“Right.” 


“Now some people give twenty-five, 
thirty dollars for good luck (reads long 


-face), but I see you have not got that. 


What would you like to put up for luck?” 
This set off a long argument which 


devolved rapidly from good luck buying to

bad luck avoiding to something for the 
kids to where I gave her three bucks to 
avoid being cursed. F 

I didn’t find out where my planets were, 
but it was a human contact. As I say, like 
prostitution. And if your trip is 
phrenology or cards or crystal balls, I’m 
sure someone like Dondi’s Mom will set 
up a number for you. 

Far more genteel is the Tea Room 
scene. Like a well-run Bordello, the tea 
room features several readers and retur- 


ning customers can request their 
favorites. The madame is a retired reader 
and the whole thing is much more 
businesslike. There is for example a fixed 
rate, about a dollar for a cup of tea and 
either a sandwich or some pastry-cookie. 
The women live off the tips, which seem 
to run about a dollar a reading. 


The clientele is almost exclusively 
female, and about four of the largest 
rooms are within a few doors of each other 


near the corner of Tremont and Winter 
St., so that one can get a reading on what 
to shop for “A long trip must be skiing”’). 
The tea rooms are institutionalized 
enough that one on Winter Street is called 
“The Original Tremont Tea Room.” 

The readers don’t chant as well as the 
gypsy palmists. They are ordinary looking 
middle-aged women, and a surprising 
number of their readers are high school 
girls. On a Thursday afternoon at 
Marrianna’s there were nine such, all 
giggling over how they would do on 
drivers’ tests and suchlike. There was one 
older woman, who got a wonderful fortune 
full of golden chariots, rings of silver, bells 
on her toes and whatnot. 


Plastic Spoon 


One eats and drinks the tea as at a nor- 
mal restaurant. Then the reader comes 
over, mashes the leaves around with a 
plastic spoon, and lists off quite a number 
of possibilities. The step up in class- 
status is evident from the fact that the 
signals are mainly verbal — the reader 
looks intently into the teacup and starts 
reading away. 

“IT see someone with musical talent, is 
that you?” 

“Who is the one who wants to write a 
book? 

“I see that you are torn by many am- 
bitions, yet 1 see much success coming.” 

And so on. The ration of actual fortune 
to human interaction is higher here. You 
get the actual states to which the long trip 
will go (Florida or California, I see a warm 


place.”) On the other hand, there is ‘ 


nothing to be gained by coming back with 
a pound of coffee and five pounds of 
sugar, for which Mrs. Bandit will make 
you a charm. Nor does the tea room 
provide a penny, which, if you keep it nine 
days and then spend it, whatever you 
spend it on will bring you good luck. 
Yankee tearooms don’t believe in it. oO

the explosion — by Guru Maharaj-ji — of 
the “Peace Bomb.” 

It doesn’t get you far, in a search for the 
secret of Guru Maharaj-ji’s appeal, to 
look into his systemof beliefs. The doctrine 
is an eclectic and inconsistent blend of 
Hinduism, and Christianity. The guru is 


God; He was born in human form to offer : 


salvation — called “Liberation” — to our 
age; He has been here before as Christ, 
Bhuddha, Ramakrishna, and 
Mohammed, but this is the first time he 
has come with his “full powers.” 

According to the guru, humans are 
basically good, but have been kept 
ignorant. The reason for this, he explains, 
is because God “has created Hell and 
somebody had to go into Hell. If nobody 
went to Hell it would be useless and he 
wants that nothing should be useless of 
him so he makes Hell and sends people 
there.” 

Between cycles of death and re-birth 
people sometimes make it to Heaven. 
“But it is more useful for people to go in 
Hell than in Heaven, because in Hell 
people learn lessons and in Heaven they 
only enjoy. But in liberation they reach 
everything,” thus ending the cycle of re- 
incarnation. 

While this type of theology is not 
unique in the highly competitive world of 
gurus, Guru Maharaj-ji’s age definitely 
is, and this seems to be one of the secrets 
of his success. As one of his recent 
converts put it, “I mean, when there’s this 
14-year old kid sitting there telling you 
that He’s the source of peace in this 
world, well, this is something you've gotta 
look into.” 


Cream Pies 


Guru Maharaj-ji’s political enemies in 
India, who are trying to expose Him as a 


22-year-old in disguise, are wasting their 
time; His tastes are so completely fifteen. 
In addition to His cream pie and cherry 
bomb habits, His discourses (satsangs) 
reveal a childish fascination with 
technology. They are full of references to 
Apollo rockets, tape recorders, walkie- 
talkies, and Jumbo Jets. One of His most 
frequently quoted satsangs begins, “A 
man is like a Rolls Royce... Cute. but 
hardly the thing you would expect would 
fill American kids with religious awe. 
** * 


But to look for some compelling aspect 
of the guru’s style or theology to explain 
why so many believe in Him is really to 
miss the point. When I first decided to 
check out Guru Maharaj-ji, I went to talk 
with CarolGreenberg,a casual friend from 
a few years ago, who is now in charge of 
public relations for the guru’s Divine 
Light Mission in Concord. Listening to 
her, I began to realize that the details of 
the doctrines or rituals were not so 
important as the experience of belief in 
itself. 

“You see, I had gone through a lot of 
trips in my life,” Carol said. “I thought 
maybe painting would make me happy, or 
maybe a man, or maybe political 
solutions, but none of these things were 
whole. My mind had all these hobbies; I’d 
get off on one thing and then another, but 
I couldn’t see the connection. There was 
no one thing that could sustain me. 

Eventually I realized I couldn’t hold on 
to these things, and I came to the point 
where | wanted to find out what was 
sustaining me, so I could find stability in 
myself and wouldn’t have to depend on 
anything, or ahy external actions, to be 
happy. 

“Guru Maharaj-ji showed me the one 


current that’s at the heart of it all....It’s 
the pure consciousness which exists below 
your consciousness, below your sub- 
conscious, your intellect and emotions, 
and the things you construct. 

“Guru Maharaj-ji helps you connect 
with this energy and find the perfect 
balance we’re all looking for. You can still 
engage in external actions, but you don’t 
need them any more to survive.” 

Carol told me about the beginning of 
her own conversion. Her boyfriend, from 
whom she was separated, had become a 
devotee and started to write to her about 


the guru. 


“I was a devout atheist,” she says. “I 
completely rejected it until sometime in 
August, I woke up in the middle of the 
night and sat straight up in bed. Guru 
Maharaj-ji’s face was hanging in the air 
right in front of me, with white light fill- 
ing the whole room, and I had the most in- 
credible feeling of joy that I’ve ever ex-. 
perienced — pure joy without any 
limitation.” 

The guru has not been to visit every one 
of his followers in their bedrooms, 
although such mystical experiences are 
not uncommon. But nearly every devotee 
I spoke with expressed the same firm con- 
viction that Guru Maharaj-ji had reveal- 
ed Himself to him or her in some par- 
ticular and personal, if less spectacular, 
way. Obviously, those who don’t ex- 
perience this go elsewhere. 

I could see that the guru had done 
something for Carol. There was a com- 
posure, a sense of purpose and confidence 


I hadn’t seen in her before. It was as ifthe . 


experience of connecting up with the 
Divine Energy had freed her of some 
heavy burden. No more guilt or anxiety, or 
constant need to making choices. 


I expect she will rise fast in the Divine 
Light hierarchy. I won’t be at all surprised 
if, in a year or two, I hear from a devotee 
the same thing she told me about the 
mahatma who converted her — that she 
has begun to radiate white light.” 

The other side of this new Purpose is 
complete devotion, submergence of the 
ego, and suspension of all doubt. There is 
nothing new about this theme; it’s a cor- 
nerstone of most religions, including 
Christianity, and probably the prere- 
quisite of all mystical experience. 

But one thing the Indian-inspired 
religions, including Divine Light, have go- 
ing for them is a systematic and effective 
technique for achieving this state of ego- 
less-ness, or transcendance — yogic 
meditation. As Carol put it, “Guru 
Maharaj-ji gives us meditation — the 
Perfect Tool for achieving this Perfect 
Balance.” 

Traditional Indian yoga is much more 
than a means of exercising the body and 
focusing the mind — it’s a way of life that. 
involves the most arduous discipline. But 
it’s also true that many people, with a lit- 
tle practice, can learn to sit perfectly still, 
concentrating only on a chant or on one’s 
breathing or, if possible, on nothing at all, 
and thus to experience one’s self apart 
from all fears, desires, and ideas about 
one’s self. 

The results can range from a very 
satisfying feeling of relaxation (this is my 
level), to a profound sense of inner stabili- 
ty and well-being, to a genuine high, a 
feeling of completeness that, they tell me, 
can be experienced but not described. If 
you are the religous type, you call this 
high “unity with the Divine.” If you can 
learn to do it 24 hours a day you’ve reach- 
ed nirvana or Perfect Self-Realization and 
you, too, can be a guru. 
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“The Knowledge’”’ 


But according to guru people, this path 
is not something you can follow on your 
own. You first need some sort of chant 
(mantra) or ritual or special meditative 
technique which only Guru Maharaj-ji (or 
whoever your official Lord happens to 
be) can give you (or in many cases, sell 
you). Among the devotees of Divine Light, 
this initiation gimmick is called “the 
Knowledge.” You have to be pretty much 
convinced of the kid’s divinity before you 
may receive it — “the mahatma, or giver 
of Knowledge, weeds out those who are 
not ready” — and once you've got it, any 
good vibes you get from meditation, any 
good experiences you have, including the 
- fact that you made it through the Har- 
vard square traffic on your way to sat- 
sang, are “thanks to the Grace of Guru 
Maharaj-ji. “(Any problems, of course, 
. are a result of your own inadequacies. 
Like in any other religion.) 

The Divine Light people stress that 
their meditative technique doesn’t rely on 
a mere mantra, like in those other 
religions, nor does it involve a slow, pain- 
ful process before you get results. At 
Knowledge Sessions, initiates are given 
“special techniques for achieving” instant 
revelation,” such as pressing hard with 
two fingers on the outside corners of your 
closed eyelids, breathing deeply 
and,...presto! You see the Divine Light. 


(Try it. It works every time if you don’t 
mind the headache.) 

Other techniques revolve around con- 
trol of breathing, pressing on your ears to 
hear “Divine Music,” and curling your 
tongue back in your throat to taste the 
Divine Nectar,” (This is an old yogic trick 
that requires years of stretching the 
tongue and even cutting the skin un- 
derneath it to do it right.) Theoretically, 
as you proceed along the path toward 
perfection, you will be able to see and 
hear the light and music by means of 
meditation alone. 

It’s undoubtably true, as I can see from 
the experiences of some of my friends, 
that meditation can have a whole range of 
wonderful effects. What I don’t unders- 
tand, though, is why so many people feel 
they have to go through the whole guru 
trip, with its sexism and hierarchical 
authoritarianism, to get the benefits of 
meditation. 

Maybe one reason is that the body/- 
mind can play some pretty strange games. 
Besides the common and generally plea- 
sant experience of seeing the “White 
Light,” a lot of people, while meditating, 
go through involuntary convulsions and 
vivid hallucinations (called makye by zen 
teachers) that apparently can be pretty 
frightening if there’s nobody around to 
reassure you. 


Besides, the “‘scientific” world view we - 


learned in school fails to account for, or 


even recognize any of these common 
mystical psychological phenomena, plea- 
sant or unpleasant. So when Guru 
Maharaj-ji tells you it’s going to happen, 
and then it does happen, naturally you’re 
going to Believe. What’s more, it’s not 
easy to find the time and discipline to 
meditate daily without some kind of 
schedule, and without the positive rein- 
forcement of people around you who are 
doing it and expect you to do it, too. So 
you find a guru and join a spiritual com- 
munity. 


Quicksand 

This community of Believers, in itself, 
seems to be what a lot of Guru Maharaj- 
ji’s premies are seeking. Most of them are 
drawn from the ranks of elite college 
students and drop-outs, people who tend 
to be extremely transient; and without 
close ties to their families. 

One devotee, who was away from the 
ashram for a few weeks, explained, “I 
went back to my home town and it was 
like quicksand. I started to sink. I went to 
this party, a typical party, and somebody 
said “‘Let’s get high.’ I said, ‘At least let’s 
get high together, in a circle.’ So we did, 
with a candle in the center, and for a 
while we were really high and really 
together. I felt real good. Then somebody 
got up to get a beer, and somebody else 
put on a record, and I just wanted to 
leave. Then I got home and my mother 


wanted to know, ‘Why don’t you want to 
come down and watch TV? Don’t you 
want to be with us? Wow! I could hardly 
wait to get back to the ashram.” 

Most of the premies are ordinary 
“householders” who live on their own, 
and are supposed to express their devo- 
tion to Guru Maharaj-ji through daily 
meditation, ‘‘service’’ (good works), 
attending satsang, and, when possible, by 
contributing “green energy” to his mis- 
sion. Those who decide to devote their 
lives completely to the guru, may apply to 
live in one of the 50 Divine Light ashrams 
in the U.S. 

The Concord ashram is filled with 
altars, mass-produced Indian artifacts, 
and photos of His Holiness in all His fan- 
cy costumes. Fifteen people live there, 
pooling all their property and following a 
moderately strict monastic discipline. 

“Guru Maharaj-ji has given us a way to 
live our lives. We get up at five A.M., sing 
arti, and meditate for two hours. Then 
everybody goes out to work, say, as a 
teacher, or pushing papers in an office. 
We come home, have supper, then there’s 
satsang until 9:30. After that we 
meditate, sing arti, and go to bed,” Carol 
explained.

out the check and I admitted the check in 
the book.

Sexual Prejudice and Women’s Suffering 


Sexual prejudice is responsible for 
allowing women to suffer pain during 
their periods, pregnancy and labor, a 
recent article in the New England 
Journal of Medicine reports. 

“Although such scientific evidence 


causes, acceptance of a psychogenic 
origin has led to an irrational and in- 
effective approach to their 
management,”’ K. Jean Lennane and 
R. John Lennane write. 

“Because these conditions affect 
only women, the cloudy thinking that 
characterizes the relevant literature 
may be dueto a form of sexual pre- 
judice.” 

The article points. out that 
dysmenorrhea (painful menstrual 
periods) occurs in about 50 percent of 
‘all women; nausea during pregnancy 
affects 75 to 88 percent of all pregnant 
women, and about 85 percent of 
women in labor suffer pain. Yet these 
conditions are “commonly held to be 


as exists clearly implicates organic 


partly or wholly psychogenic, again 
without any scientific supporting 
evidence.” 

The researchers also note the origin 
of infantile colic ‘is completely un- 
‘known; however, it has been attributed 
to maternal insecurity, anxiety, ten- 
sion, and conflicts about accepting the 
feminine or maternal role. 

“Prolonged bouts of unexplained 
screaming or other antisocial behavior 
in her infant are likely to cause a 
mother anxiety; this has been reversed 
to give the theory that infantile colic is 
caused by maternal insecurity and ten- 
sion. 

“The most remarkable persistence, 
however, is of the Biblical attitude to 
pain in labor,for which the woman is 
still held morally responsible, allowing 
irrational and ineffective treatment of 
prolonged and severe pain to continue 
in the otherwise analgesia-oriented 
20th century.” 

What the researchers emphasize is 


that most doctors (male) have an 
erroneous belief in the emotional basis 
of the pain and believe that the patient 
(female) is not entitled to any symp- 
tomatic relief. ““The terms commonly 
used to describe the psychic difficulty 
— ‘neurotic’ or ‘unfeminine’ — are, to 
the laity, simply derogatory, and 
patients reluctant to be so classified 
may be unduly dependent, complai- 
sant, uncritical and ‘feminine’ in their 
behavior, and reluctant to report 
severe symptoms or failure to respond 
to treatment. 


“Tllogical, persistent and damaging 
beliefs constitute prejudice, and in 
view of the fact that all these con- 
ditions affect women, whereas the ma- 
jority of specialists and textbook 
authors are men, it is tempting to 
postulate an underlying sexual basis 
for this prejudice.” O

He 
looks unhappy and nibbles in 
silence for several minutes before 
the door to the restaurant opens 
slowly and Brenda peeks in. Brenda 
is a voluptuous 20 year old designer 
of plastic fruit for a Paris firm. Her 
black and white print summer dress 
advertises her youthful sensuality. 
Underneath her big, floppy hat, one 
can see her childish, pouting expres- 
sion. The sun through the slats 
catches her and striates her body 
with light. The whole scene has a 
softness about it; it is partially dis- 
solved in light. Brenda sees Sal at 
the table. 

Brenda (walking slowly toward the 

single table): I didn’t think anybody 

else ate at this place. 

Sal (tapping his fork on the table): 

Please sit down. 
He resumes eating, pushing 
several dishes toward her. She 
removes her hat and demurely 
unfolds her napkin, spreading it 
on her lap. Then she tastes a 
steamed fish and throws back her 
head, laughing. 

Brenda: It’s good. It really is. 

Sal: Watch out for bones. 

Brenda: I’m so hungry. 

Sal: Me too. 
They begin to eat faster, 
snatching forkfuls from different 
plates, even shyly feeding each 
other. Brenda begins to squirm in 
her seat. 

Brenda: It’s so good. 

Sal: Have some of this. 

Brenda: O.K. Just let me finish this 

cup of tea. 

Sal (throwing a soup spoon against 

the wall of the restaurant): How do 

you like it? 

Brenda (panting): With lemon. 

Sal: Me too. (He sticks a fork in the 

sugar bowl.) You know what that 

means, don’t you honey? 

Brenda: Sure I know what the fork 

in the sugar bowl means. (She 

laughs knowingly.) 

Sal: That’s a knowing laugh. How 

about some sprouts? 

Brenda: Just let me get more com- 

fortable, dear. Could you move that 

tureen a little. There. 

Sal: How’s that? 

Brenda: Fine. Just move your 

elbow over. 
She eats voraciously now, sampl- 
ing the marinated pork and other 
dishes, her fork flying. Sal is 
slumped in his chair, breathing 
heavily. 


Sal: Have you taken precautions? 
Brenda: What do you think? (She 
pulls a foil-wrapped Di-Gel and 
some dental floss from her bag.) I 
always take precautions. 

She begins to lose herself again in 

the food. Her face is smeared with 

-marinade and bits of scallion. 
Sal: You can really move. You can 
really do it. 

Brenda (snapping): What do you 
think? That this is my first meal? 
I’ve eaten with men like you before. 
Sal (breathing, swallowing hard): 
Can we change positions? 

Brenda: Sure. 

They get up and change places. 
Brenda (once seated): This is 
different. This is really different. 
But I'll get used to it. 

Sal (dropping a teaspoon on the 
floor): Take some quick-fried 
chicken. 

Brenda: Thanks, dear. (She looks 
across the table at Sal.) You seem so 
remote. Is something wrong? 

Sal: Maybe we’re going too fast. 
Maybe we should .. . 

Brenda: No! Faster, faster. 

She begins to writhe with delight 

as she pushes a bowl of canned 

Lychee nuts at him. 

Brenda: Eat these quick! 
He wolfs them, the juice running 
from his mouth. Brenda holds on 
fast to the edges of the table. 
When Sal finishes the Lychee 
nuts, he drops his spoon. Brenda 
wails. 
Brenda (wailing): It’s so good. 
Sal: It was wonderful, honey. How 
long do you think we can go on like 
this? 
Brenda: We’ve only started. I 
haven’t even tasted the hoisin sauce

yet. (She dips her little finger in it 
and licks it off.) I didn’t realize I 
could eat so much. 
Sal: (beaming): Neither did I. 
Brenda: It’s the kind of food you get 
only once in a lifetime. If you’re 
lucky. | was wrong about you. I’ve 
never eaten like this before. 
Sal: Nor me, baby. There aren’t 
many restaurants like this around 
anymore. 
Brenda: After a meal like this, all 
the rest just won’t be the same. 
Sal: (reaching across and putting a 
spoonful of bean curd in her mouth): 
Here. 
Brenda (whimpering): Honey. 

Sal begins to withdraw the spoon. 
Brenda: Don’t take it out yet, 
please. 


Act Two 


Scene: Same Korean restaurant. 
Next afternoon. Sun through slats. 
Sal, in a Chemise Lacoste open at 
the neck, is sitting alone at the 
table, which is increasingly covered 
with soiled dishes and crumpled 


- napkins as the play progresses. 


Brenda bursts into the restaurant 
and sits down, her brown and yellow 
ochre print dress slightly rumpled. 


Brenda (breathlessly): We can’t go 
on eating like this. 

Sal: Maybe we should send out. 
Brenda: I don’t know if that will 
work. I want something more. I want 
so much more. 

Sal: But we have so much right 
now. 

Brenda (stammering): I want .. . I 
want... 

Sal: What do you want? 

Brenda: I want . . . I want our own 


dining room! We simply can’t go on 
here. 

Sal (studying her): There’s 
something else, isn’t there? 
Brenda (hesitantly): Yes. 

Sal: What? 

‘Brenda: I have a boy friend. 

Sal: Does he know we eat here? 
Brenda: No, he takes all his meals 
down the street at Alfredo’s. He 
knows nothing about this place. 
Sal: Any chance we’ll run into him? 
Brenda (taking two half- 
grapefruits, already sectioned and 
garnished, out of her bag): Not if we 
wear these half grapefruits on our 
heads when we leave. 

Sal (laughing): What’ll we do with 
the maraschino cherries? 

Brenda: We better eat them here. 
(She smiles at him.) You won’t leave 
me, will you? 

Sal: Of course not, honey. 
Brenda: I don’t want to ever have to 
eat alone. 

Sal: I know. 

Brenda: Don’t you feel sorry for 
people who have to eat alone? 

Sal: Sorry? 
Brenda: Oh yes. I think it’s so sad 
to eat alone. 

Sal: Since my wife died, I’ve eaten 
alone a lot. 

Brenda: But don’t you feel guilty? I 
mean I was taught never to do it 
alone. 


Act Three 


Scene: Same restaurant, next day. 
Sun through slats. Sal and Brenda 
at their table, listless. Brenda, 
slumped in her chair, takes one long, 
white arm and lazily: reaches for a 
plate of almond cake. As she puts a 
piece to her mouth, Sal grabs it out 
of her hand and throws it angrily 
against the far wall. 


Brenda (shocked): What’s that 
for!? 

Sal (bitterly): You can’t have your 
cake and eat it too. 

Brenda: I’ve heard that one before. 
Sal: Yeah, and I bet you’ve heard 
this one before too. 

Brenda: Which one? 

Sal: You’re a sweet person, but I’ve 
had it. I can’t take it anymore. This 
just won’t work. 

Brenda (sitting up, pale): You’re 
kidding, I hope. 

Sal: I’m dead serious. | 

Brenda: You mean... you mean 
you're not going to eat with me 
anymore? 

Sal (vindictively): This whole meal 
has left a bad taste in my mouth.

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Film: Horse Feathers

The preview audience watching Lolly- 
Madonna XXX last week seemed to be 
enjoying itself most of the way through 
until, heading into the climax, a peculiar 
thing happened: Somebody shot 
somebody else onscreen. In the theater 
there was a sudden rash of giggling, 
signaling the rupture of this particular 
crowd's credibility barrier. The remaining 
ten minutes of the film were just plain sil- 
ly in the most serious, self-important way, 


and it really was a shame. Whatever it, 


was that director Richard Sarafian had 
spent the better part of the picture trying 
to establish, it was too substantial to be so 
easily squandered. 


Up until that breaking point, Lolly- 
Madonna XXX does an interesting 
balancing act between the family-portrait 
and family-feud modes, and the 
audience’s reaction to the film’s finally 
opting for the latter genre (the story’s 
original title, The Lolly-Madonna War, 
pretty much gave its priorities away) is 
proof that Sarafian and the film’s two co- 
scenarists made the absolute wrong 
choice. Their whole project is a curious 
study in lost possibilities — the film could 
have successfully dealt with either one of 
the two situatiuns it sets up, but its mess 
of a finale is a good example of why oil 
(the families’ inherent personalizing of 
the film) won’t go with water (the absurd 
warlike impersonality their feud is sup- 
posed to have created). The picture also 
could have had a less precious, more 
pronounceable title. And it certainly 
could have been made without Rod 
Steiger, who is to mountain men what 
Vince Edwards once was to the medical 
profession. 


A young orphan girl is sitting at a 
backwoods bus stop when two good old 
boys come swooping down in their pickup 
truck and, without a intelligible word, 
cart her away. These two are members of 
the Feather clan, which includes such 
notables as Hawk, Finch, Thrush and 
Skylar, and they have filched the orphan 
because they think she’s Lolly-Madonna, 
mail-order fiance of one of the neighbor- 
ing Gutshalls. The Feathers and the 
Gutshalls hate each other now, but they 
used to be friends until their respective 
Daddies (Steiger and Robert Ryan) 
started scrapping over some meadow 
land. As for Lolly-Madonna, she isn’t 
anyone at all — just a name the Gutshalls 
made up and planted on a fake postcard, 
as part of a plot to lure the Feather boys 
away from their still. The Gutshalls have 


a television set, which is probably how 
they come up with such things. 

Most of the film works at differen- 
tiating the dozen or so characters whom 
the first five minutes have introduced. 


And, given the unifying drabness of the © 


locale, and the heavy emphasis on grime 
in Philip Lathrop’s camerawork here, the 
task of sorting them all out is more com- 
plicated than it might sound. Sarafian et 
al. wind up with characters who combine 
equal parts of mock-Faulkner resonance 
and flat-out cliche: Zack Feather (Jeff 
Bridges) is a prisoner of his love for a dead 
wife; Daddy Feather hasn’t been the same 
since the girl’s accident. Thrush Feather 
is still laboring under the guilt of having 
trained the horse who generated the 
tragedy. Finch is a mental defective, the 
muddled by-product of too much physical 
and psychic in-breeding. Ludie Gutshall 
has been scarred by the experience of war. 
Pa Gutshall is a misguided moralist and, 
as for Ma, she still hasn’t gotten over the 
trauma of her wedding night, some thrity 
years previous. 

The case for dismissing all this as the 
worst kind of nonsense is probably a 
strong one, and it could certainly be 
enhanced by any description of what 
these characters have to endure in the 
name of plot. But Sarafian manages, for 
the most part, to elicit the kinds of perfor- 
mances that make the whole thing far less 
ridiculous than it could have been. The 
Feather boys, especially, are all much 
better played than they have any right to 
be, and Jeff Bridges once again proves 
himself to be the most charismatic young 
actor around: he’s loose, funny, sexy, and 
always an engaging natural. He does a 
surprising job with one of the film’s least 
promising roles, what with the various 
wife-and-horse slow motion flashbacks 
he’s made to dream his way through. 
Bridges’ Zack might have provided an in- 
teresting narrative viewpoint, which is 
one of the major things lacking. As it is, 
the picture starts with a few inklings of 
the ominous from the orphan girl, then 
lapses into dramatic anonymity. 

All in all, Sarafian has managed to turn 
much of the film against its own 
monumental absurdities, making of it 
fairly strong stuff: His methods can 
sometimes be rather obvious, as with his 
heavy reliance on superfluous gore. But if. 
this film (his third) is any evidence, he 
does know how to get what he wants from 
actors, and also how to develop a 
metronome packing that’s as deliberate 
as a time-bomb, even if there’s nothing 
much for it to lead up to. He also knows 
that even such bankrupt stereotypes as 
he’s working with here needn’t necessarily 
feel like the cliches they probably are. In 
any case, he’s certainly promising, and 
maybe he isn’t even as poor a judge of 
material as Lolly-Madonna XXX might 
make him appear. At least it gave him a 
dozen actors to work with. His last project 
was Man In The Wilderness, and all he 
had there was Richard Harris and a 
bear.O

Black Caesar is Americandnternational

answer to The Godfather — or, at least, 
that’s the pitch behind the ads. It’s un- 
necessary to point out that Larry Cohen, 
who produced, directed and wrote Black 
Caesar, is no Francis Ford Copolla — 
why, judging from the sensibility of the 
film, I doubt that he’s even black. But the 
idea of a black Godfather was inevitable, 
and admittedly you may derive some 
amusement from the movie _ in recogniz- 
ing what’s been stolen — although even 
that amusement is brief, since this can- 
nibal of a picture has practically eaten 
scenes whole. There’s the restaurant se- 
quence and the big Italian feast (backed 
by a theme that sounds like the version 
Nino Rota discarded) and, standing in for 
the horse’s head in John Marley’s bed, 
there’s a human ear in a plate of spaghet- 
ti. 

Aside from the stolen scenes, there are 
the American-International trademarks 


— excessive violence and a soundtrack 
suffocating with swear words that nobody 
in the cast seems to be able to read 
properly. Awkward cursing may be rare 
on the screen, but American-~ 
International seems to have a monopoly. 
And there are the trademarks of violent 
black films — excessive violence, a beef- 
cake hero (Fred Williamson) and the 
usual loaded cast of characters. Every se- 
cond word that falls out of a white mouth 
is a pejorative term for “black,” and the 
villain, a slimy Irish cop (Art Lund), 
shoves a shoeshine kit at Williamson and 
forces him at gunpoint to make use of it. 
The black hero isn’t much more appeal- 
ing, but there’s some talk of his represen- 
ting Harlem (and dumping Harlem gar- 
bage in white neighborhoods) and the 
black people seem to be behind him — 
although logic tells us that by organizing 
black rackets he’s strangling those people. 
Fred Williamson has in the past shown 
signs of a comic talent, but he apparently 
didn’t see the joke in this movie. There is 
something funny about the way he reads 
his lines, but that isn’t the sort of comedy

Samuel Goldwyn, nee Goldfish, 
represents the closest thing Hollywood 
had to a Tradition of Quality: a respec- 
table, middle-brow, literary cinema that 
specialized in trumpeting its own intellec- 
tual credentials past credulity. But un- 
like, say, Alexander Korda in England, or 
Marcel Carne in France, Goldwyn 
produced his pictures solidly within the 
Hollywood tradition and so, more often 
than not, they were lively, fluid, and per- 
tinent in a way the artsier productions 
never were (such as those of his studio 
head, Irving Tahlberg). 

Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer, more than other 
studios, always had its own particular 
look, so that a steady moviegoer could in- 
variably spot its product — by dint of the 
upper-class sets, the attention to chic 
costuming, even by the style of acting 
(which was very la-dee-dah next to the 
crackling at Paramount and the razz at 
Warner's). With characteristic tinsel- 
town modesty, Goldwyn eagerly 
proclaimed “authorship” of his films — 
when some naive swain asked him about 
“William Wyler’s Wuthering Heights,” 
Goldwyn snapped, “J made Wuthering 
Heights. Wyler only directed the pic- 
ture.” 

Still, most of the solid artistic 
achievements of Goldwyn can be laid at 
Wyler’s door and, accordingly, six of ten 
films selected by the Orson Welles for its 
current Goldwyn retrospective are by 
Wyler. Wyler exemplifies Hollywood 
professionalism at its finest, faltering only 
in the impersonality of his treatment. 
Thus, Wuthering Heights (1939), featur- 
ing a brooding Olivier as Heathcliff and 
,an emotionally pallid Merle Oberon as 
Cathy, is appropriately atmospheric 
though lacking in passion. Wyler does 
better with Lillian Hellman’s The Little 
Foxes (1941), sporting a superlative cast 
— Bette Davis, Herbert Marshall, Dan 
Duryea, Teresa Wright and especially 
Patricia Collinge. Wyler’s placement of 
his actors within a deep-focus frame rival-

In the 
long run, however, Wyler’s innovations 
appear more rhetorical than expressive. 
Along with The Little Foxes, Wyler- 
Goldwyn’s official classic is The Best 
Years of Our Lives (1946), a moving and 
well-observed story of returning vets and 
one of the biggest hits in motion-picture 


history to that date. The film unfor- 
tunately compromises on nearly every 
issue, but it is a telling document about 
its time, well worth seeing if you’re men- 


tally prepared for the cop-outs. As for the. 


other Wylers, Dead End (1937) is a good 
version of the stage play that made stars 
of the Bowery Boys, and features 


Humphrey Bogart in his best role of the 
30’s. The Westerner (1940) is generally 
staid, except for Gary Cooper’s genuine 
laconic presence, and the remarkable 
hellfire Judge Roy Bean of Walter Bren- 
nan, who is the film’s real star. Dodsworth 
(1936), a Sinclair Lewis adaptation which 
I have not seen, was the first film to place 
Wyler in a position of prominence, since it 
was his first of ten Oscar nominations 
(he’s won three). It stars Walter Huston, 
Mary Astor, Paul Lukas and David 
Niven. I expect it to be as the others are, 
limited but very much worth seeing 
anyway. 

The other Goldwyns are more variable 
in quality than the reliable Wylers. Leo 
McCarey’s Kid from Spain showcases Ed- 
die Cantor and Busby Berkeley numbers, 
and Guys and Dolls labors under odd 
casting and over-production, but its 
charm remains irresistible under Joseph 
L. Mankiewicz’s direction. The Secret 
Life of Walter Mitty, a Danny Kaye vehi- 
cle, is one of his best, which for many isn’t 
good enough. Norman McLeod directed 
lamely, though Kaye’s incredible patter- 
numbers stand by themselves. Finally, 
The Bishop’s Wife, which was nominated 
for the best film of 1947, stars Cary Grant 
as a visiting angel; I say it’s spinach and 
to hell with it. 


Shakespeare at Park Square 


The Park Square Movie House, in 
Boston, is devoting its March schedule to 
what it calls “Shakespeare and Com- 
pany,” and while the management is 
offering the Bard some strange 
bedfellows, he would hardly object to 
what is being served up in his name: D.H. 
Lawrence, Oscar Wilde, Agatha Christie, 
and Albert Camus. Most of the 
Shakespeare films are towards month’s 
end, and there is a special ticket available 
for all six of them. 

The Shakespeare films do represent the 
gamut of film modes of adaptations, from 
the reverential Thalberg rendition of

Romeo and Juliet (1936, George Cukor 
directing Leslie Howard and Norma 
Shearer, with John Barrymore’s Mercutio 
and Basil Rathbone’s Tybalt easily steal- 
ing honors) to the icy Peter Brook inter- 
pretation of King Lear (1971, with Paul 
Scofield, Alan Webb, and the late Jack 
MacGowan). Olivier’s definitive Hamlet 
(1948) and Henry V (1946) are on the 
schedule, both eminently unmissable and 
both in better quality prints than the 
chewed-up warhorses that showed in art- 
houses throughout the fifties and sixties. 
Mankiewicz’s Julius Caesar is highlighted 
by a capable Brutus (James Mason), a 
brilliant Cassius (Gielgud making the 
most of his limpid body and dulcet voice), 
and Brando as a self-serious Antony. The 
acting provides a consistent interpreta- 
tion of the play that is more ironic than 
usual. Surprisingly, Edmond O’Brien’s 
Brooklyn Casca is in many ways the 
revelation of the show. The selection is 
rounded out be Welles’ Macbeth, shot in 
three weeks on the Republic Studios 
Western set, allegedly in medieval Scot- 
tish, which Welles agreed to redub into 
more comprehensible English. 

However, the most enlightened 
program touch at the Park Square in- 
volves not an Avon original but Jack Ben- 
ny. Ernst Lubitsch’s To Be or Not to Be 
(1942), about a troupe of Polish hams who 
use their theatrical skills to outwit the 
Nazis, is one of the most brilliant of all 
American movies and without doubt the 
pick of the month. The film is a unique, 
offbeat masterpiece, perhaps the closest 
the movies have come to a comic cathar- 
sis. Carole Lombard is radiant in her last 
screen appearance. Shakespeare would. 
have adored it. O

Films that deal with blatantly 
‘“‘political’’ material are frequently 
frustrating when it turns out that they are 
not interested in “politics” at all. Such a 
film is Losey’s story of the assassination of 
Trotsky — a_ perplexing, curiously in- 
substantial film that nags far more at the 
psyche than the mind, For Losey is 
relatively disinterested in the substance 
of Trotsky’s thought, oreven in the nature 
of his conflict with Stalin. Instead, he is 
obsessed with delineating the kind of man 
who would kill Trotsky, as incarnated by 
a moody Alain Delon. 

Delon’s Frank Jacson, a man without 
identity verges on breakdown, afraid to 
strike Trotsky down, yet meticulously set- 
ting up the final confrontation. He sits on 
his dingy hotel bed while Trotsky’s 
secretary, Romy Schneider, desperately 
tries to animate him. Every decaying 
detail in the surrounding Mexican 
architecture accuses Delon of his in- 
significance and so implicates his destiny 
with the great Trotsky. The film in- 
creasingly adopts the mad attitude of Jac- 
son, even seeing Trotsky as a bull in the 
ring, thrashing about furiously but con- 
demned to die as part of a grotesque 
ritual. 

Burton plays Trotsky with a nice touch 
of self-irony, but in many ways he is a 


shallow creature caught in an endless, 
pointless round of listening to his own dic- 


taphone discourses. He remarks, near the 


beginning of the film, that “a revolution 
only happens when there is no other way 
out,..it is an excess of history.” Losey ap- 
propriates Trotsky’s overtly political 
observations and uses them as the 
framework for his own murky psy- 
chodrama. 


Losey’s visual sense is customarily in- . 


tricate, although here it is less rich than 
usual. His method derives from a 
thoroughly cinematic absorption of 
Brecht (whose work Losey directed in the 
forties), but the technique is overly sub- 
sumed, as if the artist has already chewed 
up the scenery to make the decor easier 
for audiences to digest. 

All of which makes Trotsky un- 
satisfying. Without Pinter’s scripts, 
Losey’s style tends toward the decadent 
and disreputable. And that is the greatest 
interest in the film: how it works, through 
its distancing, to evoke the suffering of a 
soul in agony over its progressive dissolu- 
tion. At the end Delon answers a 
prosecutor’s question, “Who are you?” 
with “I killed Trotsky,” his identity final- 
ly established for the ages, his destiny the 
product of his collapse. oO

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Dolling for Beefheart

The triple bill, that relic of the days of 
the Fillmore (East and West) was revived 
last Sunday night at the Orpheum 
Theater, but it would be a mistake to 
think that the promoters of the affair had 
either altruism or nostalgia in mind. 
Neither the New York Dolls, Larry 
Coryell and Foreplay, or Captain 
Beefheart and the Magic Band are par- 
ticularly strong commercially which, of 
course, may be to their credit. The three 
groups together did not totally fill the 
Orpheum, a hall that is little more than 
half the size of the Music Hall, which 
itself is about one-quarter of the size of 
the Boston Garden. Given the fact that 
Neil Young had, two weeks earlier, filled 
the Garden for one show and the Music 
Hall for two, the Orpheum triple bill was 
definitely an underground event, for 
cognescenti of one sort or another. 

It was precisely because the concert 
featured two groups who appeal to 
musically sophisticated audiences that 
the New York Dolls were so out of place. 
Spawned in a lower Manhattan hangout 
for droogs called the Mercer Arts Center 
that looks disturbingly similar to the milk 
bar in “A Clockwork Orange,” the Dolls 
are elegantly coiffed, high-heeled 
youngsters who major in pose and minor 
in music. The promoters must have 
assumed that the Dolls and Captain 
Beefheart were equally freaky and 
therefore compatible and — who knows?

— perhaps they thought Foreplay, by vir- 
tue of its complex music, was a freaky act, 


The Dolls, with their gaudy, electric 
costumes and extravagant, bouffant hair- 
dos (the bass player stage right looked 
very much like an overgrown blond stan- 
dard poodle) looked great, better even 
than Alice Cooper or T. Rex. As the 
musicians (I use the term in its broadest 
sense) in the band ground out disturbing- 
ly loud quasi-Stones mush, the sleek, 
slim-hipped, believably effeminate lead 
singer shouted unintelligible lyrics into 
the mike, boldly facing down the im- 
mediately hostile audience. During songs 
with names like “Looking For A Kiss,” 
“Bad Girl” and “Frankenstein,” the lead 
guitarist, a dead ringer for the Stones’ 
Keith Richards, struck a variety of 
Richards-inspired poses — sometimes ten 
poses for one sustained note — and played 
extraordinarily simplistic leads. 

By the fifth song the audience was up in 
arms, shouting to the Dolls to leave the 
stage, and it was at this point, I believe, 


lead singer dedicated the self- 
congratulatory “Frankenstein” to “‘all the 
tacky kids in the audience,” I began to 
realize that the Dolls, in their own way, 
are expressing the frustrations and 
rebellion of kids in much the same way 
the Stones did under a decade ago. Of 
course they’re musically inept and it is

impossible to know whether they will ever 
be any good, but any band that could re- 
tain its pride and even arrogance in the 
face of mass abuse must have something 
going for it. Alice Cooper is much older 
and is consciously exploiting the sick rage 
of the ‘“‘tacky kids” of the quaaludegenera- 
tion. The Dolls, however, are the real 
thing, and they are proud of it. To recycle 
a quote Randy Newman is supposed to 
have made about Yoko Ono, “‘they may 
be dumb but they’re tough.” 


Coryell’s Foreplay 


Larry Coryell and Foreplay are certain- 
ly not dumb but they do seem to be get- 
ting a little tougher. The band, which in- 
cludes keyboard-moog wizard Mike 
Mandel, drummer Harry Wilkerson, bass 
guitarist Mervin Bronson, soprano sax- 
ophonist Steve Marcus and Coryell on 
guitar, has been together now for quite 
some time, more time than is usual for a 
jazz band. They must be getting tired of 
playing for jazz audiences in little clubs 
(read: they must be getting hungry) 
because they bent over backwards to 
please what they assumed to be a rock 
audience at the Orpheum. Coryell sang 
(something I have not seen him do in a 
while) and his imporvisations leaned 
more towards blues and funky chordings

Boston Premiere of Carter's Third Quartet 


By David Moran 


The most exciting aspect of most 
aesthetic experiences is, for me, what 
must be labeled the perception of 
simultaneous multiplicity — an unhappy 
phrase that denotes, obviously, the condi- 
tion of a lot of things going on at once. 
Whether it’s from a Bach fugue or the 
Allman Brothers jamming, a Shakespeare 
sonnet or a Thomas Mann novel, a 
Stanley. Kubrick film or a Henry Moore 
sculpture, the impression of many equally 
- important levels at work can be thrilling, 
especially when the events therein are 


subtle, and real digging is required for one — 


to take them all in. 

The occasion of these ruminations is 
the recent Boston premiere of the Third 
String Quartet of Elliott Carter, the im- 
portant, internationally known American 
composer who lives in New York City 
(where he was born in 1908). This work 
was completed at the end of 1971, but 
received its world premiere in New York 
only some six weeks ago, in a performance 
by the Juilliard Quartet at Alice Tully 
Hall. All the musical world was there, 
and the event was one of the most widely 
reported and lauded musical happenings 
of the last decade or two. 

Likewise in Boston on Fobrusty 16th: 
the Juilliard brought their new work with 
them to Sanders Theatre at Harvard, to 
give a free concert (under the auspices of 
the Fromm Foundation). The place was 
packed long before performance time, and 
several hundred music-lovers had to be 
turned away. The composer himself was 
present, as he had been in New York. 

Elliott Carter is generally conceded to 
be a kind of musical dramatist, in the 
sense that he gives instruments, voices 
and orchestral sections parts and 
characters of their very own — and then 
makes a highly complicated musical play 
for them to enact. The listener (to change 
the metaphor) is at a large, noisy, in- 
teresting party; he may respond to the 
musical conversation almost as he 
chooses. 

The works that previously exhibited 
this interplay at its most complex are 
Carter’s two previous string quartets, the 
Concerto for Orchestra, and the Double 
Concerto. The new Third Quartet has the 
players divided into Duo I and Duo II, 
violin with viola and violin with ’cello 
respectively. ‘The former duo play with 
rubato, the latter in strict time; the 
former have four movements to play in 
irregular order, with repeats, and the latter 
have six. The ten movements, which are 
played alone or in combination (giving a 
total of 34 possibilities, all realized in the 
work’s twenty minutes) vary greatly in 
rhythm, dynamics, tempi, intervals and 
nearly everything else, including string 
player techniques, as far as I could tell. 
Until the end of the piece, there is little 
interaction between the movements, and 


because of (or in spite of) this, the work is 
complexity incarnate. I can’t imagine it in 
a recording — the visual element was so 
important at the Sanders Theatre concert 


— but I hope anyway that it is recorded © 


very soon, by the Juilliard or, preferably, 
the Yale, if they’re still together. 

An excellent blueprint for this piece is 
available in the February 3rd New 
Yorker, by Andrew Porter; even better, 
done of course by Michael Steinberg, is a 
blueprint, narrative explanation (guided 
tour) and handy-dandy movement list 
that appears in the February 11th Sunday 
Globe. Persons interested in Carter 
generally are directed to those two articles 
as well as to recent pieces in the February 
19th Nation (by David Hamilton) and the 
February 22nd New York Review of Books 
(by Charles Rosen). 

I found the Carter Third Quartet 
terrifically stimulating. The piece con- 
tains many lovely moments; the Juilliard 
played it all, even the roughest spots, 
brilliantly. When I listened hard I nearly 
sprained my ears and brain; but even the 
casual listener would have to be struck by 
the music’s force and precision. The 
Third Quartet will become a classic; 
questions of immortality aside, it is brutal 
yet satisfying. Carter seems to be the 
composer most likely to inherit the ad- 
miration accorded Stravinsky (who said 
music should be admired, not enjoyed) if 
only for the rigourous cerebrality of his 
sonic fictions. But Carter writes music of 
considerable expressive content, too. In 
an odd way, he’s like Dickens in that his 
multiplicity is no more or less difficult, no 
more or less deep, than that of modern life 
itself. 


Two Sides of Bartok’s Sixth 


The Juilliard opened their program 
with Charles Ives’s Second Quartet 
(1913). Ives is another dramatist, and the 
movements of this work proceed from 
“Discussions” to “Arguments,” and 
beyond; from garrulous voices debating 
the Civil War (and other topics) to thick, 
dissonant homophony, to hymn. The 
Juilliard virtually own this piece in our 
time, and their interpretation at Sanders, 
though a mite humorless, was impec- 
cable. After the Carter premiere (a foolish 
position for any piece to be put in), Bar- 
tok’s sixth and last quartet (1939) con- 
cluded the evening. It is yet another 
profound work, full of late Beethoven-like 
noises and rhythms. The viola’s opening 
mournful line, repeated in some way at 
the beginning of each movement (and 
elsewhere) recalls for this listener the 
beginning of Ludwig van’s Opus 131. The 
second movement has the rhythms of the 
Grosse Fuge throughout; the final move- 
ment displays, as | heard it, some of the 
anguish, textures and driven voicings of 


Elliott Carter 


Opus 132. The Juilliard played the Sixth 
as bitingly as they do in their definitive 
recording of it (the more recent, stereo 
version), though since Carter’s notes were 
still swirling about it’s hard to judge 
precisely. It was a most draining evening. 
One week later, after everyone had 
aurally and intellectually recuperated, 
Boston had the luck to hear America’s 
other top-rank, well-known and widely 
recorded string quartet, the Guarneri — 
who also had programmed Bartok’s Six- 
th! What a difference in interpretation: 
the quartet became light and lucid, more 
dramatic and musical, its burrs all buffed 
off. I favor the Juilliard; the Guarneri’s 
approach, to be sure, has many points to 
recommend it, but it bored me. I do know, 
from talking to Bartok’s friend and ad- 
viser on string matters, Professor Rudolf 
Kolisch of the New England Conservatory 
(and to whose 1930’s ensemble the Sixth 
Quartet is, I believe, dedicated), that Bar- 
tok probably did not want the abrupt 
treatment (especially ‘cellist David 
Soyer’s impolitely brisk arpeggios) that 
the Guarneri gave to the piece’s delicately 
fading close. First violinist Arnold 
Steinhardt, who clenches his teeth when 
he plays (to keep, it would appear, from 
singing), and Soyer also made a few mis- 
takes in the work’s tougher moments. 


The Guarneri opened with 
Mendelssohn's E minor quartet (Opus 44, 
number 2). This piece received the 
group's lushest tone and spriest pulses, 
but Mendelssohn almost always makes 
his points twice, if not more often, and in 
the absence of any really tumultuous, out- 
pouring melodies, | found myself leaving 
the music and musing on whether the 
dozen speakers behind Symphony Hall's 
organ pedal pipes are Advents or AR-5s. 


The Celebrity Series recital closed with 
Dvorak’s piano quintet (A major, Opus 
81); the pianist was the great Rudolf Serk- 
in, mentor to the Guarneri, and friend 
and frequent accompanist of the 
Guarneri’s model, the Budapest. Serkin 
played with his usual vigor, though a few 
notes were flubbed, and the Guarneri 
thought they were at a hoe-down. The five 
together took enormous bites out of the 
piece, and soon, despite its Brahmsian 
size and passion, they had wolfed it down. 
(Quite a contrast to the Guarneri recor- 
ding, with Rubinstein, of the work). Each 
movement of the quintet is like a small, 
whole piece by itself (the Dumka andante 
— a dumka being a Czech dance — 
sounds at times like “Heart and Soul’), 
but the pace at which everything was 
taken (with marvelous ensemble work) 
made it fly by. I loved it. Incidentally, the 
Guarneri look like Gothic types out of a 
Ken Russell film, which clashed nicely 
with Serkin’s usual angel-in-baggy-pants 
image. Also, the Guarneri wear tails, the 
Juilliard dark suits — perhaps therein lies 
the difference in attitude toward Bartok? 


Other Worthy Items 


Joseph Payne is a Boston harpsichor- 
dist, organist and Baroque scholar, and 
will be playing Bach’s ‘‘Goldberg” 
Variations on the harpsichord at MIT's 
Kresge Auditorium, March 12th at 8. This 
work is performed rarely in its entirety. 
Payne’s scholarship appears sound (1 
have been hearing him talk on WGBH- 
FM recently) and His Bach playing 
ranges from jerky and fast (a la Anthony 
“Speedo” Newman) to more regular, but 
oe fleet. His concert should be rewar- 

ing. 


WCRB is having its Boston Symphony 
Marathon, March 8-12, and this should 
be patronized. The BSO is one of our 
prime cultural resources, and if you’ve 
ever lived in another town you know how 
much free music over the air they give to 
us all, without hassle. Sure, they can play 
very badly indeed — we all know that — 
but no other city of music-lovers in this 
country has it so good. And of course 
there’s the plight of WGBH, which has 
been screwed royally ade the government, 
so help them, too.

“And now, our girl singer Tequila will 
step to the mike and ask the musical 
question ‘What’cha Gonna Do Today?’ ” 
Don’t be surprised if the likes of the above 
announcement comes wafting over the 
airwaves soon, for as surely as we are 
blessed again with the remote broadcast 
we are also witnessing the return of the 
band singer. The desire for more direct 
communication with the audience, an ap- 
preciation of contemporary rock, a bid for 
economic success (or simply survival), all 
lead such proficient instrumentalists as 
‘Corea, Ayers and Williams to mold their 
‘bands around the voice. Given their con- 
tractual affiliation, the trend may 
become known as “Polydor Jazz.” 

Return to Forever, Corea’s group of the 
past several months, shows the best 
likelihood of prolonged success with the 
audience that has responded to these 
musicians in ‘he past, the jazz fans. 
Corea’s purpose_in jettisoning the more 
adventurous sounds of his quartet Circle 


was to find a music that would speak 
more directly to more listeners. He has 
not merely written songs and hired ‘a 
singer, however; instead, a base of 
accessibility (Latin rhythms) and a singer 
whose style grows directly upon that base 
(Brazilian. Flora Purim) were selected. 
Together with Stanley Clarke, Airto 
Moreira and, for this recording, Joe 
Farrell, Corea and Ms. Purim make a dis- 
tinctly light and optimistic music. The 
singer, whose vocal delivery suggests an 
Astrud Gilberto with twice the range, is 
featured on three of the six tunes. She at- 
tacks these tracks with the kind of 
freewheeling happiness that characterizes 
the rhythm section work of Airto (Who 
plays conventional drums only, and quite 
well) and the outstanding Clarke. This 
joyful attitude is rare on a jazz date, and 
while the music does lose some of its edge 
in its efforts to “communicate,” Farrell 
and especially Corea are still able to get 
off some substantial solos. Through the 
gentle environment, two of today’s most 
important jazzmen, Corea and Clarke, 
still have the opportunity to cook. Return 
to Forever deserves to be viewed as a well- 
considered shift as opposed to a sell-out. 

The situation is different with Ubiqui- 
ty, vibist Roy Ayers’ group, for it is 
shooting more obviously at the commer- 
cial pop-soul market. Ayers is still picking 
up on the hits of others (‘‘Ain’t No 
Sunshine,” “Day Dreaming,” “Papa was 
a Rolling Stone’’) and still allows himself 
to carry the major vocal assignment. 
Ubiquity might find greater success with 
a stronger singer, but Ayers’ insistence on 
singing .is less a problem of ego than a 
realization that the groove is of prime im- 
portance in this situation. The original 
tunes aren’t very memorable either, with 
lyrics the likes of “Red, black and green/if 
you think about it, you'll know what I 
mean,” but the groove is ever present. 
Still, this is the most enjoyable of Ubi- 
quity’s three recordings, if only for Ayers’ 
re-energized vibes work and brief 
moments by guests Charles Tolliver and 
Sonny Fortune.

what Tony Williams has recorded since 
leaving Miles Davis, it is a music unto 
itself. I doubt that much of an audience 
exists for this edition of Lifetime: the jazz 
fans will find the lyrics too weird and de- 
mand more solos, while the rock fans will 
find the lyrics too weird and demand 
guitars. I find this music odd as hell but 
fascinating, tightly constructed and 
flawlessly executed by both the band 
and the folks at Intermedia who did the 
recording. To approach this music, the 
listener must realize that Tony Williams, 
who can bash those skins as well as 
anybody, is also a difficult and slightly 
outrageous composer. He has at least co- 
authored all of the music, and all of the 
arrangements are his. The sizable 
demands of Tony’s vision are well met by 
Webster Lewis and David Horowitz on 
a variety of keyboards, another super- 
fluent bassist named Herb Bushler, 
Tony’s dad Tillmon Williams on oc- 
casional tenor, and a vocalist identified 
simply as Tequila. Her delivery is 
aggressive, and she can express a variety 
of moods; with an Atlantic coritact 
already in hand, I wouldn’t be sur- 
prised if Tequila makes her mark. I doubt 
if she’ll do it via Bum’s Rush, however, for 
in the end the music is too introverted, too 
private. The listener is kept at a distance 
during even the most striking moments, 
while the individuals in the band never 
get the opportunity to put enough of 
themselves into these unusual pieces. 
Tony seems capable of doing so much 
more without a vocalist, but then I’ve 
always preferred the instrumental over 
the vocal. 

Except in rare cases. One such case is 
Mose Allison, and while we’re on the sub- 
ject of singers I can’t avoid mentioning 
that Prestige has just repackaged Mose 
Allison Sings. The backwoods charm of 
Allison’s vocal delivery is perfectly 
matched by his choice of material from 
such masters as Ellington, Willie Dixon, 
Percy Mayfield, Ray Charles and Sonny 
Boy Williamson. I’ve always found the 
Allison piano quirky but uninvolving, and 
maintained that Mose is best appreciated 
vocally and in small doses. So if you want 
to hear infectious singing, try Seventh 
Son. Of all the records here, it’s the only

The docile beats that stoke this cuppa 
tea sometimes leave me wondering what 
we Kultists have been eating our hearts 
out for. The boys may be innocent of this 
release, but no Kinks track has ever sunk 
to the stale tedium of ‘“‘Mr. Songbird” or 
“Pictures In The Sand.” “Plastic Man” is 
automatic and hasty, and ‘Rosemary 
Rose,” “Till Death Do Us Part” and 
“There Is No Life Without Love”’ are just 
thin, with but a few streaks of brilliance. 
It really hurts to cite half an album of dis- 
orienting chaff, even — hell, especially — 
if they’re old tapes Warner Bros. is 
capitalizing on, 

What’s more — let a hundred flowers 


_bloom — one has to take seriously John 


Mendelsohn’s coy but heartfelt indict- 
ment of Ray’s songwriting in the new 
decade. The Lola and Muswell Hillbillies 
albums are great, but I can share his im- 
patience with the tidy, dismissible elo- 
quence of parts of the Showbiz record, 
each studio side shored up by a straining 
emotional crescendo. These complaints, 
however, stick in my craw when Dave 
steps out, for two minutes of Showbiz and 
for half the prime time on Great Lost 
Kinks (part of it being from his aborted 
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Deep into Side’One; Dave’ wades hearti- 
ly into Ray’s sarcastic fantasy, “Groovy 
Movies.” His hollering ventilates a goodly 


portion of rank air. “Misty Water” is © 
murky in meaning but musically bright, - 


charged by Mick Avory’s bass-drum 
thumps and Ray’s winding vocal. His 
women are always cloaked or forbidden, 
so “Maria and Her Daughters” are aptly 
mysterious playmates. “When I Turn Off 
the Living Room Light” is a piece of 
arrogant waggery only Ray could pull off, 
one long spindly-phrased gulp at the 
piano. ‘““The Way Love Used To Be,” from 
the Percy soundtrack (the movie’s a dud) 
is fragile and lovely; it’s what I play in 
moments formerly reserved for the 
praised-to-death ‘‘Waterloo Sunset.” 
“I’m Not Like Everybody Else” is a 1966 
Yardbirds-style masterpiece of greaser 
sentiment with Dave delivering his 
definitive foxy-glottal vocal. When he 
trades repetitions of the title with Ray at 
the end, their voices respectively kitchy- 
koo and stone cold, it’s some kind of ul- 
timate Kinks moment. 

“This Man He Weeps Tonight”’ derives. 
its strength from the choruses, apparently 
Dave double-tracked and banging a tam- 
bourine, striving to impart a groove to a 
rather mindless composition. Finally, 
“Where Did the Spring Go” has the old 
toadstool-picker and elder brother trip- 
ping through a Balzacian inventory of 
deterioration: ‘‘Remember all those 
sleepless nights/ Making love by 
candlelight/ But everytime you took my 
love/ You were shortening my life . . .” 
Ray’s ideal cosmos is a sun-saturated gar- 
den, and everything proceeds from there, 
including the dying butterflies that flaw 
these sides. Somehow it’s vital to hear 
them. Where have all the good times 
gone?0

Merle Haggard and the Strangers: 


IT’S NOT LOVE (BUT IT’S NOT 
BAD) (Capitol ST-11127) 


_In_ his latest -LP,. Merle Haggard tests 
his reputation as our premier country 
male vocalist and emerges triumphant, 
but slightly battered. 

The selections, eight out of eleven being 
slow romantic ballads, highlight Haggard 


the stylist. Accompaniment is sparse and 
the material, compared to that on Let Me 
Tell You About a Song and Someday 
We'll Look Back, is bland, almost 
soporific. Yet somehow, against the odds, 
Merle makes it work. 

The title track is a catchy Hank 
Cochran-Glenn Martin tune with a ho- 
hum back-up. The second cut, Tommy 
Collins’ “‘Goodbye Comes Hard For Me,” 
is more successful: a gentle-manly fiddle 
strolls through the first stanza, followed 
in succeeding verses by Roy Nichols’ low- 
key but inventive guitar work and Norm 
Hamlet’s richly melodic pedal steel. 
Merle’s interpretation, with the slightest 
quaver, its low notes shot like sobbing 
bullets from his solar plexus, is typically 
superb. 

The production of It’s Not Love, 
however, is badly uneven. The liner notes, 
in country fashion, provide no informa- 
tion on sidemen or recording location. But 
the cuts were obviously recorded at 
different times. ““The Conversion of Ron- 
nie Jones,” one of three uptempo numbers 
and four all told produced by Ken Nelson, 
has the folk-like acoustic bagkup, sharp 
electric lead riffs, and Tennessee Two 


alternating bass that characterized the. 


material on the last two (Nelson- 
produced) Haggard LP’s. The other 
Nelson cuts have, overall, a cleaner sound 


piano 
and female singers and, if anything, 


minimal use of the Strangers. 
The submersion of the Strangers is a 


sad byproduct of the ascension of 


Haggard the balladeer. It’s Not Love un- 


derplays the steady melodic presence of 
Nichols and Hamlet; there is no show- 
case number like “Bring It On Down To 
My House, Honey.” Even the solos on 
“New York City Blues,” the only evidence 
of Haggard’s strong jazz and western sw- 
ing roots, are brief and unassuming. 

If the swing influences are played 
down, so are the topical and humorous 
songs which have been among Merle’s 
best. None of Haggard’s compositions 
here compare in originality with “Daddy 
Frank,” “Irma Jackson” or “They're 
Tearin’ the Labor Camps Down.” None 
equals the wit of “Big Time Annie’s 
Square” or the delightful “The Only 
Trouble With Me (Is You).” Even “New 
York City Blues” is a pale carbon of Buck 
Owen’s Apple-paring “I Wouldn't Live In 
New York City,” being simply a vehicle 
for another strong vocal. 

Despite these criticisms, /t’s Not Love 
still has a great deal to redeem it. Merle’s 
“A Shoulder to Cry On” may not be as 
good as Charlie Pride’s version, but then 
the song is a mournful Hank Williams- 
style ballad, and no one sings Williams 
like Pride. Otherwise Haggard’s delivery 
cannot be faulted. His growth as a stylist 
is most evident in his rendition of Red 
Lane’s lovely eye-moistener “Somewhere 
to Come When it Rains.” “You have all 
the lustre and lure of a diamond, but Ive 
learned that a stone is a stone...” Merle 
stays just far enough ahead of the backup 
to stand alone, alternatingly shy and 
petulant, grieving and profound. Within 
one line Haggard, with his subtle tremolo 
and faultless phrasing, can turn from in- 
trospective hardness to deep tenderness. 

It may be that Merle’s inanagers have 
decided to hit the ballad market full 
force, to turn their Okie (whose hair, if 
one can believe the album cover, has turn- 
ed un-Muskogeeishly bushy) into a less 
uptown Ray Price. It may also be that /t's 
Not Love is simply an interlude and, 
perhaps with the release of the heralded 
Dixieland album, we will regain the witty 
and unabashed writer-rake who spiritual- 
ly descends from Bob Wills’ and Jimmy 
‘Rodgers’ syntheses of the country and jazz 
traditions. If so, It’s Not Love will stand 
as Merle’s vocal tour de force. If not, it 
will be a pyrrhic victory indeed. oO

Grin: ALL OUT (Spindizzy KZ 
31701) 

All Out is a strong album, which many 
loud, heavy metal, and high energy 
albums are not. It’s strong because of Nils 
Lofgren’s tough, raspy, yet still distinctly 
and delightfully adolescent voice (when 
drummer Bob Berberich spells him on 
vocals the music flags). It’s strong 
because of the simple drumming, which is 
brought out very prominently in the mix 
and gives the album much of its no- 
nonsense virility. And it’s strong because 
of Kathy McDonald, All Out’s special 
added attraction, whose vocal duets with 
Nils are just about the most powerful I’ve 
heard since Merry Clayton and Mick 
Jagger shouted “Gimme Shelter.” 

Three different kinds of songs, all 


_ written by Nils, make up Ali Out and give 


it a great deal of variety. There are 
ruthiess, mock-evil tracks propelled by 
the calls and responses of Kathy and Nils 
and by Nils’ nasty guitar. What makes 
these fun is the make-believe;Nils is en- 
joying acting mean. Then there are the 
more sentimental and. melodic, bouncy 
pop numbers, on which Nils plays more 
piano. Several of these are real gems, par- 
ticularly “Sad Letter,” which would make 
an excellent 45; what singularizes them is 
the aggressive vigor with which they’re 
performéd. These tunes are quite pretty, 
but instead of accentuating their pret- 
tiness as most people (Todd Rundgren 
and Carole King, for example) would do, 
Grin purposely roughens them to give 
them substance. Finally, the album is 
rounded out by a pair of Western fan- 
tasias, one of which, “Rusty Gun,” has a 
rather grotesque charm and recalls Bernie 
Taupin. 

Grin is a band which plays with rare 
authority. They know exactly what 
they’re doing and never make a false step. 
No frills, no solos, no vocal chorus, no in- 
struments in addition to their own clutter 
or compromise this album.What makes 
Grin a rare band is the way this rock- 
steady discipline and devotion to 
fundamentals combine with Nils’ roman- 
tic exuberance. 

All Out is Grin’s third album. It should 
convince anyone who hears it that this 
group is among America’s finest. ©

As the curtain rings down on the com- 
mercial theatre’s latest sugarplum to Nix- 
on America; No Hard Feelings, the 
gentleman next to us is heard to remark, 
“Well, it’s interesting, but it hasn’t any 
depth.” To which his companion replies, 
“Oh Harry, don’t you get tired of all this 
depth all the time?” 

I personally think that Abe Burrows; 
Eddie Albert, Nanette Fabray and the 
crew down at the Colonial have gotten 
themselves in too deep. But perhaps that 
isn’t what Harry and Spouse are talking 
about. 

There is nothing more infuriating than 
the reviewer’s use of the royal ‘““We”’ — i.e. 
“‘We didn’t like it’ when the entire 
audience sans critic is on its feet 
applauding. So it’s only fair to state one’s 
bias at the outset. I get a lot more tired of 
Slick than I do of Depth. When I go to the 
theatre I expect to be touched; even if it’s 
on!y in the funny bone. Otherwise I’d be 
home in my underwear watching 
“Maude.” 

But No Hard Feelings is straight situa- 
tion comedy. Its authors; Sam Bobrick 
and Ron Clark; together don’t add up to 
even one Neil Simon. They in fact write 
scripts for the Paul Lynd Show; and Paul 
Lynd deserves them. In No Hard Feelings 
Bobrick and Clark have synthesized 
several sit-com formulas and garnished 
them with pretty sets and costumes. Ed- 
die Albert is Archie Bunker (moved up a 
social strata or two; out of Queens and 
into the suburbs) and Nanette Fabray is; 
not Edith, but Harriet Nelson. Obviously 
domestic bliss cannot prevail in such a 
game of mix-and-match. And so, on the 
eve of their only daughter’s wedding, 
Nanette walks out on Eddie and goes to 
live with a skinny Greek waiter at an 
Italian restaurant. (The waiter is difficult 
to place in the sit-com situation as he is 
more reminiscent, in his fey niceness, of 
Bambi than of Ozzie.) 

Anyway; Eddie finds it difficult to ad- 
just and accept, and after an act and a 
half of cretin remarks about his wife’s 
lover’s occupation and ethnic origins, he 
shoots the waiter in the foot and is 
sentenced by a judge on a loudspeaker to 
a year of minding his own business. 
Meanwhile, Nanette and her twenty- 
year-old daughter are simultaneously 
about three years pregnant, and we all get 
to laugh at the way they walk and the cute 
faces they make when they begin labor. 
We also get to hear some terrific curtain 
lines — Eddie to his lawyer: “If I’m falsely 
accused of committing adultery; did I do 
it?” and Eddie: “ ... and like it or not; we 
love each other.’’ (door slams) Nanette: 
“Oh Jimmy, I’m terrified. What if he’s 
right?” 

In this cynical age of lackluster values 
and moral confusion it is porbably unwise 
— or at least unAmerican — to condemn 
anything that hearkens back so con- 
sistently, so persistently, to the compla- 
cent haven of the fifties. So I would 
hasten to add that, on the positive side, 
Eddie is endearing as always, Nanette’s 
wardrobe and coiffure flawless, the in- 
terchangeable plastic apartments cute as 
can be, and the orange drinks cold and 
refreshing. The performances are char- 
mingly predictable except for Stockard 
Channing as the bourgeois daughter turn- 
ed marriage counselor. For some reason 
she is still playing the sardonic Alice (and 
occasionally the military Edgar) of the re- 
cent T.C.B. production of Play 
Strindberg. And thank heaven for A. 
Larry Haines who; as Eddie’s irascible 
turncoat partner in the lamp fixture 
business, perks things up from time to 
time witn clever one-liners. 

At best; No Hard Feelings isn’t likely to 
engender any. The people who go to this 
kind of thing willingly will probably love 
it. Right, Julie and David? 


The Ice Queen Cometh 


I admit that I was wary of the whole 
idea of a feminist play for children. I half 
expected something along the line of 
“Hansel Meets Bella Abzug”’ in which the 
witch would be portrayed as the heroine 
and admired by all for her ability to sup 
port herself in an imaginative manner and 
take care of her children — one way or the 
other — at the same time. 

But the feminist comment in Rosalyn 
Drexler’s cockamamey modern fantasy, 
Ice is implicit. And 


entertainment rather than propagan- 
dizing appears to have been the prime 
directorial consideration. 

Rosalyn Drexler’s name is well known 
to followers of the Off Off Broadway 
trends of the sixties. She is perhaps best 
known for “Home Movies” which won an 
Obie in 1964. And Maxine Klein, current- 
ly on the faculty of Boston University, is 
also an Obie winner (‘‘Approaching 
Simone,” 1970), and has done con- 
siderable work at Cafe La Mama. Their 
joining forces on a children’s play — given 
the saccharine insufferability of so much 
of the genre — is a strangely satisfying if 


the children’ s play, The Ice Queen. 


unexpected occurence. 

The Ice Queen challenges a lot of fairy 
princess cliches, implying that being 
waited upon, sought after, and beautiful 
isn’t all it’s cracked up to be. Queenship is 
depicted as a cold and lonely business. It 
seems that one’s suitors have only one’s 
wealth or beauty on their minds and are 
sadly unaware that queens have feelings. 
(None can answer her question, “What is 
a tear?”) And in the end the Ice Queen 
rejects all her suitors and her frozen 
world, choosing to melt into the ocean 
where she can be shared by everyone and 
where she can be free. 

What might be by itself a lyrical, even a 
touching harlequinade is juxtaposed with 
a slightly offbeat element that is both fun- 
ny and workable, There are some highly 
incongruous intrusions of the here-and- 
now into fantasy land, and this provides a 
lot of the slapstick humor that children 
love. You see, the “suitors” include a 
dwarf, a butcher named Moe who brings 
as his gift a pork chop, and Angelo the 
Spaghetti King whose interest in the icy 
maiden is strictly professional. He wants 
her to keep his pasta frozen! Who can 
blame the poor girl for deciding to melt? 

The Ice Queen is performed every 


Saturday at 2 pm as part of The Proposi- — 


tion Plays for Children and is a delightful 
addition to their repertoire. The children 
appear particularly enthralled with it, 
probably because they are included so 
often as active participants in the drama. 
_ There are points in the middle where 
the whimsical little play bogs down, and 
even Ms. Klein’s imaginative and highly 
active staging can’t save it then from the 
trap of too much talk. But on the whole, 
The Ice Queen is charmingly non-didactic 
and the Proposition players appropriately 
loveable without being perennially 
cute.O 


Opera: Caldwell’s Daughter

Once a dusty curiosity, Donizetti’s 
Daughter of the Regiment is rapidly mak- 
ing up for all those years on the shelf — at 
least here in Boston. Three years ago 
Sarah Caldwell staged it in a brilliant 
production at the Tufts Gymnasium, then 
last spring the Met brought its own star- 
studded version on tour to the Hynes 
Auditorium, and now, sacre nom du pipe! 
— here it was again last week at the 
Aquarius Theater as the second offering of 
the Opera Company’s season. Enough! 

Admittedly a brilliant showpiece for 
coloratura, Donizetti’s score hardly passes 
for opera at all, so fragile its music. Still, 
with all its martial antics, the opera’s 
original success did initiate a vogue for 
the mock-military starting with Offen- 
bach’s Grand Duchesse du Gerolstein on 
down to The Chocolate Soldier. 

Not that it’s simple to sing! Donizetti, 
ever obliging to the flashy “primadonnas” 
(both male & female) of his day, puts the 
principals through a barrage of vocal 
pyrotechnics that includes a fiendish 
tenor solo with nine (count ’em) high C’s. 
Undaunted and in glorious voice, Beverly 
Sills, repeating her madcap Marie from 
1970, launched into the role on a giddy 
cadenza while marching down the aisle to 
the stage, drum in hand. You can almost 
reach out and touch the love that greets 
her every appearance in Boston. 

Whether peeling potatoes for the 
regiment’s dinner or destroying her music 
lesson, Sills the comedienne is as much 
fun to watch as to hear, and like all those 
bel-canto heroines she’s tackled so far, 
Marie became a fully realized character 
shifting from high spirits in her opening 


“rataplan” to the tearful farewell spun. 


out in a long silvery thread to each of her 
regimental parents when wealth and rank 
suddenly intervene. 

Strong support came from a cast that 
must be singing these roles in their sleep. 
Tenor Enrico di Guiseppe dashed off a 
Tonio, Marie’s frustrated boyfriend, 100% 
improved over last year’s Met Broadcast. 
Everything was suavely sung. Spiro 
Malas made an amiable if swaggering 
Sulpice, the regimental sergeant, with 
plenty buffo in his ample bass. Muriel 
Greenspon heaved and huffed again as 
the distraught Marquise whose 


preconubial liaison with a French captain. . 


produced Marie in the first place. Fred 
Teschler was a wry, bespectacled Fritz, 


her steward who, as it turned out in 
Caldwell’s clever addition to the ending, 
was a Gilbertian baby-switcher responsi- 
ble for the whole mess. Television’s Kitty 
Carlisle, cast in the cameo role of the 
Duchess of Krackenthorp, rolled in like a 
frigate tossed in a hurricane to deliver her 
outraged lines. What with the sudden 
reemergence of Donizetti’s Daughter, 
everyone wants to get on the bandwagon 
with La Krackenthorp. Look for Mae 
West next! 

The production, a package import from 
the Houston Opera with snappy sets by 
Beni Montresor, was nonetheless stamped 
with Madame Sarah’s own inexaustible 
invention. Ramps circled the orchestra 
allowing the action to pour out into the 
audience with maypole dancing for the 
peasants and martial entrances for the 
Vingt-Unieme. Heads were kept spinning 
to keep pace with all the whirlwind stage 
business Caldwell had provided to shore 
up the flimsy plot. Chorus and orchestra 
responded enthusiastically, and a mini- 
ballet for the wedding scene, 
choreographed by Vlastimil Jilek, mer- 
cilessly burlesqued the ‘“‘correct” manners 


of the haute-monde Marie happily es- 


capes. Sung in a very respectible transla- 
tion, Sunday’s audience fell in with ‘the 
fun with a gusto that no doubt told the 
Company this revival had been worth the 
risk. 

BUT, if all the preceeding should 
suggest that Caldwell & Company are 
now in the midst of another triumphant 
season, then the truth has to be no. Two- 
thirds of this year’s subscribers probably 
bought their seats under the impression 
they were to hear Sills in a new produc- 
tion of Rossini’s Barber of Seville, now 
dumped until next year. That such 
cancellations and postponements have 
become common practice for The Opera 
Company is simply no excuse. Long-range 
planning and advance casting must be 
developed for the Company to survive. 


The Battered Bride 


But worse than this, for artistic 
reasons, was the assault levelled at poor 
Bedrich Smetana and his charming, sen- 
timental comedy The Bartered Bride, 
the season’s opener back in January. As 
willful and capricious as The Daughter 
was exuberant, Caldwell’s four-square 


stand on relevance smothered this essen- 
tially simple tale in the worst attack on 
Czech culture since the Russians shot up 
good King Wenceslaus’ statue in Prague 


back in ’68. 
What went wrong? The ingredients of 


success were there, yet the final product 
was a depressing travesty of Smetana’s 


intentions. The answer as usual was - 


Director Caldwell’s insistence on 
relevance and over-production. No sooner 
had the overture ended than a slide show 
depicting the horrors of Czech history — 
oppression by Austria, dismemberment 
by Hitler, the massacre at Lidice, corpses,. 
etc. — was projected on screens over the 
stage, all played to the lively, cheerful 
music of the circus troupe in Act III; while 
onstage Emmett Kelly, Sr. (you know, 
Weary Willy the clown) ran through some 
worn-out routines with Mary Costa that 
were more P. T. Barnum than political. It 
was all very stupid and tasteless, and 
what with that wonderful music played as 
accompaniment, one wondered whether 
the rape of the Czech people wasn’t sup- 
posed to be great fun! And forgotten by 
all, Smetana’s charming comedy went 
rapidly down the drain. 

Yet this was just a warm-up. Because of 
the opera’s unfamiliarity, Caldwell wisely 
decided to perform it in English; yet with 
a relentless perversity that defies ex- 
planation, both tenor and bass leads were 
imported from Prague, requiring them to 
relearn their roles in a language they ob- 
viously couldn’t handle and probably 
didn’t understand. Bass Jaroslav Horacek 
singing Kecal did show tremendous style 
but so floundered through the translation 
as to negate any positive contribution. 
The less said about Miroslav Svejda, the 
better. In the end, what made this casting 
so absurd was that the great Act II tenor- 
bass duet, the one really crucial scene of 
the plot, ended up sung in Czech with the 
result that no one knew what had happen- 
ed. Yet, paradoxically, this was the only 
moment all evening when the music took 
wing and the singers didn’t have to fight 
the words. This English-Czech switch was 
excused on political grounds, yet assum- 
ing the characters were Czech to begin 
with, what language were we now sup- 
posed to think they were singing? 
Slovene? Bosnian? Reason and logic 
should on occasions be left at home for a 
Sarah Caldwell production. oO 
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Beef heart

obligatory displays of awesome technique. 
Marcus, who is generally the best soloist 
in the band, was having mike problems 
throughout, and never really got off the 
ground. He usually cloaks his evolution of 
whatever theme the band is working with 
in scalar sheaths, but this time around, 
either because of contempt for the 


audience or, more probably, lack of con- 
centration, he forgot about thematic 
evolution and played only undirected 
scalar bursts. 

Foreplay can be very good at times, 
striking a balance between the 
freneticism of the Mahavishnu Orchestra 
and the coolness of Miles Davis, but on 
this night they were at least partially 
hustling the crowd, and their playing suf- 
fered. After an enthusiastic reception, 
Coryell told the crowd how much fun it

youthful vibrations tonight.” It was hard 
to tell just who Coryell thought his 
audience was, but it was harder still dis- 
cerning exactly who he thought he was. 


Beefhart’s Bar Mitzvah Band 


After a fairly lengthy intermission, the 
m.c., an utter caricature of jive, 
attempted to coax the Captain (Don Van 
Vliet) onstage, and made a complete ass 
of himself. Finally the Magic Band 
entered and received titters of apprecia- 
tion from the audience. The wax- 
mustachioed Rockette Morton, the 
maddest of a mad bunch, wore the kind of 
gaudy blue suit usually seen on Bar Mitz- 
vah musicians, replete with yellow side 
strips on the trousers. Zoot Horn Rollo 
sported a wide-brimmed panama and a 
patchwork, knee-length coat, while Roy 
Estrada, who recently came to the Magic 
Band from the Mothers via Little Feat, 
wore a black toreador’s costume which, 
given Estrada’s considerable girth, was 
quite a remarkable sight. Beefy drummer 
Ed Marimba wore a vest with no shirt; the 
innocent-looking new addition on guitar 
who the Captain introduced as Alex 
“Pajamas” St. Clair wore ordinary street- 
hippie clothes. 

After the first number, a typical kick- 
ass primeval bop, the Captain lumbered 
onstage, in his black leather coat and 
matching orange shirt and pants, and 
launched “Lo Yo Yo Stuff,” from the 
“Clear Spot” album. “Crazy Little 
Thing,” from the same Ip, followed, and 
sounded a lot like the song preceeding it. 
Beefheart doesn’t have a formula, but he 
has staked out a rather limited area of 
musical investigation, the rhythmic 


potential of basic blues, and his work, es- 
pecially in concert, in not at all varied. 
Generally Ed Marimba pounds his drum 
kit with fierce, precisely executed syn- 
copations and the two bass guitars and 
two rhythm guitars produce a disconcer- 
tingly ugly chord sludge. On top of this 
the Captain growls and yelps lyrics which 
are most like the ‘‘Beat’’ poetry of 
yesteryear, and occasionally wails on har- 
monica. 

The real star of the show was Rockette 
Morton, rhythm and bass guitarist, who 
danced wildly about the stage and 
pointed his guitars menacingly at the 
audience. After a duet with Zoot Horn 
Rollo which had a certain primitive 
strength and beauty, Rockette had the 
stage to himself. While bouncing around, 
he played fierce chords, instead of single 
notes, on his bass guitar, creating 
patterns which would slip in and out of 
recognizable blues. Besides being one of 
the odder showmen around, Rockette has 
a thoroughly singular ear for dense, ugly 
sounds which he transforms into 
coherent, if somewhat difficult, musical 
statements. 

If nothing else, the triple bill forced 
people genuinely interested in music to 
listen to other styles and approaches. 
Both Foreplay and the Magic band are 
composed of dedicated musicians who 
have a great amount cf skill and in- 
telligence, and both musical approaches 
are worth appreciating. I’m also sure it 


-did no harm to the cognescenti to receive 


a dose of youth in the form of the New 
York Dolls. However, it may well have 
been that I was the only member of the 
audience who, perhaps for perverse 
reasons, enjoyed all three acts. O

Writing with Clay 


The ceramicist’s craft has an important 
aspect in common with that of the writer 
or composer, namely that the ceramicist 
is responsible entirely for the form his 
work takes. Sculptors can do their work 
by combining units of existing material, 
painters accept the conventions of 
working on stretched canvas or flat pan- 
els. The ceramicist, however, is free to 
give his material any shape it will take, if 
he is adept. Perhaps this is why the most 
freely imaginative art I’ve seen lately has 
been ceramic. 

The ceramicist as artist is not called 
upon to prove anything. Painters and 
sculptors in more fashionable media are 
compelled to work in certain ways if they 
expect their work to be taken seriously; 
expect new painting and sculpture to 
show some awareness (Even a hostile one) 
of certain issues. But there is no history of 
criticism applied to ceramics as there is in 
painting. In a sense this puts an even 
greater demand on the ceramicist as artist 
to convince us that his work is not just 
arbitrary fancy or craftsmanship. 

These notions are behind my apprecia- 
tion of a show called ‘‘Objects and Spaces 
Made from Clay’’ currently at the 
Harcus/Krakow Gallery. The show com- 
bines the work of two local artists, Mags 
Harries and Paul Heroux. (Incidentally, 
the other interesting ceramic art I’ve seen 
recently is David Gilhooly’s. Gilhooly is a 
Californian who now lives in Ontario. It 
may be a while before he shows in this 
area, but it will be worth the wait.) 

The several drawings that Mags 
Harries has in the show provide a clue to 
the rest of her work. She seems to be 
interested in the fact that a drawing or 
any representation is always of something 
that isn’t there. The frame that defines a 
drawing also holds out the thing drawn. 
(This is not necessarily the case, as artists 
like Johns and Ryman have shown, but it 
usually makes sense to say.) 

One of her drawings includes the 
shadow of a part of someone’s body that is 
not represented in the drawing. That 
shadow is like a double representation; 
like the other elements of the image, it 
brings into the frame something that is 
not literally present, but it forms a pun on 
the drawing’s surface. Is the drawn 


shadow cast on the paper or only on the 
depicted surface? The drawn shadow 


treats the frame of the drawing as if it

were simply placed over a piece of reality. 
as if a shadow could be cast across the 
frame and merge coherently with the 
drawn image. The drawn shadow is a way 
of baiting our imagination; it is like the 
many bits of factual detail in Robbe- 
Grillet’s novel “Jealousy,” any of which 
might be evidence of betrayal, but none of 
which is suggestive enough in itself to 
complete a picture of what is happening 
beyond the narrator’s immediate view 
and utterance. There is something very 
sinister about such details, though, and 
= work takes full advantage of that 
act. 
Three Dimensional Drawings 

Most of her pieces in the show are like 
drawings made three dimensional; 


- instead of the two-dimensional square of 


surface, she uses an implied cube of 
space. The best works, I think, are those 
that depict corners of rooms. As 
Bachelard says in ‘““The Poetics of Space,” 
every corner “‘is the germ of a room, or of a 
house.”’ When Harries makes the bottom 
corner of a kitchen, toes coming in at one 
side, the leg of a wooden stool at another, 
she seems to be giving us the clue to a 
whole form of life. There is a 
very literary quality about her corners. In 
a way, they are all like the shadows in her 


drawings (and the ceramic piece which 
includes drawn shadow doesn’t work for 
this reason). The corner pieces retain the 
sinister sense of being clues, goads for us 
to imagine another identity for the space 
we're standing in as we look at them. 
Harries work makes you feel imagination 
as a negation of present circumstances, 
but it pe makes you experience present 


circumstances as imaginable. Pretty 
powerful stuff for work that initially looks 
so modest. 

Paul Heroux’s work I don’t find quite as 
interesting, though he does have an “Egg 
Piece’’ in the show that is unforgettable.

It is a huge white egg on a square base, 
surrounded by several fried eggs 
(standard size) and a number of white 
ceramic knives which seem to lie in 
obeisance to the great Egg. Heroux’s work 
seems generally to have more in common 
an Harries with West Coast Funk are. 
His gaudy cubes on pedestals have 
the mock monumentality and 
preciousness of a lot of Funk art, and he 
has a couple of beautiful ink drawings in 
the show that look a lot like William 
Wiley’s. The trouble with Funk is that it 
doesn’t usually enjoy itself, though it 
appears to take everything else lightly 
and irreverently. Heroux’s work is quite 
beautifully made, but it doesn’t have the 
coherence of Harries’. Heroux’s best 
pieces, I think, are the ink drawings and 
three extremely fine plates. I don’t want 
to get into a discussion about whether the 
plates are art or not because they’re 
plates. The fact is that they’re what works 
best among Heroux’s pieces. 

I can’t resist singling out one item that 
seems to me to outstrip everything else 
here here. This is “The Bedroom” by 
Mags Harries. This work resembles the 
corner pieces discussed earlier, but it is 
not really a corner. It consists of a square 
of “floor,” a small section of wall and door 
jamb, and a section of the door, which is 
ajar. ( Is the door ajar because we 
associate ceramics with jars and pots and 
such?) Behind the wall, inside the door, is 
the cropped corner of a disproportionately 
small bed. This piece seems first of all to 
sum up the technical capability evident 
throughout the show. But more 
interestingly, it condenses the paradox 
and power in Harries pieces. Everything 
in this piece seems to be open to view. The 
door is open, as if it needed to be, the bed 
cover is pulled back, we get a sectional 
view of the mattress, we can even see 
down inside the wall. But in feeling, this 
is the most mysterious and tantalizing 
piece of all. It may just be because “The 
Bedroom” represents a view taken out of 
the middle of a space, instead of a corner, 
but we feel that something has gone on 
here, or something will. The fact that the 
bed is strangely small doesn’t even seem 
to matter. The open secret seems to be 
that imagination is what tells us what’s 
going on anywhere, including in our 
i (The show is on through February 
24.) O

In March of 1973, the Melrose Symphony will present three 
fully staged performances of Puccini’s Tosca at Memorial Hall 
Melrose.

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Books: News from Neruda 


NEW POEMS (1968-1970) BY 
PABLO NERUDA. Bilingual edi- 
tion translated and edited by Ben 
Belitt. Grove Press, 153 pp. $5.95. 


The great Neruca widely unknown in 
this country, which}. »>ws no America but 
its own, and is afraid of poetry, and mis- 
comprehends a country like revolutionary 
Chile that nominates its poets to the 
Presidency, elects them to the Senate, ap- 
points them Ambassador (Neruda’s 
North American counterpart as Am- 
bassador to France: Arthur Watson of the 
I.B.M. Watsons). Neruda collects 
seashells and lives on rocky Isla Negra, 
looking at the ocean. After all his ac- 
complishments, banishment, the Nobel 
prize, years of touring Chile’s dirt-poor 
villages to give poetry readings, he, like 
his patria, is still becoming, removing old 
fixities, trying to realize what is there to 
be realized; he is newly embracing “la 
razon de la pureza (the right-on-ness of 
purity).” 

Explicit politics are mostly left out of 
this selection,: though “The Hands of 
Day,”’ first of the three volumes, is full of 
a highly rarefied Marxism. For instance, 
“The Gift” embodies a labor theory of 
Creation: the poet calls on the “hard 
hands” that make tools, cups, barrels, 
bells, the curved hip of a woman, to help 
him “change the profile of the planets,” to 
help him “restore to the water/what its 
avarice lost in the desert,” to awaken “‘all 
the love still unawakened,/and leave/a 
gift/in each one of the hands/of day.” Ac- 
tion is abstracted, taken in its purity and 
therefore seen in its unity in “The Central 
Hand”: society and nature are part of the 
mystic wholeness of ‘action,/blood’s 
act:/the fire’s circulation:/the hands’ cir. 
cuit:/energy’s rose.” 

The translations are partly my own. 
While Belitt’s translations are usually ac- 
curate and often striking, they have minor 
inaccuracies and several impressionistic 
deviations from Neruda’s solid sense, ap- 
parent even to a non-speaker of Spanish. 

ir effect is to soften the politics, cut 
ut the metaphysics. For instance in “The 


Bell-Ringer” Belitt has “because grief 
taught us to be,/because the hands’ work 
is a destiny/and life shapes itself to their 
scars.” This ignores the solo in the first 
line: “because grief taught us to be only,” 
and the e/ in the next: “because work is 
the destiny of hands.) In “Arrabales,” 
“Song,” and “‘A House’”’ the work of the 
spirit builds ‘‘the houses in the 
coastland;’”’ even the demolished houses 
of the poor are alive with a spirit that will 
either die or be born. It is a spirit that 
“the white gods” that “‘sleep/in the 
books” have outlived, while the “‘godhead 
of Africa. . . . the totemical heart... . 
lance that thrives on the grossness of 
things” “continues in the dark its dark 
battles.” 

In the second volume, ‘‘World’s End,” 
all nature is permeated with this in- 
telligence; a real intelligence, not the in- 
telligence of the surrealist’s imagination. 
The poet is stalking outside of time, leav- 
ing behind books, the individual 
darknesses of men of conviction, leaving 
behind knowledge, sex, the fantasy city 
full of ancestral remembrances he and his 
childhood friends built-leavingall behind, 
but escaping none of it, ahead of the game 
but returning over and over, “Always Be- 
ing Born.”’ Knowing that his inability to 
escape, his immobility, is “the invisible 
guarantee/of the whole establishment,” 
there is ‘‘no need to count” the helicopters 
that whirl over his sleep-“‘there are always 
too many,/especially in Spring.” For a 
lifelong defender of suffering humankind, 
it is a paradoxical state in which the hap- 
piness must be like clouds, each with its 
silver lining of sorrow. But when he does 
try to act, “the forgotten aroma/of an un- 
inhabited rose’’ recurs, the fragrance he 
lost “‘as some lose their shadow:/ and 
deprived of its love, I stand/naked in the 
middle of the street.” 

In part III, “Stones of the Sky,” the 
processes of silence have concentrated, 
“‘packed themselves into stone,” until the 
poet is like a saint who has finally dissolv- 
ed all image or idea of God into the 
oneness of totality. The poet is like a stone 
rising from the earth to become “the salt 


of the sky.” The ideas of things come 
alive; there is a Zenlike clarity of in- 
terrelation with the world, as in “When 
You Touch Topaz.” At last Neruda can 
speak of himself in terms only of 
geography and geology, an aim ar- 
ticulated years before, like the Joyce of 
Finnegans Wake with his river-woman 
and mountain-man. 

They are poems to read gradually, in 
times of disorientation (for instance, after 
demonstrations).o

PATRIOT GRAVES: Resistance in 
Ireland by P. Michael O’Sullivan. 
Follet Publishing Co. (Chicago); 255 
pp., $7.95. 


Patriot Graves is an important book 
featuring exquisite craftsmanship, a 
photojournalistic essay detailing the war 
in Northern Ireland from the perspective 
of the Provisional Irish Republican Army. 
Although Michael O’Sullivan’s forte is 
photography — parts of the text were 
done in collaboration with Don Stone of 
the Boston Globe and Newsweek — this 
work compares with Australian journalist 
Wilfred Burchett’s coverage of the South 
Vietnamese National Liberation Front 
during the early years of their war. To 
produce Patriot Graves, O’Sullivan has 
travelled to Northern Ireland several 
times since 1966, his most recent visit an 
11 month stint spent mostly in the 
Clonard district of Belfast, an I.R.A. 
stronghold, wherein he gained the con- 
fidence of the Provisionals, and was 
allowed to interview both their leadership 
and rank and file and to photograph 
1.R.A. Active Service Units in operation. 

His work gains import because it 

‘transcends the myriad events of this 
latest Irish revolution to provide a com- 
prehensive visual and literary account of 
its’ roots, contemporary background, and 
present stage. Most journalists covering 
Ulster’s ‘‘troubles’’ have written 
thousands of words describing the down- 
fall of government, the ugly poverty, the 


police state conditions, or the Bloody 
Sundays, the Bloody Fridays, and the 
host-of bloody weekdays in between. And 
most have failed to put these events and 
conditions into reasonable ‘perspective. 
O’Sullivan eschews coverage of the highly 
visible events except as they relate to the 
unfolding of history within the 


’ perspective of his 1.R.A. contacts, and his 


technique succeeds where others failed. 
His theme — that the collapse of the 
Northern Ireland Civil Rights Movement 
and the necessity for self-defense on the 
part of Northern Ireland’s ghettoe 
Catholics has lead directly to a rebirth of 
Republican socialism — becomes soundly 
documented Irish/English history. 

In picture and word, O’Sullivan argues 
eloquently against the conventional view 
of the war in Ulster which sees the Irish 
Civil Rights demonstrators of the late 
’60’s as upstart militants, sees their 
repression as law and order, and their 
armed response to repression as terrorism 
and religious bigotry. Patriot Graves 
portrays Irish history until today as a 
product of English misrule from 
Cromwell’s savagery to Harold Wilson’s 
welfarism and Ted Heath’s warfarism. 

O’Sullivan takes the title of his book 
from Pearse, another hero of 1916: 
“Ireland unfree shall never be at peace,” 
and it is obvious that, along with his 
guerilla friends, he believes that 
continued warfare will be the instrument 
of peace and freedom. He may have 
underestimated the cooptive power of a 
modern corporate state — Irish Prime 
Minister Lynch does command 
considerable support resting on his posi- 
tion that an economically united Europe 
will bring future prosperity to the 
Emerald Isle — but O’Sullivan’s creden- 
tials, no less than the rocket fire echoing 
in Belfast, bulwark his opinion. He has 
covered the American Civil Rights 
Movement from Birmingham to Martin 
Luther King’s funeral in Atlanta, covered 
the Detroit riots of 1967 (a Life Magazine 
cover), and other events of contemporary 
history occurring both here and in 
Europe. Patriot Graves, his latest effort, 
is a work of art and politics, a fine Irish 
tradition worthy of pursuit by a fine 
Irish/American craftsman. ©

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Do You Hear the New Novel? 


By Kenneth Baker 


DO YOU HEAR THEM? by 
Nathalie Sarraute. Translated by 
Maria Jolas. Braziller, $5.95. 

Nathalie Sarraute’s latest novel is, 
typically, not much of a story. It is a sort 
of linguistic suspension from which 
characters and incidents precipitate out 
and into which they ultimately dissolve 
again. In so far as she is able to refrain 
from committment of too much focus, 
detail or energy to any particular 
character, her style itself makes explicit 
something true of all novels, namely that 
they are linguistic suspensions in which 
characters and incidents surface and sub- 
merge, though they usually distract us 
from this fact about them. 

Mme. Sarraute’s style serves her es- 
pecially well in the new novel because she 
is constructing a condition that is not 
dependent on any one character but one 
which defines her characters’ con- 
sciousness of each other. An impeccable 
bourgeois gentleman, apparently a 
widower, fancies himself a man of culture. 
His prized possession is a primitive stone 
carving which represents some sort of 
animal. He dotes on this object obsessive- 
ly and displays it demonstratively to 
guests who have seen it before. All the 
while he is haunted by his children’s 
laughter which burbles down from up- 
stairs. The children find his attentions to 
the rude object silly and cause for resent- 
ment. Their father suffers their ridicule so 


acutely that it becomes difficult to tell 
whether he is imagining their laughter 
and its provocation or not. He tries to 
enlist the sympathy of his guests and 
friends. They seem either to denigrate 
him or his children more than he can 
bear, just to be done with the matter as a 
topic of conversation. The only possible 
ally either the children or the father have 


is the reader. But the reader’s sympathies: 


are constantly being exposed to himself 
because, although the text seems to con- 
tain nothing but evidence against both 
sides in the conflict, their is nothing to 
distinguish true from false evidence. 
There is no cue, not even quotation 
marks, as to whether the incidents that 
occur are fantasies, memories or “‘objec- 
tive’ events. There is, for example, a 
passage in which a social worker appears 
at the house, apparently called in by 
neighbors to arbitrate the conflict 
between father and children. The incident 
starts out sounding like fantasy, and ends 
up being convincing in terms of what 
we've by then come to accept as the 
“reality” in the novel. Here again, the 
reader’s credulity seems to be exposed 
and tested. Like Mme. Sarraute’s other 
books, this one is also about what it 
means to be a reader of fiction; it shows us 
ourselves reading as few other books I’ve 
read do. To deny the responsibilities of 
readership implied by the novel is to im- 
pose an illusionism on the novel that is 


not operating in it. The point seems to be 
to expose our collaboration in the il- 
lusionism that traditional fiction depends 
on. 
In reading this novel we are constantly 
having to decide who is speaking, or 
rather whose point of view the language 
represents at a given point. (The only 
names used in the book are those of peo- 
ple who don’t actually appear in it). This 
is important because it is essentially the 
same problem the characters themselves 
have. The father is constantly wondering 
whether he really believes the praise of his 


artifact that he utters. The children, on | 


the other hand, are adolescents, and 
adolescence is when we first begin to live 
the question: whose words, whose 
opinions are we speaking? The children 
get around the problem by laughing a lot. 
Doubt is never expressed on their side, 
but their laughter has the quality of 
whistling in the dark after a while. They 
know their laughter doesn’t connect with 
anything, and that to them means 
freedom, the value of spontaneity con- 
firmed. Their father fears that his feelings 
for the stone figure don’t connect with 
anything but other feelings, and other 
people’s opinions, and that this is not 
enough to confirm that he is right to feel 
the way he does. 

What the novel depicts is a condition in 
which at any time the world may appear 
to be defined entirely by other people. 


The children and their father are both in- 
terested in establishing that they are on 
the side of the majority, both want to be 
right most of all, and that is what being 
right means. The books describes two 
refusals of culture, one that cannot live 
with spontaneity, and one that cannot 
tolerate stability or conviction. Far from 
suggesting that these refusals, and the 
conflict they produce are strictly contem- 
porary or culturally determined, Mme. 
Sarraute manages to suggest that the con- 
flict she constructs between father and 
children is one we all live out individual- 
ly, that her characters form a kind of ex- 
istentialist allegory in which pure spon- 
taneity, or the wish for it, is opposed to 
the wish to be an object, finished, cer- 
tified, certain. The book seems very Sar- 
trean, in fact. There is even a passage 
describing the father’s paranoia at his 
children’s laughter that recalls Sartre's 
description of the psychoanalytical mean- 
ing of slime in ‘Being and Nothingness.” 
“Well, this character camoflaged as a 
model father... secretly... through 
processes known fo him alone, succeeded 
in manufacturing from this laughter 
miasmas, asphyxiating gases, deadly 
microbes, a river of rottenness, a sea of 
muck that would have spread over the en- 
tire earth...” 

Do You Hear Them? is a very skillful 
and intelligent book, but not an enter- 
taining one. It is full of pressure, but not 
intensity, discomfiture, but not suspense. 
It disallows habitual and easy responses 
to fiction by exposing them to the reader. 
A truly modernist work. Do You Hear 
Them? offers to give content to its 
readers’ responses to it. O

Anyone who has been 
watching WBZ over the past 
couple of months must be aware 
that Sonya Hamlin has been 
looking for a pregnant woman. 
The reason for this rather odd 
request was to find a young 
woman who would be willing to 
share the experiences of her 
pregnancy with the audience, 
appearing on the show twice a 
week until she was ready to have 
the child, and then have the 
childbirth filmed and televised. 
Though at first this idea might 
sound a bit precious — or after 
the experience with the Loud 
Family on An American Family 
— somewhat jaded. But on 
closer inspection, both the 
motivation and ‘planned execu- 
tion of the programs sound in- 
teresting and informative. 


As Sally Dineen, the woman 
who was finally chosen from the 
500 applicants, put it, ‘‘I 
remember the solitary feeling 
when I was pregnant with my 
first baby. I was frightened, I 


didn't know what to expect, and 
I just sat home and waited for 
the baby.” She feels that by be- 
ing on the show, perhaps she can 
alleviate that sense of isolation 
that other pregnant women who 
are watching might feel. Ms. 
Hamlin also sees the series as in- 
formative, and not at all ex- 
ploitative like An American 
Family. ‘We're not looking for 
angles — we're looking for what’s 
really happening. We will be 
filming in the studio and inter- 
viewing Sally, her doctors, her 
mother...” 

The only part of the show not 
to be shot as part of the regular 
Hamlin program will be the 
childbirth itself. 

When asked if a program like 
this could have been made a few — 
years ago, before the Womens’ 
Liberation Movement became 
an influential part of American 
life, Ms. Hamlin smiled and 
shook her head “no.” Sally Di- 
neen will be a guest all this week 
on the Sonya Hamlin Show, dai- 
ly at 12:30 on channel 4. _O
